by the Nobility of the Spa-

Daughter to Ferdinand , the De¬ 
ceas’d King. 


Don 
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"Don John of Cajlile (after re¬ 
peated Invitations ) came to 
take Poffeffion of the Crown, 
blit ( ill advis’d ) in an hoitiie 
Manner, with an Army 5 ha¬ 
ving firft imprifon’d Don 'John 
(Son alfo of Don Pedro, by 
Agnes de Cajlro, (to whom 
when Prince, he had been pri¬ 
vately married ) leaft he fhould 
affert his Pretenfions to the 
Crown alfo. When he arriv’d 
at a Place call’d La Guar da, 
he met with a welcome Re¬ 
ception from the Billiop, but 
■was repulfed by the Governor

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THE Dowager Queen Don¬ 
na Leonora Tedes , who by the 
Treaty of Marriage, was to re¬ 
main Queen Regent, with the 
Affiftance of the Earl of Oren, 
her Paramour, and others, en¬ 
deavour d to facilitate the Ac- 
ceffion of her Son-in-Law to 
the Throne, which together 
with her fcandalous Life, made 
her fo hateful to the Populace$ 
that Martin Bifhop of Lisbon, 
for vindicating her, and en¬ 
deavouring to apptafe the Re¬ 
bel’ion of her ubjefts, was 
chattel into the Tower of his 
Church, whither he fled for 
Refuge, and from thence 
was caft Headlong amidft the

Multitude, waiting for him ; 
who ftripping his Body, drag¬ 
ged it naked into the Mar¬ 
ket, called Lo Ruzzio , where 
that and the fucceeding Day, 
it lay expofed to the mercilel's 
Spectators, and by Night was 
thrown into a Hole near it, 
dug for that Purpofe. The 
Queen forced to fly, retired to 
Alanquer , and thence to San- 
tarem , where John King of 
Caftile , and his Queen, Bea¬ 
trix her Daughter, received 
the Inveftiture of the King¬ 
dom from her ; hither alfo 
came the Nobility of the Ca- 
fiilian Faction, to do them Ho¬ 
mage as their Sovereigns. 


BUT 
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BUT John , Mafter of Aiiiij 
frill excited by the Populace, 
and the other Nobility of 
the Ponuguefe Fad ton, re- 
folved to obtain the Crown; 
and there fore to make the 
Caflillians more odious, he 
pitched his Standard in Lisbon , 
reprefenting his Brother, as a* 
forefaid, peeping through a 
Crate, in the Caftle of Toledo , 
which had its defired Effect j 
for the Portugueje immediately 
with great Refolution, armed 
againlt the Cajiilian Forces, who 
foon after bdieged Lisbon , but 
in vain ; after which enfued 
fev ti.ti little Skirmilhes with 
various Succefs, 


THE 
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THE Portuguefe made the 
beft Ufe of their time, both in 
augmenting their Forces, and 
encreafing their Stores; fum- 
moning therefore a Council, 
to which the Deputies of the 
Towns of their Party came, 
it was debated, whether they 
Ihould choofe a Regent, or a 
King; at length they refolv'd 
on a King, and thereupon 
, unanimoufly chofe Den John of 
Avi% y King of Portugal, after 
an Interregnum of eighteen 
Months. 

THE King of Caftile being 
inform’d of this, fent Don Pe¬ 
dro Tenorio, Archbifhop of To* 
j a led 4 

f 
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ledo (a Portuguefe born) with 
fome Forces, to prevent thofe 
df his Faction from revolting 
but he at Tronccfo meeting the 
hew King’s Forces, was Ob* 
lig’d to retreat. 

THIS Succefs of the hew 
King, To enraged the King of 
Ckflitij that he immediately 
equipp’d a Fleet, which ra¬ 
vaged and infulted all the 
Coaft of Pdrtagal; and puiffarit 
Armies on each Side being 
rais’d, that of Cdjtile met at 
Cividad Rodrigo , and the Other 
of Portugal at Tomar, Don 
Rugno Afo'ares Pereira , newly 
created Conftable of Pottugd, 
obferving his Matters Army tbb 

weak 
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weak, difpatched an Ambaf- 
fador to the King of Caflile, 
intreating ‘him in his Matter's 
Name to avoid a Battle, fince 
it might be poffible for them to 
agree without the Effufion of 
fo much Blood. This would 
not take with that King, who 
was refolved to fight; where¬ 
fore fietfing his Army in Order 
of Battle, he attack’d the Ene¬ 
my with fo much Resolution 
and Courage, that at firft the 
Suceefe was doubtful: But the 
new King advancing with a 
Body of Referve, the Portuguefe 
were fo animated, that they 
overthrew the Caftillians., and 
killed ten thoufand on the 
Spot, the King himfelf* nar- 
a a rowly 
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rowly efcaping, being (though 
very ill J forc’d to fly eleven 
Leagues that Night, to San - 
tarem ; from whence embark' 
ing himfelf on Board his Fleet, 
be fet fail for, and arrived at 
Senile. This Vi&ory fecur’d 
the new King, the peaceable 
Pofleffion of his Kingdom, and 
caus’d all thofe Places which 
before had refus’d Submiffion - 
to him, to yield themfelves af¬ 
terwards.

Inventions of others, when they 
cannot find out their Origins and 
Rife. Such may be the Portuguefe 
and Spanifb Notions, who pretended 
themfelves to be Defcendants from 
Tubal, Son of Japhet , Son of Noah. 

Japhet certainly had Seven, (but 
fome Authors allow him Eight) Sons. 
Tubal , the fifth ( fay the Spaniards ) 
began to people Spain , but whether 
he went thither by Land or Sea, is 
dubious ; but we may fuppofe by 
Land, Navigation being then fcarce- 
ly if at all known. 

H e arrived in Spain Anno Mundi 
1697. Ann. Ant . Diluv . 142. and 
Ant . Chrifi. 2163. according to Bero- 

founded f us > a Year before Samothes founded 
the Kin^ the Kingdom of France. But ’tis moft 
generally believ’d j they defcended 
from the Romans and Carthagenians, 
who long contended for thofe Pro¬ 
vinces, and were both at different

people 
Spain. 
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Times in Pofieffion of them. About 
the fifth Century, the Goths over¬ 
run the Roman Empire ; and among 
other Places, made themfelves Ma¬ 
tters of the Provinces of Spain. Por¬ 
tugal was then made a Kingdom, 
and fometimes governed by its own 
Prince, at other times reckoned into 
the Dominions of Cafiile . 

About the Beginning of the 
Eighth Century, during the Reign 
of Roderick , the laft of the Gothick 
Kings, the Moors , or rather Arabians, j n Uam 
under the Command of Valid Aim an- e r mer 
zor their Caliph, enter’d Spain. Ju¬ 
lian an Italian Nobleman, who faci¬ 
litated the Conquett of thofe Places 
(which might otherwife have proved 
difficult) received and affifted them ; 
not out of Affeftion, but to Revenge 
himfelf on Roderick , who had de¬ 
bauch’d his Daughter. 

B 2 
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The Arabians foon conquer’d all 
the Country, between the StreightS 
of Gibraltar and the Pyrenees (except 
Pehgus the Mountains of dfturias) whither 
of Oviedo ^be Chriftians (Prince Pelagus being 
or Uon. t h e j r Commander,) fled . this Prince 
was the Founder of the Kingdoms of 
Oviedo or Leon . 

PORTUGAL h by the Latins 
called Lufitania , the Derivation of 
which is as fabulous, as the Suppo- 
fition of its firft Inhabitants; feme 
iujitania , derive it from Lyfius Sbn of Bacchus, 
wnence others from Lufus Son of Sicceleur, 
the nineteenth King of Spain from 
Tubal aforefaid, fifth Son of Japhet 
Son of Noah , who reigned over Spain 
about 1508 Years before the Incarna¬ 
tion of our Lord and Saviour Jefus 
Chrift ; and by Computation, much 
about the fame time that Pharaoh and 
liis Holt peri(hed in the Red Sea . I 
ftaffl not however endeavour to de¬ 
cide 
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tpide this Point, but leave it wholly to 
the Opinion of my Reader. It was 
alfo from a warlike * People called 
Suevi belonging to the Goths , named 
Suevia . The Etymology of its prefent 
Nam$, feems to be as obfcure and 
whimfical as its former; fome deduce 
it from Portus^Caie, an infignificant Portu al 
Hamblet at the Mouth of the River whence 
Duero , formerly famous for Fifhing $ denved * 
to which Place faith Oforious , Tanta 
mult it u do Hominum conjluxit , ut in 
Civ it at em opulentijjimam eva/erit , & 
Porto-gallo nom'tnari capit; & inde to - 
turn regnum nomen Obtinuijfe Confpici- 
tur Circa Ann . Chr m 5 00. Others 
from Port us G alius , The French fre¬ 
quently reforting to Oporto ; and 
others from Port us Grauiis , now cal¬ 
led Graya, fuppofed to be built by 
the Greeks . 

This Kingdom though by the 
Latins called Lufitania , contain 
more Northward and lefs Eaftward 
B 3 than 
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than that Roman Province did, 
which was then on the North 
bounded by the River Duero , on the 
Weft and South by the Ocean ; Eaft- 
ward the River Guadiana parted it 
from Bat tea ; as did a Line drawn 
from Old Calatrava on the fame River 
(Guadiana) to the Bridge of Siman~ 
cas , on the Duero from Tarraconenfis: 
Thus it is evident, this ancient Pro¬ 
vince wanted all that Country be¬ 
tween Duero and Minho , now cal¬ 
led Emtre Duero and Minho, on the 
North fide of what Portugal now 
comprehends; and ©n the South- 
Eaft, that Trad of Land on which 
Serpa Moanra and Gltvenza now 
ftand : Whereas it included all that 
Province in Spain called Efiramadura^ 
with fome Part of New and Old Qaftile, 
and Part of the Kingdom of Leon ; 
fo that the beft Part of this Roman 
Province is quite cut off.

Thz Territory betwixt Cafe St. 
Vincent , called Bromontcrium Sacrum , 
and the River Guadiana was inha* inhabi. 
bited by the Turdetani : Next to tams * 
them on the North, toward the 
River Tagus lived the Celt* ; ajoag 
the Sea*Coaft to the Weft from the 
Celt or rather Celtici % lived the 
Sarriiy a wild, rude, barbarous, and 
favage People. On the North fide of 
the River Tagus lived the * Turduli ; 
the Pefures ftraggied along the Moun¬ 
tains, called Serra da EJlrelia \ and the 
Bracari and Grail betwixt the Rivers 
Duero and Minho : Thus much of its 
ancient Bounds and Inhabitants, 
come we now to fpeak of its Pre- 
fent State.

and 42 Deg. Its Longitude between 
9 Deg. 10 Min, and 12 Degrees. 

Ait, Th e Air is not fo intemperate 
and fcorching, as fome have repre* 
fented it; yet much hotter than in 
j%nglmd^ and tflofe Heats are tern- 
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ger’d with cooling Breezes, and re- 
fnefhing Rains, which invigorate e£ 
very thing that grows, and greatly 
conduces to the Health and Refrefh- 
ment both of Man and Beaft. The 
Winters here for about fix Weeks or 
two Months, are exceffive bleak and 
cold ; and yet what is to be admir’d, 
no Fires are here kept, but in thofc 
Houfes inhabited by English Fami¬ 
lies ; which makes it evident, that 
the Portuguefe bear Heat and Cold 
with the fame Indifference. It is 
moreover to be obferv’d, that as Diflem- 
with us moft Diftempers proceed ceed froirj 
from Cold, fo are they generally here Heat * 
the Effeft of Heat, as Burning Fe¬ 
vers, Pleurifies, Quinfies, and Le¬ 
thargies, all which without fpeedy 
and frequent bleeding, prove mor¬ 
tal : But in the Northern and South¬ 
ern Parts, the Degrees of Heat and 
Cold vary much, not. in regard to 
Latitude alone, but feveral other 

Circumftances ; as the Sea-coaft 

much 
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much cool’d by frefh Gales, and the 
Mountains which are naturally cold, 
oft communicating cooling Breeze? 
to the adjacent Plains. 

Soil The Soil as it is not fo fertil as 
in other Countries, fo, is it not con¬ 
temptible, it never produces Corn to 
fupply the Inhabitants, nor Pafture 
for the Cattle, unlefs in fome of the 
moll Northern Parts of the King-, 
dom, where the beft and largeft Cat¬ 
tle are bred ; but by that time they 
reach Lisbon through the Heat, 
and Carelefnefs of the Drovers, their 
Flelh falls much off ; yet in that 
Cafe, exceed any bred nearer Lisbon* 

Fine I muft not here omit fpeaking 

* 0Ik ' of their Pork, which is the moft 
delicious in Europe $ their Swine are 
fmall, fhortdegg’d, and generally 
black, their Bellies 6ft reaching 
to the Ground *, their Food for 
the moft-part are Chefnuts, of 

which 
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Which there are whole Walks, where 
they at the time the Chefnuts husk 
themfelves, are put to feed, and the 
Owners of thefe Walks, make acon- 
fiderable Profit of them; I believe 
better than exporting their Nuts 
elfewhere This Feed cannot fail of 
making them deferve the Commen¬ 
dations I give them. 

To make amends for all other De- 
ficiences, here are made vaft Quan¬ 
tities of Wine, the belt Commodity Wise, 
m this Kingdom, and too well known 
among us, to admit any Elogies. 

♦ Oil is alfo here very plentiful, but oil. 
not comparable to that of Florence % 
or Spxin, being ftrong, and thick, 
and of an ill Colour . fuch it is, 
that thofe who have eaten of the 
other, will not care to touch this ; 
yet the Natives eat it plentifully, 
and with a very good Guft. Im- 
nienfe Quantities of Salt, are alfo .- a u 
daily exported from Setuval, to the 

Northern 
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Northern Parts. Limons, Citrons, 
Oranges, Raifins, Prunes, Chefnuts, 
are alfo from hence in vaft Quanti¬ 
ties exported, fomething fmaller, 
but full as well tailed as thofe of 
Fruit and Spain. Of common Herbs and 

Herbs. J 

Flowers here are very great Plenty, 
of which they make their odorife¬ 
rous Waters. Here alfo are made 
Sweet- a ii f orts 0 f fine Sweatmeats, Wet 
and Dry. The Woollen Aflanufa* 
fibre of this Kingdom is very 
Coarfe, being worn by none but the 
meaneft fort of People; and indeed 
it is fit for no others. I fhali fum 
up all, in faying, This Country is 
more plea font than profitable, and 
rather affords the Delicacies than, 
Neceffaries of Life. 

Manners The People are look’d upon as, 
haviour Indolent, Poor, and Proud, very 
People Zealous, but rather deem’d Superfti- 
^ tious than Religious; the moft natu¬ 
ral Events amongft them pafs for 

Miracles 
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Miracles, and they arfc firmly per- 
fwaded, that Heaven is always con¬ 
triving fomewhat particular for their 
Giood. The Nobility think them- 
felvesGods, and require from their 
Vaffals a fort of Adoration. The 
Gentry afpire to equal with them 1 
and the Commonalty fcorn to be in¬ 
ferior to either. The Nobility ate 
ferVed on the Knee by their Slaves ; 
which is become fo habitual amongft 
thofe poor Creatures, that they 
often pay that Reverence, to People 
almoft as abjefl: as themfelves; and 
they as gravely accept it, as if their 
due. This Homage by them required, 
make them rather theRidicule of their 
neighbour Nations, than EHeem’d, 
and was the Foundation of the old 
Proverb, The Spaniards feem wife, 
but are Fools; the French feem Fools, 
but are wife ; the Italians feem and 
are wife ; but the Portugkefe neither 
feem to be wife, nor are fo: And to 
corroborate this, there is a Spanish

Proverb, they are Pocos y Locos , few 
and foolilh. 

The Men The Men are tall and.well-lhaped, 
grave. but ver y f wa rthy, and hard-featur’d, 
naturally Grave, yet affe&ing it to 
a Prodigy; be their Bulinefs ever 
fo urgent, or the Rains ever fo vio¬ 
lent, they never haften their Pace, 
but walk Stiff as without Joints, 
and feem to number each Step they 
take. As a greater Addition to their 
Gravity, they never appear abroad 
without Spettades, (efpecially Friars 
and Priefts) which by a Silk fatten’d 
to the Rim, which contains the 
Glafs, are tied behind their Ears. I 
mutt here beg the Pardon of a 
good-natured Gentleman, who 
thus Apologizes for them; “ They 
4< wear Spe&acles (faith he) to 
“ preferve their Eyes, which by 
u too frequent Bleedings are often 
a very much impaired, and not fo 
6 [ much out of Affeflration; as is ge« 

V m nerally 
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f* nerally thought.” This cannot be 
granted, if we confider Youth of 
fourteen or (ixteen, as frequently 
wear them, as Men of forty or 
fifty, and their Age at fuch a time 
will not admit of Bleeding to fuch 
a Degree, as can be detrimental to 
them 5 and befides, Women not- 
withftanding what Nature exhaufts 
in their Lunary Courfes, ufe not 
any; and as in mod: Cafes they bleed 
in the Foot, that cannot affed their 
Eyes. 

They are not only Proud, but p f0U d 
to® obftinately Yindiftive, being ap : 
peas’d by no other Satisfadion for 
an Injury, than the Life of the De¬ 
linquent, as too many moft barba¬ 
rous Inftances of Murther fully 
evince: Nay, fometimes their Rage 
tranfports them further, as the fol¬ 
lowing Example proves; a Gentle- ^ ^ 
man named Manuel da Qofia , fulpec- nance of 
ted another Gentleman named Louis f y arbi,n ’ 

da 
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da Silva , of being too intimate with 
his Wife ; and lying wait, at laft 
feifced him in the Nighty with his 
*Spado drawn, and plainly told him, 
zi nothing coiPd expiate his ot 
fended Hdnour^ in being fo familiar 
with his Wife but his Life, there 
lhould thirdly die. Silva protefted 
Ills Innocency, arid affur’d him as 
much as he could of his being unac¬ 
quainted with his Wife, in any way 
whatfoever. But Cojla .was deaf to 
his Proieftation, and bent on his 
t)eftrufl;ion, until at laft he told 
him, on only one Term, he would 
fpare his Life; which was, that Sil¬ 
va in the fame Pofture as he was 
then in, (kneeling) fhould folemnly 
abjure God, and Chrift, and deny 
all hope in either. Silva at lirft refus’d, 
and begg’d him not to, ihfift on a

Cofia Stabb’d him to the Heart, re- 
joycing in his Execrable Villany ;

ted, fince he had killed both Soul 
and Body. 

. I muft in Juftice contradift that civil to 
fo much inculcated Notion among us, J r g* e,sn ' : 
of their being injurious and bafe to 
Foreigners, efpecially the EngUJhy 
lince for whatever Infults or Af¬ 
fronts Foreigners meet with, they 
muft blame themfelves; for by fre-' 
quent Inftances I can aver, they will 
g^neroufly forgive in a Foreigner, 
what nothing but Life fhall attone 
for in a Native: Whereas on the 
other hand, the Dutch and English 
trading here, drink too plentiful of 
their Wines, then grow Abufive and 
Quarrelfome, and fo draw on them¬ 
felves thofe Mifchiefs, they too late 
fee and repent of. The Portuguese 
C abhor 
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abhor Drunkennefs, and are fo very 
abftemious, that fome of them tafte 
not Wine for a Month together 5 
and in the Height of their Fury, 
imagine they can fay nothing more 
reproachful, than * Bebida Engleza, 
and often think it Satisfaction enough 
for a fmall Offence. I muft add this, 
as they are not eafily provoked, fo 
when they are, they are void of 
Reafon, Companion, or Mercy, nor 
will they attack you, unlefs at a con- 
fiderable Advantage; fo that in ihort, 
they are look'd upon as defperatc 
Cowards. 

The Women are generally fmall, 
and very beautiful, exceeding moft 
’ in Europe : But no where is the old 
Proverb more applicable than here, 
Beauty is a fading Flower ; for no 
fooner are they in their Perfection, 
but they as fuddenly decay; and 
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thofc Perfe£tions of Nature, which 
have raifed an agreeable Admiration 
in all their Beholders, at once dis¬ 
appear, not leaving fo much as 
the leaft Ruins or Remains of their 
former Charms, which is attributed 
to thefe two Reafons: Firft their 
exceffive ufe of Paints, and Lotions 
compounded of Mercurial Prepara¬ 
tions, and other Things detrimental 
to them, which fo harden and wrin¬ 
kle their Skins, that Thirty once 
turn’d, they become as juftly defpi- 
cable, as'they before were admira¬ 
ble. Arid thofe Paints they ufe 
not privately, like other Ladies, 
but carry their Wafbes, and Spanijk 
Wooll in their Pockets, which as 
Occafion requires, they ufe, even in 
the publick Streets and Churches. 
Another Reafon is their exceflive ufe 
of Venery . for no where in Europe 
are the Women more Libidinous, 
nor more free of their Favours. 
They begin at Twelve and Thirteen 
C 2 to 
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to bear Children, and at Six or Sevetl 
and Twenty leave off; this Imputa¬ 
tion Tome Writers have endeavoured 
to expunge, but to little Effeft. 

The Nobility as to their Drefs, 
chiefly follow the French Mode, the 
other Sort that of their own Coun- 
trey. Moll: wearing Cloaks, fome 
no longer than their Coats, others 
reaching down to the Ground/ but 
all black, and generally of Bays or 
Crape. Their Waftcoats fhort, and 
Breeches wide : Thofe who follow 
their Mode flri&ly, wear fliffened 
Collars, Bands and Band-firings. 
Their Garments are either of Silk, 
Crape, or Bays (the meaneft of 
Cloth of their own Manufa&uring,) 
according to the Seafons and their 
Ability. All Degrees of them from 
the Nobleman to the Beggar wear 
Spado's. If a. Porter is called to car¬ 
ry a Burden, or go on an Errand, 
though lie has neither Shirt, Shoe, 

nor 
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nor Stocking, he will not fail of his 
Spado, which is generally five, and 
fome fix Foot long, which as they 
walk, efpecially on the Declivity, 
trail on the Ground after them ; 
on their Right-fides they were Dag¬ 
gers, as long as our Swords; and 
under their Cloaths, a Weapon cal¬ 
led Fact da Punt a, or pointed Knife, 
made like a Bayonet, with a fharp 
Point and Edge, but the Back of it 
notch’d like a Saw ; and often be- 
fides thefe Arms, in their Pockets a 
Brace of Pifiols. Thus they go 
armed to meet thofe Mifchiefs, their 
implacable Jealoufies as often make 
fatal, as obvious to them. The 
viler and more abje&Sort, are called 
Mar tolas and Marabutas , fuch as 
Porters, Coblers, &c. and thefe ne¬ 
ver appear without their 
and Cloaks, though as party-coiour’d 
$s Jacob's Coat. 
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Women’s The Ladies in Portugal of Quali- 
s ‘ ty, drefs in their Hair, richly adorn¬ 
ed with Jewels, artificial Flowers, 
and Variety of {mail, and ^different 
fhaped Combs, which plat the Hair 
in thofe different Forms they moftly 
approve of. Thofe who have not fine 
Hair, wear Wigs of different makes, 
as their Fancy leads them. Their 
Linen is made in the fame Form as 
that of Men, and as much expos’d 
to View, is confequently very fine. 
They drefs generally in Jackets, and 
never wear Stays ; fo that they gp 
bpen*breafted like Men, only the 
Bofoms of their Shifts are always 
tied with colour’d Ribands. How 
amiable and eafy they appear, Words 
cannot exprefs; but for a time, no 
Angels can exceed them. Their Pet¬ 
ticoats they wear long and very full, 
generally of rich Silks, the fame a$ 
their Jackets. A Foot they never 
appear, but in Churches, but have 

always 
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always their Litters attending them, Litter*^ 
which are made like our Sedans 
or Chairs, only fo large as to car¬ 
ry four ; their Poles are long and 
thick, anfwerable to the Weight 
they are to bear, fix’d to the Litter 
by IromHoops, as ours are to the 
Chairs, and fo (lung into the Har- 
nefs of the Mules, which are placed 
one before, the other behind, be¬ 
tween the Poles, and led each by a 
Mulateer* As Lisbon is built on a 
Rocky, Hilly Situation, therefore 
thefe Litters are prefer’d before 
Coaches, as much fafer, becaufe the 
Defcents ftom many Parts of the 
City are fo fteep, that Coaches or 
Chariots, when once fet a running 
down them, can hardly be flopped. 

The middling fort of Women drels 
as near as they can like the Quality, 
but are obliged for Diftinftion fake 
to wear their Veils of black Silk ; 
and the meaner Sort afpire to imitate

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The Portugueje Dominions abroad Domj- 
were formerly far more opulent and 
extenfive than at prefent, for of late 
they have confiderably been dimi- 
nilhed by the Dutch ; yet in America 
they ftill poffefs that large Traft of 
Land called the Brazils, (hereafter 
defcribed,) the Iflands Azores, and 
that of Madera, Weft ward from their 
own Coaft ; on that of Barbary the 
Fort Marzagao ; Mina and Arquits 
on the Coaft of Guinea , the Illand 
of Cabo Verde in Africa , feveral on 
that of Congo and Angola, and Mo¬ 
zambique on that of Zjnguebar. In 
Jfta they poffefs Goa, Dio, Damans, 
and Chaul ; in China the large Town 
of Macao, which though Inhabited 
by Portuguefe, is now become fub- 
jeft to the Cbinefe ; of each of 
which I fhail treat in its proper 
yiace.

The Dutch have not only depriv’d 
the Portuguefe of much of their Trade; 
to Africa and India, butfeized the 
beft of their Poffeflions in the Lat¬ 
ter ; as the rich Ifland of Ceylon, 
thofc of the Molucca , and even the 
Town of Malaca it feif - befides divers 
other Places of lefs Note, too long 
to be enumerated here. Nor yet 
content, they defifted not until they 
expelled them and Chriftianity out 
of the great Ifland of Japan, after 
the Jefuits were fuppofed to have 
Converted at leaft 400000 Souls. 
The firft trading of the Portuguefe to 
Japan, wzsAnnoif^*. Afterwards 
the Spaniards made fome profitable 
Voyages thither from the Pbillippine 
Ulands. About the Year 1600 the 
Englijb found the Way thither; 
and now laftly, the Dutch, who 
have maintained their Station, by 
complying fo far in making no (hew 

of 
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of Religion, as not tp be deemed 
Chriftians.

The Portuguefe having made fome 
Converts in the Principal Cities, 
Francis Xavier , a Tefuit, fent three Father 

rs • n r -r . -Kavtcr 

Prielis from India, Anno 1552. who lends 
were foon after followed by many Jf e sf 0l? 
more. And Chriftianity was fo far 
propagated, that in Nangafack alone* 
there was no lefs than 40000 Chri- 
ftians, when the Perfecution broke 
out: Chapels and Oratories were 
ere&ed at convenient JDiftances, all 
about the Country, and innumera¬ 
ble were the Converts, that the 
Seventy Years Chriftianity flourilh* 
ed here, had made. But th $ Dutch Dutch 
envying the Trade the Portuguefe Pollcy ° 
drove here, and longing after the 
immenfe Riches they daily accumu¬ 
lated from it, perfwaded the then 
Emperor Combo , or Combofamma , 
that the Portuguefe had a Defign to 
bring him and His Dominions, under 

Sub- 
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Subje&ion to the Pope, and King of 
Portugal. Which fo incenfed and ex- 

alperated that Monarch ; that when 
even his three Predeceffors, and 
many of the Nobility, befides Peo¬ 
ple of inferior Degree, had received 
Baptifm, he in the end of the Year 
1662, or in the beginning of 63, 
iflued a hidden and Arid Mandate, 
Chrifiia- to extirpate Chriftianity thoughout 
tirpated. all his Provinces, which was im¬ 
mediately put in Execution ; and for 
three Years together fo violent 4 
Perfecution rag’d, that many Thou- 
fands fuffered Martyrdom : And Fi¬ 
nally, Chriftianity was fo perfectly 
eradicated, that notwithftaiiding 
that of all the Heathen Countries, 
Chriftianity fpread the fafteft here, 
yet is it now fo unhappily altered, 
that (Viceverja) of all Places where 
Chriftianity has ever been profeffed, 
this is the moft deftitute of Chri- 
ftians: The very Name is now be¬ 
come fo odious among them, that 

they 
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they fuffer no Europeans to land there, 
on Pain of Death, except the Dutch , 
who are forbidden by their Supe¬ 
riors, to fhew even the leaft Ap¬ 
pearance of it: To which they fo 
readily comply, that being asked if 
they are Chriftians ? They anfwer 
the j fapapeje, No, they are Hol¬ 
landers, 

PORTUGAL never was a 
Kingdom until the Su?vi ere&ed 
themfelves into a Monarchy in it ; 
but they being fubdued, it was again 
re-united to Spain, and fo continued 
until the Year 1112. Don Alphonfo jipbonfo 
the Sixth King of Caftile , burying 
his Queen, he married a Moorish marries a 
Princefs, called Qaida, or Zatda, Moou 
Daughter to Almuncamuz,*Aben»Amet, 

King of Sevil, by whom he had for 
Dowry the Towns of Cuenca , Ocag- 
na , Mora, Valera » Confuegra\ Alar cos , 
QaracueJ, and feveral others. 


This 
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This Alliance caufed great Amity 
between Don Alphonfo and the Moors, 
both in Spain and Africk $ which at 
Iaft turned to the Ruin of the Moors , 
efpecially Almuncamuz-Aben-Amet ; 
he being of an ambitious, afpiring 
Temper, and defiring to Lord it 
over all the Moors in Spain. Don 
Alphonfo who was in Alliance with" 
all the Princes and Potentates neigh¬ 
bouring Aben Tefin, engaged them' 
all to affift his Father*in-law in this 
Enterprize, and to fend him Suc¬ 
cours of Moors and Africans, the 
which he obtained to the Prejudice 
Of both, and by that Means the 
Moors of Africk and Spain were 
again united. Aben Tefn fent a Ge- 
falof great Efteem, named Ali-A~ 
ben-Ax a, his Alguaz.il-major or Lieu* 
tenant* General, who with a large 
Army landed in Andalufia , and 
joyned with the King of Sevil, in 
ord£r to bring the other Moorijb pet¬ 
ty 
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ty Princes, who refus’d, under his 
Subjeftion ; but they joyned not 
long, e’rc fomc Controverfies hap¬ 
pening in the Army, turned into Se¬ 
dition and Wars} fo that inftead of 
affifting, the Armies divided, and 
joyning Battle, Almuncamuz-Aben - Aimunca - 
Jmet King of Sevil loft his Life. A- muZ 
li-Aben-Axa forgetting bis Alliance, 
feiz’d upon the Lands and Seignio¬ 
ries of the King of Sevil, for him- 
felf, and declares himfelfKing, all 
the Moors of Spain fubmitting to 
him : Upon which he fixes his 
Royal Seat at Cordova , and caufes 
himfelf to be called Miralmumim of 
Spain , by which Means all the Trea¬ 
ties of Peace contracted formerly be¬ 
tween the Moors and Chrifiians were 
then broken. AH not contented yet, 
endeavours to regain thofe Places gi¬ 
ven to Alphonfoy as a Dowry with 
Caida or Zjida his Wife ; and there¬ 
fore entring Toledo , fpoil’d the Coun¬ 
try at his Pleafure, and at laft re¬ 
gains 
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^ gains all the Lands of Caidas Dowry 
Dowry, into his Power. Don Aphonfo feeing 
himfelf thus worded, raifes a puif- 
fant Army, confiding of all the 
Flower of his Nobility, and ftaid 
the Conqueror’s Fury fo, that he was 
forced to keep himfelf within Cor¬ 
dova, and abandon his Country to 
the Spoil, not daring to defend it ; 
and at length by fubmitting and be¬ 
coming Tributary, and giving long 
Donations, he procured from Al~ 
phonjo a dilhonourable Peace.

an Army, comes out oi Africa at the Head 
of a greater Army of Moors , thail 
had ever in Spain been feen ; and 
befteging Alt in the City of Sevil, 
Beheads as the Reward of his Treachery, 
cut of his Head, and in a fhort time 
cVifpofing cf his new Conqueds, not 
refpefting any more the Friend (hip 
of King Ahhonfo , he returned into 

Africk 
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Africk , where he had fettled his 
Imperial Seat at Maroc or Mm ox. 

All And flu fin being thus fubdued,’ 
begat a difficult War between thofe 
FrinceS: Wherefore Jlpbonfo fought Difcord 
the Alliftance of all the Chriftian '^pTonfo 
Princes he could, Upon which feve- 
ral brave, valiant Commanders uni¬ 
ted with Alphonfo, in carrying on 
this Holy War,- among which were creates a 
thefe three Princes, Raymond Son to War - 
William , Brother to the Earl of Bur¬ 
gundy, Henry Earl of Burgundy , and 
Raymond Earl of Thouloufe , who 
brought with him a good Body of 
regular warlike Troops: With thefe 
and other brave Soldiers, as well Spa¬ 
niards, as other Nations, Don Al- jiph ov j 0 
pbon/o made War againft the Jra 
bian King* and over run his new 
Conquer’d Country, taking great 
Spoils, and carrying away many Pri- 
foners, without much Oppolition. 

AT 
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At that time ( Don Alphonfo to 
retaliate the Services he had re¬ 
ceived from thefe three Princes, 
and to bind them the more, to de¬ 
fend the Chriftian State in Spain , 
gave them his Daughters in Mar¬ 
riage; to Raymond Earl of Thouloufe 
he gave Elvira , an illegitimate 
Daughter, to whom, becaufe he 
would return home, he paid a 
Dowry in Money, and Jewels; to 
Count Raymond of Burgundy , he gave 
his Lawful Daughter Ouraqua , and 
with her the Government of Galicia 
and Title of Earl ; and to Henry 5 his 
illegitimate Daughter, Terefa with 
the Earldom of Portugal , which he 
had conquered from the Moors , and 
the Hereditary Title thereof, to 
him and his lawful Heirs for ever, 
as alfo a Promife to add to his 
Seignories, whatfoever he fhould 
conquer from the Moors in thofe 
Parts, with the fame Rights of here¬ 
ditary

ditary Succeffion. Thefe Gifts did 
King Don Alphonfo beftow on Henry 
(he bearing him a private AfJe&ion) 
upon Condition, that he and hisSuc- 
Ceffors Ihould acknowledge the 
Kings of Leon for their Sovereign 
Lords, and hold in Fee of them, 
doing them Horilage, prefen- 
ting themfelves at their Courts, 
whenever they Ihould call their Vaf- 
fals, and Ihould ferve them again# 
their Enemies, and furnifh them 
with joo Horfe ; with feveral other 
Duties. 

Anno 1694. Don Henry had a Son *° 94 - 
by Donna Terrefa at Guintaraens , who Htmiques 
at the Defire of Don Alphonjo , was burll ‘ 
named after him, Don Alphonfo Hen - 
ticpues \ whichfafl: he took for his Sir- 
name. His Birth is ftrangely writ¬ 
ten by Spanifb Authors, who fay his 
Feet were joyned together behind, 
and in the fifth Year of his Age 
fet at Liberty by the Prayers of his 
D a Parents 
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Parents. But this carrying with it 
rather a Face of Spanijh Superftition 
than Truth, I fliall make no farther 
mention of it; befides this Prince, 
Von Henry had two Daughters,* 
D. Terefa , and D. Sancba Henriques. 

Count Henry defe nded his Coun¬ 
try again# the Moors wifely and 
valiantly, and governed it with Ju- 
Bice and Honour under the Sove- 
reignty of the King, or rather Em¬ 
peror Don Alphonjo , until the Year 
n*2. when he died in GaUieia , in 
the Town of Afiorga , and was inter¬ 
red at Braga in St Marys Church, 
leaving his Son D. Alphonjo Hen - 
riques his Heir, then about 18 Years 
of Age. Donna Tereja the Widow- 
Countefs, fhewing her Indifcretion* 
fhortly after married Don Virmond 
Paez de Tranjlamara , with whom 
having lived fome time. By the Pro¬ 
vocations of her diforder’d Appetite, 
flae left him to marry his Brother

Don Virmond thus forfaken, irrove marries 
with the Countefs who fhould be t h |^ r Bro ‘ 
moft Inceftuous, and married her Vmmvd 
eldef^ Daughter, by Don Henry , ™ e a r rr,e * 
named Terefa Henriques. Thefe Ex- 
ploits were t ran faded in the Houfe of 
Portugal , which was but now in the 
Infancy of its Grandeur . Fernando 
Paez to expiate his Crime, built a guilds a

Satisfadion even then taught by the pjate ins 
Pofijb Church, to thofe who con- Guilt ‘ 
temned the Ordinances of God. 


PORTVGAL by reafon of its 
Inceftuous Countefles difordered In¬ 
clinations, was then the Seat of 
Ruin and Defolation: But Alphonfo 
railing an Army, purfued Fernando 
as a Tyrant, and inceftuous Adulte¬ 
rer, their Army joyned Battle near 
Guimaraens , where Jlphonjo being 
young and inconfiderate, not wait- is routed, 
ing the approach of his Recruits, 

D 3 was 
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was vanquiihed : But Don Egas 
Nugnes advancing with a frelh Sup¬ 
ply, fought a fecond Battle, where 
Ferdinando* s Army was routed, and 
himfelf and his inceftuous Countefs 
taken Prifoners, but was afterwards 
by Jlphonfo , at the Entreaty of his 
Mother fet at Liberty ; promifing 
never more to ftile himfelf Earl of 
Portugal , but to be a perpetual 
Subject and Vaffal unto Jlphonfo , 
who by this Means remained peacea¬ 
bly at home: But had continual 
Wars with the Moors , who were al¬ 
ways troubling his Frontiers, there¬ 
fore with a fmall Army, he furpriz* 
ing them at unawares, took from 
ta ^es them the Town of Lein a • the which 

Leina. 

he gave to the Monaltery of Sante 
Croix y in the Town of Coimbra , 
built by him as the Firft-fruits of 
his Viftories ; he alfo took from 
And Tor» them the Town ofTorres Novas: But 
7 c s Aoi.ij. w j iat mo ft remarkable, without 
the EffufiQ.n of much Blood. 

I N 
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In the Year 1159, Don Alphonfo 
pafs’d the River Tagus, and led an 
Army againft the King of the Moors 
called ljman or Ifmael, in which 
Voyage died Don Egas Nugnes , who 
had been Tutor to the Ear] in his 
Minority, and afterward his faithful 
Counfellor, and was buried near 
Oporto , at the Monaftery of Sonfa. 
JJman met Don Alphonfo with his 
Army, commanded by four other 
petty Moorifh Kings, in the Field of 
Qbriga.y % The Earl’s halted at a Place 
called Cabeca de Reyes , fo that they 
were in Sight of each other . the 
Earl’s being much inferior to the o- 
ther, (truck a damp on the Soldiers ; 
which the Earl perceiving, he with 
a noble Courage and generous Refo- 
lution, fo far animated his Soldiers, 
that they refolved to try the Chance 
of War, rather than make a difho- 
nourable Retreat. And as a happy 
Prefage of their future Victory, 
D 4 turning 
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turning to the Earl, falute him with 
the Royal Name and Title of King; 
unanimoufiy fhouting Portugal, Por¬ 
tugal , for the King Alphonjo Hen - 
riqaes. 

Being thus encouraged, and all 
in good Order, they valiantly charg¬ 
ed the Moors , and made a horrible 
Slaughter of them, and remained 
Matters of the Field, taking five 
Royal Standards from them, and all 
their Baggage. 

After this Don ALPHONSO 
took upon him the Title of King of 
Portugal, and left by Succeflion to 
his Defendants this Title, obtained 
by a Military Salutation before the 
Battle. From hence began the 
Arms of that Royal Houfe, in Me¬ 
mory of this fignah Victory, viz % 
live little Shields Azure, (reprefen- 
ting the Standards of thole five Kings 
lie had conquered,) in a great fi¬ 
fe utcheon 
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feutcheon Argent ; to the which 
was fince added a Border Gules, 
charged with Caftles Or, in the time 
of Don Sancho the fecond of that 
Name, King of Portugal . 

In the Year 1169. Don Jlphonfo 
had the Confirmation of his Titles 
from Pope Alexander , who fent him Pope con^ 
his Bulls, taking the King Don Al - Title.* 11 * 
phonfo Henri ques , his SuccefTors 
Realms, and Subjects, into the Pro* 
teftion of the Church of Rome ; 
paying two Marks of Gold yearly^ 
as an Acknowledgment, which the 
Archbilhop of Braga yearly received 
for the Church of 1Rome, 

Don Jlphonfo being now in rhe Don ji_ 
Ninety-firfl: Year of his Age, fell P hon f° 
fick, and after a very fhort In- 
difpofition died, having reigned King 
Forty-fix Years, and fucceeded his 
Father in Eftate Seventy-three ; his 
Body was Interred in the Monafiery

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of S . Croix , which he had built at 
Coimbra , the then Metropolis of For* 
tag*/, he was fucceeded by his Son. 

z>. Do# S A NCHO, firnamed the 

Utds^" Builder) from the feveral Towns he 
built aud peopled ; was Thirty-one 
Years old when he came to the 
Crown. Four Years before his Fa¬ 
ther’s Deceafe he married Donna Al- 
doncia , Daughter to Don Raymond 
Berenger Earl of Barcelona , and Re¬ 
gent of Arragon % and of Petrontlla 
his Queen. His Reign confifted of 
Twenty-feven Years, in which he 
had feveral Skirmifhes with the 
Moorsy who were continually infe- 
fting his Frontier Towns; he was 
fuccefsful always, tho’ not with any 
memorable Advantage. 

In the Year 1199. Portugal was 
vifited with an extream Famine, in« 
fomuch that the Living fed on the 

Carcafes

and 

Plague. 
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Carcafes of the Dead ; after which 
followed as extream a Sicknefs. 

Don Sancho tired out more with Jnw> 
Fatigues than Age,died in the Fifty- c. w J£ . 
eighth Year of his Age, and Twenty- dies - 
feventh of his Reign. A wife Poli¬ 
tick, but very Covetous Prince, ha¬ 
ving amaffed above $00000 Maravi - 
dis of Gold, Drawing near his End 
he difpofed of part of them as fol¬ 
lows, to his eldeft Son he gave 
200000, to his three other Children 
10000 each, to his Natural Children 
250 Marks each, and the reft to cha¬ 
ritable Ufes. 

Don ALPHONSO II. his Son fuc- 
ceeded, Aged twenty-feven, and was 
Crowned at Coimbra \ from the Grofs- 
nefs and Unweildinefs of his Body 
firnamed the Grofs. His Reign be¬ 
gun with Troubles of his own Peek¬ 
ing, in attempting to deprive his Si¬ 
fters of thofe Lands, their Father 

had 
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had left them, but by the Jnterpofi- 
tion of Alpbonfo King of Leon, and 
the Mediation of the Pope, thefe 
were foon ended, and after an indo¬ 
lent Courfe of Life, giving himfelf 
to nothing but Eafe, he died, having 
reigned twelve Years, three Months, 
and fix Days, in the thirty ninth 
Year of his Age. 

Don SANCHO II. his Son fuc- 
ceeded him, when he was but fix- 
teen Years of Age, and was called 
Capelo , from his Drefs, which was 
long like that of a Prieft. 

This Prince was more Courteous 
and Affable, and too great a Lover 
of Peace for a Monarch 5 where¬ 
fore he was contemned by his People, 
and the Goodnefs of his Temper, 
cfteemed a bafe and cowardly Difpo- 
fitionof Mind: So that his Subje&s 
atchieved many things contrary to 
Juftice, and derogatory to the Ho¬ 
nour 
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nour and Good of his Kingdom^ 

The Negligence and Supinenefs of 
the King, together with the turbu¬ 
lent high Spirit of the Queen, by 
whom he was wholly govern'd, lo 
incenfed his People againft him, 
that he became their common Jeit ; 
nor did they fpare him in all Com¬ 
panies, and all Places. Upon thele 
Confiderations (the Queen being al- 
fo barren) all the Nobility refolveto 
feparate them •, for the effe&ing 
whereof they fend to Rome , defiring 
a Difpenfation to remove the Queen 
from his Throne and Bed, but this 
proved ineffe&ual . for neither Ad¬ 
monition, Exhortation, Command¬ 
ment, nor Cenfure would prevail, 
the King was fo afraid, rather than 
fond of her. Which the Rortuguefe 
perceiving, fome of them ventured 
to feize her in the City of Combra , Thc 
and conduced her into Gallicia : Q ue( ; n 
from whence lhe nehe returned 
more. This done, they endeavour 

to 
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to depofe him from the Regal Dig¬ 
nity, which feems to acquit the 
Queen of fome Part of the Faults 
and Troubles that arofe, and fix it 
on their ambitious Defigns; for 
their Defire was to have the King’s 
Brother, who had married Mattldd 
Countefs of Bologne , advanced to 
the Royal Throne* 

In Order thereto, they fend the 
Archbifhop of Braga , Bifhopof Coim - 
bra, and fome other Noblemen to 
Pope Innocent the Fourth, who au¬ 
thorized their Proceedings by his 
Apoftolick Power, and named Don 
Alfhonfo Earl of Bologne , Regent of 
Portugal , leaving the Title of 
King to his Brother Don Sancho 
Capelo. 

The Earl thus inverted with 
Power, fet out immediately for Por¬ 
tugal with the Pope’s Briefs, where, 
by the Subjects he was gladly re¬ 
ceived, 
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ceived, though not by his Brother 
Don Sancho , who would not obey 
the Pope’s Commandment, but re. 
tired into Cafiile y begging the King, 

Don Alphenfo the Wile, to aflift him 
in the Recovery of his Kingdom; 
to which the King of C a flue feemmg- 
1 y contented: But the Regent en¬ 
treating him by his Letters, and 
urging his Authority from the Roman 
See, promifing to be divorced from 
his lawful Wife, and to marry his 
Natural Daughter Beatrix, and to 
revive the Homage Portugal fhould 
do to Leon* With thefe and feveral 
other Offers, fo far prevailed on the 
King of Caftile , that he concluded the 
Marriage of his Daughter with the 
Regent, and gave her the Country 
of Algarve for her Dowry. Don San- Don &*. 
tho Capelo being out of all Hope of ^ aks 
ever Reigning more, died foon after hisHeaifr 
of Grief in Cafiile x and was buried at 
Toledo*

loyal. Jifhonfo , and would not acknow¬ 

ledge him Regent, much lefs King r 
But hearing of the Death of the King, 1 
the Governor of the Town went to 
of Love Toledo to the King’s Tomb, and 
ahy L ° y " c^ufing it. to be opened, he began 
to figh and lament the Misfortunes 
of his Prince, and protefting the Af¬ 
fection the Citizens and himfelf bore 
him, laid the Keys of the City up¬ 
on his Hands, and faid, as he re¬ 
ceived the Keys from him, fo he 
deliver’d them to him again, and 
then returning home, acknowledged 
the Regent King. 

By the Death of Don Sancho 9 
which happened in the fiftieth Year 
of his Age, and thirty-fourth of his 
Ai • Reign, leaving no Iffue, the King- 
Crown’d. dom of Right came to Don Alfhonfo^ 
the Regent, who was crown’d King 
in the City of Lisbon , Anno 1257. 

But 
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But his marrying two Wives, ha¬ 
ving no lawful CauTe of Divorce froril Troubles, 
the fir if, was the Occafion of many gal. 
Troubles, for preventing whereof 
he had been at fir ft called. 

The Countefs being advertifed of Counters 
thisfecond Marriage, came into Por - 
tvgal , to know the Caufe why fhe Ca f cau * 
was thus abandon’d, and landing 
at Cajcais , a Sea Port juft at the 
Mouth of the River Tagus, fent to 
intreat the King, to permit her to Sends to 
fee him: But he would not, fending theKl,, §* 
her Word, If it were lawful to break 
Laws, it was for a Kingdom, and His An- 
if he could augment his Dominions 
by Marrying, he would every Day 
take a new Wife. Thefe are the

He Ex- The Pope did his utmoft by Ex¬ 
plicate*" h° rt i n &» Commanding, *and even 
the King, Excommunicating the King, and In- 
imerdj<a s ten ji£^ n g t ^ e w hole Realm ten or 

Realm, twelve Years, fo long as the Coun¬ 
tefs lived: During his Excommuni¬ 
cation, he warred againft the Moors 
that remained in Algarve t and ex- 
pelPd them out of Faro . Laule , Al- 
gezir > and Albojera ; and augmen¬ 
ted his Dominions therewith. He 
built the Towns of Cafiro , Portalegre , 
and Eftremos ; repaired Veja y and le- 
veral other Places, which had been 
ruined by the Moors . And during 
the Interdiflionhefinifhed the Domi¬ 
nican Convent at Lisbon , and the 
Monaftery of Santa Clara at Santa* 
rem , and feme others. 
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In fhort, although he were de¬ 
fective in his Marriages, yet was he 
a Prince profitable to his Country ; 
and after the Reign of Thirty-three 
Years, died, leaving the Character of d. Air 
a juft, merciful, and wife Ring,

ALFHONSO IV. from his 
Valour and Generofity, firnamed the 
Brave, he was in his Thirty'fifth 
Year when he began to Reign. 
In his Father’s time he had been a 
very turbulent Prince, maintaining 
and heading his rebellious Subje&s 
again# him : But being come to the 
Crown himfelf, he became very Vir¬ 
tuous, and a great Favourer of Ju- 
ftice, ena&ing good Laws, and go¬ 
verning his Realm with great Wif« 
dom. 

This King’s Reign was very 
much infefted with Domeftick Trou¬ 
bles, raifed by his Brother, Don AL 
phonjo Samhes , Natural Son to King 
Denis, This Don Alphonfo Sanches , 
was a great Soldier, and very much 
favour’d by the Kings of Cajlile and 

Arragon 
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An agon . The Occafion of their Quar¬ 
rel, was only the Jealoufy they ever 
had each of the other; the late King 
favouring his Natural, more than his 
Legitimate Child. But at laft the Is expel- 
King won the Day, and quite ex- Kingdom. 
pelPd him the Kingdom. 

Afterwards in the Year 1^40, 
the King in Perfon appear’d at the 
Battle of Salado, where he and the 
other Chriftian Princes of Spain, 
overthrew the Infidels with the 
Slaughter of 100000, befides thofe Battle of 
that were taken Prifoners, as Albo- Salado ‘ 
hamar Son to King Alboacen , and his 
two Nephews Aboham and Alboali. 

In the Reign of this King Anno Eartht 
Ij4$. happened in Lisbon a terrible £ L jJ o e w in 
Earthquake, which ruined many fair 
Edifices, to the great Terror of the 
Inhabitants.

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After a Reign of Thirty-two 
Years King Algkonfo died, in the 
Sixty-feeenth Year of his Age, Ann . 
Dorn , 1357. His Son. 

PETER fucceeded him, by fome 
called the Cruel, by others (and 
more properly) the Minifter of Ju- 
ftice. In the Year 1347. he had 
married D. Agnes de Caflro privately

hear of it, and his Intrigues being 
known to the King, his Father, he 
could think of no other way to wean 
the Prince from his Love, but by mur¬ 
dering D. Agnes de Caftro ; where¬ 
fore coming to Coimbra , where this 
innocent beautiful Lady lay, wfiilft 
the Prisice was hunting, he caufed 
ia her to be (lain, by three of his

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Guards, Diego Lopez , PeaVc? Duello, 
and Alvares Gonzales, in the old Pa* 
lace of Santa Clara . 

This cruel Aftion fo exafperated The 
the Prince, that railing an Army beis. 
he rebelled againft his Father, and 
committed feveral Outrages, in the 
Province called Emtre Dueroe Minho ; 
and had proceeded further, had not 
he been reconciled to his Father, by Andisre- 
the Interpofition of feveral Great C0UClled * 
Men. After which he married a 
fecond Lady call’d D. Terefa Gallega> 

D. PERRO before D. Agnes de Ca - D> Pedro 
ftro , had had two Wives ; namely, ^ e ^ ar ‘ 
Blanch Daughter to Peter King of 
Caftile , whom he repudiated to mar¬ 
ry Conftance , Daughter to Don Ema¬ 
nuel Duke of Penajiel , Marquefs of 
Vtllena , and Lord of Afcalona . To

Conjhufce dying, the Prince married 
her, as was faid before. 

During his Reign, he fo carried 
himfelf to the Kings his Neigbours** 
of Cdflile and Arrdgon y that though 
they were continually infefted with 
Wars and Troubles, yet his Sub- 
je&s had the Happinefs to enjoy per¬ 
fect Tranquility and Peace during his 
Time. 

In the Year 1367. after a Reign of 
ten Years, feven Months, and eight 
Days, died King Veter , much regret¬ 
ted of his Subjects, having left behind 
him the Character of a Juft and Im¬ 
partial Prince, a Sting to Vice, and 
Promoter of Virtue, a great Benefa¬ 
ctor to the Indigent, and a Pat¬ 
tern of Piety, to fucceeding Mo- 
narchs.

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J O’HA', Natural Son to Peter , 
was by the Populace let up in Gp- 
pofition to John the King ot Cajlile, 
who had married the Daughter, and 
Heirefs of the late King Ferdinand. 
John was proclaimed in JprU 
the major Part of the Cities fub-nit- 
tiflg to him : For the Portuguefc had 
fo great an Averfion to the Cajiiluns, 
that they affaflinated Martin Bifhop 
of Lisbon , only becaufe he was a 
Caftilian. The King of Caji lie inci¬ 
ted by his Wife’s Mother, Widow 
of the late King, raifed a confidera- 
ble Army, with which he laid Jiege 
to Lisbon ; but the City was de¬ 
fended with fo much Refoiution, 
that the Cajlilians after they had fat 
before it fome Months, were con- 
ilrained to raife their Camp. Upon 
their Retreat John follow’d them to 
Mjnbarota , where both Armies came 
to a Battle, and the Cajlilians were 
utterly overthrown \ this Victory

EDWARD fucceeded his Fa - 
ther, of a courageous Difpofition, 1433* 
and what is rare in a Prince, joyn- 
ed the Exercife of Arms, with the 
Knowledge of Letters, and Scien¬ 
ces, and fo applied himfelf to 
Writing, that his Succeffors are 10 
this Day oblig’d to him for many 
ufeful Treatifes, as of the Admini- 
ftration of Juftice, Duty of a f nnce, 
Office of a faithful Counfellor and 
Art of Riding and Managing of 
Military Hories: He was a great 
Encourager of Art; and whenever 
he found a Man excellent in his 
Erofeffion, would converfe familiarly 
with him, for the Improvement of 
his Knowledge.

Rwg«. hlj Lather when but Six Years old, fo 
that the Reins of Government dur« 
ing his Minority were by his Fa¬ 
ther’s \yill left to the Manage¬ 
ment of his Mother: But the Prin¬ 
ces, his Uncles, difdaining to fub- 
mit to Female Authority, fhe be¬ 
ing alfo a Stranger, revolted, and no¬ 
minated Pedro Duke of Coimbra 9 
Brother to the deceafed King, Re¬ 
gent. The Queen but in vain 
complained to her Brother and the 
King of Cajlile , but finding no Pro¬ 
bability of Red refs, retired to 
ms* Toledo, where file fhortly after fud- 
denly died (not without Sufpicion

This Prince was commended for 
his Valour, Sobriety, Continency, 
and Liberality * and from his pla¬ 
cing a Library in the Royal Palace, 
is thought to have been like his Fa¬ 
ther, a Lover of Learning. 

His Son JOHN II. fucceeded 
him, as well in his Virtues as King¬ 
dom, being a Pious Prince, and ve¬ 
ry Charitable to the Poor ; for 
whofe Retreat and Relief he had 
founded many fine Hofpitals. He 
fhewed his Prudence by his Favours, 
placing them on none but Perfons of 
Merit, and keeping exaft Regifters 
of thofe who were qualified for the 
Adminiftration of Publick Affairs; 
he was of an elated Spirit, and very 
ambitious of the greateft Enter* 
prizes.

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He was a very impartial Diftribu- 
ter of Juftice, nor would he fuffer the 
Houfes of the Grandees (though an 
ancient Privilege) to be Ajylums for 
Offenders: Nay, in this Refpeft he 
even broke in upon the Ecclefiaftical 
Immunities fo far, that in his Reign 
Convents or Churches, were not 
near fo fafe Shelters for Vil¬ 
lains, as they had been in preceed- 
ing Reigns. 

This Severity occafloned fome 
Troubles, and caufed many of his 
Relations to Plot wickedly againft 
him, the chief of whom was Ferdi¬ 
nand Duke of Braganza , and James

NVEL , Son to Ferdinand Duke of 
Fifcoy and Grandfon to King Ed - 
ward. In his Reign Vafco de Gama 
failed into the Eaji Indies , round 
the Cape Bona Efperanza, by whofe 
Means the Fortuguefe engrofs’d all 
the Trade of thofe Parts (as they 
before had done of the Coaft of 
Jfrick) and accidentally difcovered 

the 
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the Coaft of Brazil : He alfo took 
the Towns of Safin, Jzamorfi and 
Almedina ; by thefe Difcoveries and 
Conqueft, he fo enriched the Crown, 
that it was called the Golden Age. 

In fine, Emanuel departed this Life DieJ ' 
at Lisbon, December the 15th 1521. 
after he had reigned twenty*fix Years, 
and was buried in the Church of Be¬ 
lem or Bethlem , which he left uni}* 
niflied. 

The continued Succefs of this His Cua* 
Monarch, his heroic Virtues and 
the glorious Conquefts he atchiev’d, 
but more efpecially his Atfiduity in 
planting the Chriftian Rehgion in 
the moft remoteft Regions, have gi¬ 
ven him theEfteem of the Greateft, 
moft Illuftrious and happy Prince in 
the World.

yOHN III. facceeded his Fa¬ 
ther, andfuccefsfully carried on thefe 
Difcoveries, though other European 
Nations began now to interfere. In 
his Reign the Difpute happened 
concerning the Title to the Molucca. 
Elands, between the Portuguefe and 
Spaniards ; but the Spaniards to put 
an end to it, purchafed it of the Em¬ 
peror Charles the Fifth for 300000 
Ducats. 

He obtain’d from the Pope, that 
the City of Evora fhould be erefted 
into an Archbifhoprick, the Cities 
of Portalagre , Leiria , and Miranda 
into Bilhopricks, as alfo Cochin and 
Malaca in Afia, of Beja in Brazil, 
Cape Afin&ire in Guinea . and in Mthio - 
pia he elfablifhed the firll* Patriarch 
of the Latin Church. 


He 
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He was a devout Prince, and na- His cha. 
turally fo addifted to Clemency, ra<fter * 
that in pafling Sentence againft Ma* 
lefaftors (which he did himfelf once 
a Week) he fhew’d fo great Con¬ 
cern, that he has been obferved to 
weep. He was a Lover of Peace, 
a Favourer of Perfons of Merit, and 
an Encourager of Arts and Sciences 
in People of all Nations; and fo 
due a Regard had he to the Service 
of God, that through his indefati¬ 
gable Care, the Eaftern Parts of Afia y 
ALthiopia the higher, and other re¬ 
mote Places ; as alfo the Molucca 
Elands, and Japan, where he pro¬ 
cured the famous Jefuit Francis Xa¬ 
vier to be fent, were next to God 
obliged to him for the Light of the 
Gofpel. After a Reign of thirty- 
five Years, and a Life of fifty-five* 
he died Anno 1557. and was Interred Death, 
in the Church of Belem , begun by 
F 4 his 
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his Father, and finifhed by himfelf 
and furviving Widow. 

DonSe- SEBASTIAN fucceeded his 
fufceeds. Grandfather (born a Pofthumus,) at 
the Age of three Years ; and during 
his Minority, was under the Go¬ 
vernment of Queen Kjitharme of Au- 
ftria : But this Princefs not able 
to undergo fo great a Charge, as 
that of the Regency, transferred it 
by the Confent of the Eftates, to 
The Go- Cardinal Henry , Great Uncle by the 
“ Father’s fide to the King, who in the 
^tothe fourteenth Year of his Age, began 
by Catba. to take the Reins of Government in* 
to his own Hands. 

Selajlir.n N o w King Sebaftitw being of an 
Govern 16 a ^ c B oc tyj an d of a couragious and 
incut on intrepid Soul, not content with thofe 
luiiueif. j) orn i n j ons j le pofftfs’d, refolved to 

enlarge them, not confidering the ha¬ 
zard of his Defign, nor the Altera¬ 
tion of that l^e^ofe his Kingdom 

had 
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had fo long enjoy’d; wherefore in 
the Year 1574. ^ affembled certain 
of his Soldiers, and with four Gal- 
lies and fome Ships, pafs’d into Jfri- Paffes in- 
ca , under Colour of vifiting his Forts. t0 J f r2ck 
There they had feveral Skirmifhes 
with the Moors , at which he always 
commanded in Perfon ; but finding 
his Weaknefs, and vexing himfelf 
that he could not perform his De- 
figns, he returned back into Lisbon , 

{fill deliberating, not as a King, but 
as a private Soldier, to accuftom his 
Body to Labour, thereby intending 
to habituate himfelf to the Miferies 
and Fatigues of War. 


In this Interval, it happened that 
Muley Mahomet chafed out of the Mutey 
Kingdom of Morocco , by his Uncle exp eird 
Muley Moluc , endeavoured his Jjom KinS ” 
Re eftablifhment by the Aid of 
the Chriftian Princes ; and for this 
Purpofe entreats Succours from Seba - Entreat

Advantage.^"* 
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Advantage of the Loyallift of his 
own Kingdom, he Should be able 
to defeat Moluc , and to open him a 
Way to trace the Empire of Morocco , 

Sebafim SebtJltAn encouraged by his vain 

Jfnck " 0 Hope, and prompted by his own 
A^niy^f I nc ^ nat ^ ons t0 War and Glory, rais’d 
ttoooo a powerful Army, confiding of the 
Min, flower of the Portuguefe Nobility 
and Gentry, and fail’d into Africk 
with an Army of twenty thoufand 
Men. 

The Armies on the 4th of Augufi 
1578. came to an Engagement in the 
Plain of Jlcacer , Sebaftiajfs Horfe for 
a long time had the better of the 
Moorifh Cavalry, but the Moors being 
ten to one, fo much prevail’d, that 
what they could not perform by 
Valour, they atchiev’d by Numbers.! 
fo that the Chriftians were at Iaft 
wholly defeated. The King (Seba- 

fiUn) was flrft wounded in his right 

Arm, 
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Arm, with an Arquebufs, whereof ~ 
making fmall Account, he went gi¬ 
ving Orders all over the Army \ and 
at laft feeing his Ranks break, his 
Men fall, and his Army confus'd, 
he with fome Gentlemen fell fu« 
riouOy into his Enemies Ranks, va¬ 
liantly fighting to encourage his Sol¬ 
diers ; and although three Horfes 
we re kill’d under him, yet undaunt¬ 
ed he remained, and indefatigable 
in charging and relieving all Parts 
of the Army, where it was moil op- 
prefs’d: But at laft being unhorfed, 
he was taken and difarmed : Andfi- Is ukcl 
nally upon a Dilpute happening 
among the Moors , about this Royal baroufly 
Prifoner, was by them moft inhu- klird * 
manely Butcher’d in cold Blood. 

H i s Body pierced by feven 
Wounds, not being known till two 
Days after the Fight, was brought 
unto AIcacer; and afterwards the 
King of SfAin> Uncle to the Deceas’d, 
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by the Permiflion of the King of 
Morrocco , had it conveyed to Septe, 
where it remained until the Year 
1582. when it was thence tranfpor- 
ted into the Kingdom of Portugal, 
and with Magnificent Funeral Pomp 
(performed in the Prefence of the then 
King, Anthony the Baftard) interred 
in the Monaftery of Belem . 

Such was the Death of this un¬ 
fortunate King, wherein fucceeded 
every thing that might make it 
deplorable ; namely the Lofs of his 
Perfon, Hopes of his Virtues, the 
Want ofSuccefiion, and the Violence 
of his Death. 

After the Death of the late King 
SehiftUn, the Governors deputed by 
him to manage his Kingdom at his 
unhappy Departure, proclaimed Hen¬ 
ry, Great Uncle to die late King, 
King of Portugal : The Form of the 
Oath was thus performed; the 25th of 

AUgUfiy 
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Auguft) the Church of All-Saints was 
hung with Silk Tapeftry, in which 
was ereCted a Throne of Cloth of 
Gold, thither came the King in the 
Morning in his Cardinal’s Habit # 
preceeded by eight Drums on Horfe- 
back, carrying on their Cloak's his 
Coat of Arms ; on Foot followed all 
the Officers of the Court, the Cham¬ 
ber, and the Magiftrates, next to 
them bare headed followed the Duke 
of Braganza, bearing in his Hand a 
Sword, with a Scabbard of Gold, 
as Great Conftable of Portugal ; a 
little after him came the Cardinal up- 
on a Mule, which the Lord Steward 
of the Houfhold held by the Reins; 
then followed after, the Nobility, 
Clergy and Gentry on Horfeback, 
with a great Number of People on 
Foot. The Cardinal environed with 
a great Multitude, having enter’d 
the Church, heard Mafs, ended his 
Prayers, and Afcended the Throne, 
and having received the Sceptre, the 

Secretary 
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Secretary Micbal de Mora , read with 
a loud Voice, That King Henry by 
the Death of King Sebafiian , did 
fucceed in the Realm, and wascorrie 
to take the accuftom’d Oaths, to- 
maintain, and obferve to his People, 
all Liberties, Priviledges, and Con¬ 
ventions, granted by his Predecef- 
fors. Which done, the Secretary 
Kneeling, opened the New Tefta- 
ment, on which the King laid his 
Hand, fwearing fo to do *, the 
Drums then beating, the Populace 
cried out, HENRY KING OF 
P 0 RTV G J L. Upon which he 
arofe, and was attended with the 
feme Formality back to the PalacC. 

His Reign was of fo fliort a Con¬ 
tinuance, that nothing happened re¬ 
markable in it, but its fhortnefs, he 
reigning only feventeen Months. In 
fine, he was endued with great Vir¬ 
tues, and with few Vices ; he had all 
the Vertues of an Ecclefiaftical Perfon 

and 



of PORTUGAL, 
and fome of the Defects of a Prince. 
He was feared of many, beloved by 
few, and his Death lamented by 
none, which happened the laft Day 
of January, Ann . 1580. in the fixty- 
eight Year of his Age. He was In¬ 
terred at Almerin , until Philip the 
Second, King of Spain, removed it 
to Belem , the burying Place of fome 
of the preceeding Kings* 

ANTHONT (firnamed the Ba- 
ftard) ftrove to fucceed in Right of 
his Birth, as being the only Male- 
Defcendant of the Pofterity of King 
Emanuel , and was by the Confent of 
the three Eftates in Cortes affembled, 
ele&ed King the 19th Day of June 
1580. but Philip the Second, King of 
Spain, in the Right of his Mother 
Elizabeth, Daughter to Emanuel King 
of Portugal, fet up and maintained 
his Right againft Anthony, and there¬ 
fore rais'd a confiderable Army,under 
the Command of his Martial Favou. 
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rite and famous General Ferdinand 
de Toledo, Duke of his Army 
confided of 12000 Foot, and 1500 
Horfe ; who entring Portugal, bent 
their Courfe di redly towards Lisbon4 
where he met Anthony , who relying 
on the Example of John the Baftard 
who died 143 5. aflifted by the French 
and Engtijh , fet up his Pretenfions to 
the Crown : But proved not fo fuc- 
cefsful; for he was firft routed by 
the Duke of Alva, , and afterward by 
Sancho de Avila at Oporto; after 
which he entirely defifted, being 
forced to fly in the Difguife of a 
Sailor to Fiana, in a fmall Boat, and 
narrowly efcaped drowning ; fo that 
at length the Kingdom of Portugal 
was fubdued by King PHIL IP 9 
though not without the Effufion of 
much Blood, e’re every thing was 
ended • for Anthony though unfuc- 
cefsfully, made feveral other At¬ 
tempts. Neither was Anthony the 
only Trouble of his Reign, for their 

appeared 
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appear’d counterfeit Sebajlians, who 
ever and anon caufed Commotions 
among his Subjects ; he reign’d eigh¬ 
teen Years King of Portugal , and 
died Jnno 1598. and was fucceeded 
by his Son. 

PHILIP III. of Spain, and II. Philips 
of Portugal , who enter’d Portugal Ke,en * 
with the utmoft Magnificence on 
Saint Peter's Day ; his Reception 
was the moft Pompous that ever was 
known in that Country. The Peo¬ 
ple defiring to manifeft their Joy by 
exhibiting fuch Shews and Specta¬ 
cles on Land and Water, as forced 
the King to declare, till then he did 
not know his Greatnefs. The Tagus 
was covered by an incredible Num¬ 
ber of Barks, made in the Forms of 
Fifhes and marine Monfters. The 
Galley prepared for the King in 
which he embark’d, for its Beauty 
and Richnefs exceeded Defcription . 

Whilft the Thunder of the Cannon 
G from 
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from the Cattles and Ships, fhook 
the Earth, and cleft the Air. At 
his Majefty’s landing, he went to 
pay his Devotions at the Cathedral 
Church, and thence to the Palace, 
where he fpent two Days in viewing 
the rich Preparations they had made 
for his Reception. In his Reign,which 
confifted of twenty-three Years, no¬ 
thing material happening, I fhall 
conclude it with his Charafter, as 
given by a late Author*. 

On the 15 th of March Ann. 1621- 
Philip the Third of Spain and Second 
of Portugal , exchanged his earthly 
Crown, for an immortal Diadem, as 
may juftly be inferr’d, from the San¬ 
ity of his Life, and the Innocency 
of his A&ions. His Age confifted of 
forty* three Years, his Reign of twen¬ 
ty three; his Afpe£t was pleafant and 
majettical, at once claiming both 
Love and Fear ; his Forehead

large. 
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large, his Eyes blew, his Lips fome- 
what thick, and his Complexion 
fair, adorned with a lively red in 
his Cheeks, his Hair yellow, of a 
middle Stature, and very well 
fhap’d ; his Life fo upright, that it 
Cannot (even by his greatest Ene¬ 
mies) be ftigmatized by one degene¬ 
rate A&ion: For which Reafon he 
was efteem’d afterwards a Saint. 

PHILIP IVth of Spain and Phmpm, 
IXId of Portugal , fucceeded his Fa- cd^ ecd ‘ 
ther, and after a troublefome Reign 
of nineteen Years, the Portuguefe fol¬ 
lowing the Example of the Catalo¬ 
nians, revolted; but fo cunningly 
and privately had they laid their 
Schemes, that they unanimoufly, 
and on the fame Day revolted 
throughout the whole Kingdom, 
imprifoning the Vice-Queen, Marga¬ 
ret Duchefs of Mantua , and aflkffina- 
<ing Micbd de Vajconcellos , prime Mi- 
nifter of State, they proclaimed King 
G % JOHN 
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John IV. 
Duke of 
Braganza. 
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JOHN IV. Duke of Brigs *• 
za, proved very fuccefsful againft 
the Spsnifb Armies, particularly in 
1644. when the Marquefs de Torre- 
cufa commanded the Spamjh Forces 
againft Portugal , and Mathias D*Al¬ 
buquerque thofe of the Kingdom. 

I (hall forbear to enlarge on this 
Revolution, it having been extream- 
ly well done by a late "Author, to 
whom I refer my Reader. 

The King (late Duke of Bragan- 
za) was a Perfon of a very comely 
Prefence, his Countenance pleafant 
but fwarthy, his Body of a middle 
Stature, but comely and well pro¬ 
portioned ; but if we believe com¬ 
mon Fame, none of the wifeft Prin¬ 
ces that ever fway’d the Portuguefe

Sceptre 
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Sceptre, which was the Reafon that 
he left fo much of the Reins of the 
Government to his Queen, a Lady of 
a Mafculine and Politick Spirit. 

He died on the 16th of November Died, 
in the fixteenth Year of his Reign, 
and the fiftieth of his Age, and was 
fucceeded by his Son. 

ALP HO NSO VI. proved no Aphonh 
lefs fuccefsful a gain ft the Spaniards 
than his Father. He being a Minor 
when his Father died, the Queen 
his Mother took the Adminiftra- 
tioa of Affairs on her felf and de¬ 
termining to do fomething to gain 
her felf a Reputation, raifed an Ar¬ 
my of 1 3000 Foot, and 4000 Horfe, 
the Command of which file gave to 
Don Juan Mendez de Vafcomellos , in 
order to befiege Badajoz , but Don 
Louis de Haro coming in time, re¬ 
lieved the Place, and forced the Por- 
tuguefe to retire. This fo encourag* 

G 3 cd 
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ed Dp# Louts, that he marched into 
Portugal , and laid Siege to Elvas , 
but the Count de Cafianhada draw¬ 
ing fome Forces from the contiguous 
Garrifons, foon removed him, kil¬ 
ling 2000 of his Men. Ann . i66t. 
Don John of Auflria , made himfelf 
Mafter of Aranches , Alconcbel, and 
fome other inconfiderable Places, and 
at Badajoz. beat Count Sconberg, who 
precipitately attack’d the Guard on 
the Bridge, with only fixteen Squa¬ 
drons of Cavalry. 

In 1*62. Don John advanced fur¬ 
ther into Portugal \ and finding UQ 
Oppofition, pillaged all the flat 
Country, and took VilUbuin , Barba , 
Juramenha, Cratb , and fome other 
Places. 

Ann. 166 j. Don John elated with 
his good Fortune, determined to be- 
liege Lisbon , and in Order thereunto 
advanced as far as Evora , and took 
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it, which fo alarm’d the Kingdom, 
that the People began to mutiny. 

In this Exigency the Conde de Villa 
Flor was made General ; and having 
muftered all the Forces he could, 
fought and defeated Don John near Ar- 
Evora , killing 4000 of his Men, and beat Don 
taking all his baggage. Jj ‘ m ' 

In 1664. the Conde de Cafianhada 
being again General of the Field, ad- . 
vanced to the Frontiers of CajliU , Vienna 
where he befieged Valencia d? Alcan- the 
tara, and took it. This Year alfo Ui ^ t% 
Pedro MagalUn attackt the Duke de 
OJJfuna, who had undertaken the 
Siege of Cajlel Rodrigo , and routed 
him, killing 2000 of his Men. 

Ann* 1665. Don John of Aufiria jy 0n j o i n 
falling into Difgrace, his Command fa, i! n £ in - 
was given to the Marquefs of Car- grace. 
racenna , who immediately befieged 
Villa Viciofa . of which the Count 
of Cafianhada being appris’d, he 
G 4 march’d 
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march’d with all his Forces to its 
Relief. The two Armies fought in 
a Plain for feven Hours, at the end 
of which the Spaniards were entirely 
defeated, leaving 5000 Men upon 
the Spot, and 4000 more (who for 
Refuge were retreated to a Place of 
Strength,) were forced to furrender 
on Difcretion. This and the Battle 
of Montejclares, fixed the Crown of 
Portugal in the Houfe of Braganz,a } 
and was the laft remarkable A&ion 
that paft between the Crowns of Por* 
tugal and Spain.

At length through the Media¬ 
tion of King Charles If. King of 
England, who had married Kjtha- 
rine , Sifter of Jlphonfo , then King 
oF Portugal , a Peace was concluded 
with Spain, and Alphonjo owned King 
of Portugal. 


But 
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But fee the ftrange PerverfctieJs 
of his Fate, notwithftanding all his ed. 
good Fortune againft his Foreign 
Foes, yet could he not fereen 
himfelf from the Barbarity of Dome* 
flick Enemies ; his cruel Brother, 
Unnatural Queen, and Difloyal 
Subjects, under Pretence of his 
Incapacity of Governing, Impri- 
foning and Dethroning him . though 
by all Accounts, the Kingdom never 
flourifh’d more than under the Ad- 
miniftration of his Government. 

This Revolution happened An. 166 8. 
in the twelfth Year of his Reign, 
after which he lived fixteen more in 
miferable Confinement. 

PETER II. fucceeded him, not peter n 
only in his Kingdom, but in the fncceed- 
Embraces of his difloyal Wife, whom ed ‘ 
he (having obtain’d a Difpenfation 
from the Pope) married in his Bro¬ 
ther’s Life-time, contenting himfelf 

during 
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during thofe fixteen Years Alfhonjo 
lived, with the Title of Prince-Re¬ 
gent only. # 

HisCha- Had not his Life been fullied 
the ungenerous Aflions, of firft 
Dethroning his Brother, thenlmpri- 
foning him, and laftly as an Aggra¬ 
vation of his Crimes, Marrying his 
Wife, he might have claimed a Place 
among the greateft Worthies of the 
Age he lived in. He was a Prince of 
a piercing Judgment, and generous 
Difpofition, and as apprehenfive of 
the Inftability of his Subjefts, often 
in Difguife converfed with the mean- 
eft of them ; and in what kind fo- 
ever he found them opprefs'd, he 
made his immediate Care to recti¬ 
fy, and prevent for the future. 

In fine, After his Regency of fix¬ 
teen Years, and his Reign of thir¬ 
teen, he died Ann. 1706. and was

The Roman Catholick is the Efta- Religion 
blifh’d Religion of Portugal, to Portu ‘ 

which fome are, and all feem prodi- 
gioufly biggoted, no other except 
the Jewzfh Profeflion being known a- 
mongthem, of which there are ma¬ 
ny, but all private, they by exter¬ 
nal Shews of Piety, endeavouring to 
approve themfelves the beft Chri- 
ftians: But thefe Hypocrites if dis¬ 
covered, are vigourcufly punilhed 
by the Inquifition. where, upon 
their firfl: and folemn, as well as 
Publick Recantation and Renuncia¬ 
tion of Judaifm , they are forgiven, 
knd a Woe denounc’d publickly 
againft them, if they are everdeted- 
ed of the like Crime again, they are 
a fecond time taught and inftrufted 
in the Principles of the Popifh Faith ; 
their Inftru&ors are generally the 
Dominican Friars , who take great 

Pains 
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Pains with them ; but if upon Con¬ 
viction, they a third time remain 
obftinatc, they then without Mercy 
are fentenc’d to be burnt alive, 
foreign Jews or Hereticks, who 
never made Profeflion of the Ro- 
inijh Religion, are not punilhable 
by the Inquifition. but thofe only 
who profefs Chriftianity, yet fecret- 
ly are Jews. All Foreigners of what 
Opinion foever, may live undifturb- 
ed in their own way, provided they 
affront not the Government or Efta- 
blifh’d Church. Befides Jews and 
Hereticks, the Inquifition takes Cog¬ 
nisance of, and punifhes Sorcerers, 
Witches, Hypocrites, Sodomites, 
Blafphemers, perjur’d Perfons, and 
in fhort all Crimes that have an im¬ 
mediate regard ‘to Religion. 

The Inquifition is a fine Building, 
in the great Market-Place of Lisbon , 
called lo Razzio. The Inquilitor 
General (who is the fupream Judge 

of 
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of this Court) is the Provincial of 
the Order of St. Dominick, To give 
a particular Account of this Place 
would be needlefs, fince it is exqui- 
fitely well done, by a Hand far fupe- 
rior to mine ; it may therefore fuffice 
to fay, That what ever Nature can 
form {hocking, and inhuman to it 
felf, may be found here, it being im- 
poffible to relate the barbarous U- 
fage the unhappy Sufferers here meet 
with, and what Torment of Body, 
as well as Anguifh of Mind they are 
forced here to undergo. At an Auto 
de fe , which is held every third Year, 
a Scaffold in the pubiick Market- 
Place is erefted, adjoyning to the 
Holy Office (as it is called; or In- 
quifition ; before they proceed to 
the Trials of the Criminals, the In- 
quifitor and the reft of the Court 
hear folemn Mafs, receive the Sa¬ 
crament, and fing an Anthem to in¬ 
voke the Affiltance of the Holy 
Ghoft. That done they proceed 

from 
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from the Dominican Church to the 
ScafFoldry, preceeded by a Crucifix, 
carried and attended by the Frater¬ 
nity of the Dominicans , and Offi¬ 
cers of the Court. The Court being 
fat, the Prifoners, let their Station 
or Quality be what it will, almoft 
ftarved, fwarming with Vermine, 
arefeparately prefented and arraign’d 
at the Bar ; this done a Prieft makes 
an Exhortation to bring Delinquents 
to Repentance, and an Acknowledg¬ 
ment of their Crimes, which if it 
proves ineffe&ual, they then have 
recourfe to the Torture, and by that 
Means frequently extort Confeflions 
from them, that are innocent of the 
Fafts laid to their Charge. Their 
Ways of torturing the Criminals 
are different, as prefling their 
Manner Thumbs in a Vice, Drawing the 
t°nre. 0r Nails fr orn tIie F in g ers > fealping the 
Crown, &c. The Criminal by his 
Confeflion has no fooner accufed 

liimfelf, but Sentence is pafled a- 

gainft 
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gainft him* to be burnt alive, 
which is thus performed : The Pri- 
foner is arrayed ma pitched Vefture 
with Flames, Devils, Dragon, &c. 
painted on it, great Weights of Iron 
Chains are linked to his Hands and 
Feet, with which he is brought to 
theScake; which is of a confiderable 
height, to which about eight or ten 
Foot from the Fire, is fixed an Iron 
Elbow Chair, in which the Priioner 
is feated, his Arms and Legs chain'd 
to the Arms and Legs of the Chair, 
and another Chain fattening him to 
the Back \ thus fattened, the Fire is 
gradually kindled under him, whilit 
a Prieft at a little Diftance, with a 
Crucifix in his Hand, is exhorting 
him to Repentance, thus do they 
torment them with lingring Deaths; 
and when by a Ceffation of their 
melancholy Cries, they imagine 
them to be dead, then they encreafc 
the Fire, and con fume them as faft

as 
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as they can, I have known them 
half an Hour endure their Torment, 
when their Feet have been dripping 
into the Fire as if roafting, 

I fhall not here mention all the 
Mountains of the Kingdom, be- 
caufe it would be as needlefs as tire- 
fome, fince the whole Kingdom is 
mountainous, or to fpeak more pro¬ 
perly, one continued Ridge of Moun¬ 
tains : I therefore fhall mention thofe 
only of Note, the chief of which is 
called Serra de Ejirella , formerly Her - 
minius Mans , or Monte Arminio , be¬ 
twixt the Province of Berra and Train 
Montes^ or Tras os Montes^ running 
North and South, on whofe Summit 
are two Lakes fo very deep, that 
they as yet cou’d never be fathomed, 
in which feveral Pieces of Wrecks 
are faid to have been often found ; 
thefe Lakes fo temporize with the 
Sea, that with it, it is rough or calm ; 
from whence though at a great Di. 

fiance 
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fiance, it i3 fuppofed to have fome 
fubterraneous Communication with 
it. The next is Sena de Mervao or Sena. 
Herminius Minor , in the Province of 
Alemte]o t ftretching out to the Town 
of the fame Name. The Third is 
Sintra or Promontorium Luna, or Smtrit 
Ponte de Luna , about five Leagues 
from Lisbon to the Weft, and by our 
Mariners called the Rock of Lisbon . 

In this Rotk are two Convents hewn 
out,and chiefly inhabited byHermits; 
whofeinduftrious PredecefTors by ela- 
boratePains,without the Afliftance of 
Artificers, had made themfelves each 
a convenient Cell, where they led an 
auftere Life, feeding on nothing but 
the Produd of their Labours, fuch as 
Herbs, Fruit, Pulfe, &c. But how- 
much alas! are they now degenera¬ 
ted from the Primitive Piety of their 
PredecefTors. Now in the Room of 
Mortification, indulging their fen- 
fual Appetites ■ inftead of Labouring 
honeftly, living by the Theft, Ra¬ 
ff f)ine 
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pine and Murder, of thofe unhappy 
Wretches, who are unfortunately 
Shipwreck’d on that Coaft. Fourth- 
ly, Sena da Arrabida or Promonto - 
rium Barbaricum , on the South fide 
of Tagus , famous for another Com 
vent like the former. Fifthly, Mon* 
te Junto, fo called, becaufe joining 
to the Rock of Lisbon. Sixthly, Sen a. 
do Algarve , which divides Algarve 
from Portugal. 7 thly Mons Gerve , 
which divides Portugal from Gallicia : 
Belides which are feveral others of 
lefs Note, as Monte Mor, Alcoba , 
Anciao, Off a. For tel, Jffidoro , S. Louis , 
Monte Corvo } 8cc. 

The greateft and moft remarka¬ 
ble Rivers in Portugal are thefe ; 
i. DVERO or DVR1VS, fpringing 
near the City Soria , and running 
through Old Cajlile and Leon , thence 
flows through Portugal , and is fvval- 
lowed up by the Ocean, a League 
below the City of Oporto* 


TAJO 
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TJJO or TAG VS, lb called %aj . 
from Tagus Son of Brigus , who reign* 
ed in Spain (as they have a Tradi¬ 
tion) 1855 Years before Chrift : 

This River has its Source in the 
Mountains of Molina , and divides 
New CaftilEftramadura , and Portu- 
gal t as it were into two Parts ; and 
after a Courfe of 120 Leagues, at 
Ca/caes below Lisbon , falls into the 
Sea, taking in its way the Rivers 
Henares , 'Karama , Guadarama , and 
Albercbe . This River is laid to have 
Golden Sands, as I fuppofe from 
the Riches it brings in, by the vafl 
Number of Merchants Ships, tra¬ 
ding and anchoring in thefe Parts, 

GVADIJNA, (derived as the Gumma. 
Portuguefe will have it) [from G«ab y 
in Arabic , fignifying a River, and 
Anas, which in Latin fignifies a Duck, 
from its often diving under Ground, 
fo that Guadiana by exchanging b 
H 2 V for 
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for d 9 fignifies the River Anas j flows 
from fome Lakes arifing about four 
Leagues from Montiel in Nevo Caftile y 
where it is called Ruydera , and ha¬ 
ving run about eight Leagues, finks 
under Ground near Argamafilla 9 
and fo continues a fubterraneous 
Courfe for feven Leagues, after 
which it fprings again near Damiely 
and here receives the Name of Gua» 
diana ; then twice finks again under 
Ground, till having crofs’d Part of 
j Vortugal , and Ejlramadura , it is fi¬ 
nally fwallowed up by the Sea at 
Ayomonte 9 betwixt Algarve and EJlra- 
madara. 

MONDEGO, formerly MVN- 
D A or MO N D A y rifes in the 
Mountains of Serra de Efirella 9 and 
running Weft by the City of Coimbra 9 
falls into the Sea at Buercos . 

LIMA is fwallowed up by the Sea 
not far from Vi An a. 

SADAOy 
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S AD AO, the old Calipus makes Sadao 
a great Bay at Setuval in Alemtejo . 

FOVGA 9 once FACVA , mixes Vouga. 
with the Ocean near Aviero in Beira . 

LAVRA and CAN HA in the £™j£ aad 
Province of Alemtejo , maet and dif- 
embogue themfelves in the 

C AT A in the fame Province cty*. 
breaks out near Fortelegre , and dif- 
charges itfelf into Gvaiiava, between 
Eh as and Badajoz,. 

Here are alfo (but not many) hot Hot 
Springs, very ferviceable in curing Spnngs ‘ 
Epidemical Diftempers ; the moft 
frequented of which, are the Caldos t Caldos. 
about fifteen Leagues from Lisbon, 
where there is an Hofpital for the 
Reception of the Poor, well endow’d, 
to which belong an Apothecary, 
Phyfician and Surgeon, befides Nurfes 
H } and 
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a*id other Servants, each of which 
have fettled Stipends paid them 
yearly ; but for Perfons not admitted 
into the Hofpital, here are the 
worft Accommodations in the Uni. 
verfe. There are other Baths of lefs 
Note, as St. Peter ds Alvor , &c t but 
of thefe nothing is remarkable. 

The general Way of reckoning 
Money here, is either by Reis , the 
foaallefl: Copper, Crujadoes , the lar- 
geft Silver, or Moidores , the largeft 
Gold that paffes current ; twenty 
Reis makes a Vintern, the fmalleft 
Silver,* fifty Reis make half a Tejloa 
one hundred Reis a Tejloa , two hun¬ 
dred Reis half a Crujado , four hun¬ 
dred Reis a Crujado , four thoufand 
Reis a Moidore , three thoufand Reis 
is worth one Pound Sterling , reckon, 
ing a Tejloa at eight Pence , by which 
we may fee what all their Pieces are 
^vorth. 


T HE 
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The Portuguefe Language is an Lan- 
uncough Spanifh, or rather a Rude SUi9ge * 
Refemblance of that Polite Tongue, 
with a Mixture of barbarous obfo- 
lete Latin, fome French , more Ara- 
bick, a little Greek , to which is ad¬ 
ded fome remains of the Gothick , and 
other Northern Nations that fub- 
dued them. 

The Arms of Portugal are Argent Arms, 
on Jive Efcutche-ons Azure, as many 
Bejants in Saltier, of the firft pointed 
Sable, within a Border Gules, charg. 
ed with feven Towers Or ; the five £- 
Scutcheons were added in remem¬ 
brance of the five Kings Alphonfo flew 
at the Battle of Ourique. 

The Kingdom of Portugal is di- Vorlugal 
vided into five Provinces, to which 
if we add the little Kingdom of Al - P * IIS * 
garve, it will make fix ; of which in 
H 4 their 
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their Order. The Firft is called the 
Province

Y the Latins , Provincia In - 
terramnenjis, becaufe feated 
between the two Rivers 
Duero and Minho , which 
laft it has on the North to divide it 
from Gailicia, and on the South the 
former to part it from Beira ; Weft 
it is bounded by the Ocean, and 
Eaft a continued Ridge of Mountains 
parts it from the Province called 
T*ras os Montes; its Form is aJmoft 
Quadrangular, none of its Sides ex¬ 
ceeding or wanting eighteen Leagues. 
It is for the moft part Mountainous,, 
yet affords the belt Grazing Land in 
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the Kingdom $ the Plains abound 
with Vineyards, and all Sorts of 
Fruits, and is generally pretty well 
watered. In this Province are the 
Archbifhoprick of Braga , the Bi- 
fhoprick of Oporto, the Earldom of 
Celorico de Bajlo , and Villa Nova de 
Cerveira , and the Vifcountfhip De 
Lima. It alfo contains the Collegiate 
Churches of Guimaraens, Barcelos , 
and Qaminh*. In it are one hun¬ 
dred and thirty Convents, Monafte- 
lies, and Abbies, 2400 Parifti 
Churches, Chappels, and Orato¬ 
ries, two Cities and nine Towns * 
of Note hereafter named. 

The City of BRAGA is fituate 
on the South Side of the River Cava- 
do, in about 8 Degrees 40 Min. Lon¬ 
gitude, 41 Degrees and 40 Min. 
of North Latitude. The Buildings 
are ancient, ftrongand Magnificent, 
of a durable Stone found hereabouts, 
the City "Walls were rebuilt by King 

Fcrdi - 
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Ferdlmndy Amo 137J. on the Foun¬ 
dation before laid by King Denis. 
The Cathedral is a large Structure* 
beautiful and ftrong, the Palace be¬ 
longing to the Archbifhop, is a Pile 
of Magnificent but decay’d Buildings, 
the Inhabitants are computed to a- 
bout 3000 Families, diftributed into 
five Parifhes, containing three Con¬ 
vents, and as many Monafteries, a 
fine Hofpitai for the Sick, and as 
fine a College for Students. Here, as 
in molt Cities and Market-To wns, is a 
i.i Mifc- fine Building called LaMifericordia , for 
oraiiouie relieving of Perfons well born and re- 
of Relief, jucedj a nd all fuch as cannot publickly 
ask Alms, are from hence plentifully 
relieved, and fo privately, that no 
. one knows who are obliged to this 
Houfe and who not. Young Mai¬ 
dens are alfo here Educated, and af¬ 
terward Married to induiirious 
Tradefmen, who have Pot cions with 
them as the Directors fee convenient. 
Boys are alfo here put out Appren. 

rices* 
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tices, and when they have ferv’d 
their Times, fet up in their Trades 
or Occupations. And to prevent 
the Murther of Baftard Children, 
which was formerly very common, 
they may difpofe of them alfo here, 
by laying them in a Conveniency 
which turns like a Wheel, andgiving 
Notice by a Bell placed for that Pur- 
pofe, fo that the Mother or Perfon 
which brings it, is all the while con* 
ceai’d, and they ignorant whofe 
Children they receive. Some ill- 
natured People have taken the Li¬ 
berty of putting an ill Conftru- 
&ion, upon this charitable Branch of 
this Foundation, by alledging that 
it gives a Handle to Incontinency \ 
indeed I cannot difown, but the 
loofer fort of People may take Ad¬ 
vantage of this Conveniency, and 
fo give a Loofe to their vicious Incli¬ 
nations : But on the other hand, let it 
be confidered, that in a Year’s Time 
many thoufand innocent Childrens 

lives 
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Lives are laved; who had not this 
expedient been found out, would 
have been inhumanely butcher’d by 
their unnatural Parents. The firft 
Archbifhop of Braga (whois Primate 
and Metropolitan of ail Portugal) was 
in the Year 1067, The Revenue of 
this Archfhoprick at this Day a- 
mounts to about fix thoufand Pounds 
Sterling fer Ann. of our Money, un¬ 
der whofe Jurifdi&ion are 1800 JPa- 
rifhes. About the Founders of this 
City Authors vary much, and run 
into fabulous chimerical Notions; all 
I can find from Hiftory is, that the 
Romans enlarged what they found 
here, and ere&ed a Court of Judica¬ 
ture, and a Roman Colony, calling it 
Augujla Bracara. The Sutvt here 
alfo kept their Court. Anno 76 t f 
the Moors poffeffed themfelves of it; 
and in 904, A/phonfo the Hid of 
Spain retook it, cxpell’d the Moors> 
and re-peopled it. It is 60 League? 
North of Lisbon . 


PORTO , 
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PORTO , is a City, Bifhoprick, 
and Sea*port, well known too, and 
much frequented by the Enghjb fi- 
tuate in 8. Degr. 14 Min. Longitude, 
and 41 Degr. 18 Min. Latitude, a- 
bout a League from the Sea, North 
of Duero. very pleafant, but on an 
uneven rocky Ground. The Walls 
were built by Don Gonzalez de Pe - 
rejra , Archbifhop of Braga . the 
Streets are narrow but are well pa¬ 
ved, the Rock in feveral Places ler- 
ving for Pavement and walling part 
of the Houfes. The Buildings are 
chiefly of Stone, Ancient and Mag¬ 
nificent. The Inhabitants computed 
at about 4000 Families, divided in¬ 
to five Parilhes, whofe Churches are 
Rich and Magnificent ; here alfo are 
nine Convents, four Monaflenes, 
eight Chapels, four Hofpitals, and 
* La Mijericordia or a Houfe of Relief. 
King Alfhonjo the Illd of Cajiile t 
recovered it from the Moors, An -

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no 905. after which it was retakeii 
by them, and remain’d fubjefl: unto 
them until Ann . 982. when it was 
regained by a Fleet of Gajccigns. 
TheBilhop’s Revenue is about 6oco/. 
per Ann. and under him are 600 Pa- 
rifhes. It is forty Leagues North 
of Lisbon . The Harbour is fafe a- 
gainft all Winds, but when the 
Floods arife, no Anchor will hold 
their Ships, but they are forced to 
fallen them one by another to avoid 
the Impetuolity of theWaves. At the 
Entrance to the Place, is a dangerous 
St. join's Bar, an d on the Shoar a Caftle, cal- 
Cattle. j ec j j v 0 rt St. Juan, Oppofite to the 

Gaya. City* over the River Hands Gaja i 
formerly a fine Town, fuppofed to 
be built by the Greeks , and from 
Graii to be called Graja , and now 
corruptly Gaja . but now its prilfine 
Glory is vanifhed, and at this Day 
it remains a Town of no Note, 
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GVJMARJENS, isaTownfi- Guimtt - 
tuate about three Leagues from Bra¬ 
ga , founded by King Dems i on the 
Summit of a high Hill, in which 
ftands an ancient Palace, the Reft- 
dence of fome of the former Kings 
of Portugal^ a good ol$ Caftle, and 
other handfome Edifices, This 
Town contains four Parifhes, one of 
which is Collegiate, two Convents, 
a Monaftery, Hofpital, and Houfe 
of Relief. The chief Manufa&ure 
of this Town is Linen-Cloth, and 
fine Thread, of which they export 
very confiderableQuantities. 

VI AN A DA FEZ, DA LbViana. 
MA , fo called from its Situation at 
the Mouth of the River Lima , is a 
Town well fortified with ftrong 
Walls, a Caftle, and in War time a 
Garrifon, in which the late King 
Don Pedro, built a Magazine, which 
contains Arms for 20000 Men. The 

Buildings 
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Buildings tho* old are handfome,and 
contains about 1500 Families, to 
whom belong one collegiate Church. 
This Town contains befides three 
Convents, one Monaftery, an Hofpi- 
tal, and a Houfe of Relief. This is 
one of the pleafanteft Towns in Por • 
tugal, feated along the Sea-Coaft, 
from the Ke^Sommanding a Profpeft 
of all the Ships, not only in the ,Ri- 
ver, but feveral Leagues out at Sea. 
The Town is well paved upon a 
level Ground,* and adorned with ve¬ 
ry magnificent Structures, as alfo a 
Caftle ftanding on the Sea*fide, 
which at once Commands both the 
Harbour and Town, defending the 
oneagainft foreign Invaders, and the 
other againft domeftick Rebels. Since 
the vaft Confumption of Portuguefe 
Wines in England, this is become a 
Place of good Trade, producing & 
Vinm f m all Wine called by its Name, 

1 ‘ more like the French than thofe other 
Wines in the Southern Parts. 

CJMJNHA 
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CAMINHA or CAMINHO^ Caminha. 
is a fmall Town, confiding of a- 
bout 500 Families, in one Parifh, a 
Monaftery, Hofpital, and Houfe 
of Relief, this Town Hands at the 
Mouth of the River Mtnho (whence 
it derives its Name) which walhes 
its now decay’d Walls. The In¬ 
habitants, and Buildings, are now 
equally poor, there being little or 
no Trade among them, to fupport 
their Families; what little there is, 
is chiefly confiding in the Fifhery. 

PONTE DE LIMA) fo call’d ihw 
from having a Bridge over the Rivet 
Lima , is 60 Leagues North of Lisbon , 

£ pretty, little, compaG, well wal¬ 
led Town, the Structures not large, 
but neat, the Bridge though an¬ 
cient, is an excellent Piece of Work- 
manfhip, all Stone, containing 
Seventeen Arches, near fifty Foot 
from the Surface of the Water;

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The Town contains above five hun¬ 
dred Families, one Parifh Church, 
a Convent, Hofpitals, and Houfe 
of Relief. 

Vaienz* VALENZ^A, is remarkable for 
nothing more than its prefent ruin¬ 
ed, and poor Condition. 

g m eiot. BARCELOS , ftands on the Ri¬ 

ver Cavado in the Territory of Vi an a, 
and is the firft Earldom of Portugal, 
now immerg’d in the Houfe of Bra - 
gznz,*. The Town is fmall but neat, 
containing 400 Families, one Church, 
which is Collegiate, and a Houfe of 
Relief.

S called by the Latins , Pro * 
vincia Tranf-montana^ the 
Provincebeyond the Moun¬ 
tains, is on the South en- 
clofed by the River Duero, to fepa- 
rate it from Beira ; on the Weft the 
Mountains divide it from the Pro¬ 
vince Emtre Duero e Minho \ North 
it borders on Gallicia . and Eaft on 
the Kingdom of Leon. This pro¬ 
vince is very {lightly watered, ha¬ 
ving no other Helps than thofe af¬ 
forded by Tuelloy falling into Taage, 
the PinhaOy Saber, and Carcedo , all 
three lofing their Names by falling in¬ 
to Duero. The Land is dry, barren, 

and 
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and mountainous, yielding little or no 
Wheat, but fome Rye; and to make 
up its Deficiency in thefe Refpe&s, 
plenteoufly abounding with Vine¬ 
yards, Its Length exceeds not twen- 
ty-feven Leagues, and Breadth no 
where feventeen. Here are fome, 
but very few Gentry, this being the 
moil rude, unpolifhed Part of Por¬ 
tugal, the People are aim oft Salvage, 
and fpeak a Sort of uncouth Jargon* 
wholly different from the Dialed 
ufed in the other Parts of the King¬ 
dom. Churches here are but few, 
but thofe handfome and well endow’d. 

This Province has one Bifhoprick, 
(Miranda) the Dukedom of Bragan- 
za , (now immerg’d in the Crown) 
the Marquifate of Villa Real , and 
Earldoms of Vimiofa, and Villa Flor . Its 
tnoft remarkable Places are,

ving Title to the Royal Line of Por¬ 
tugal • this or fome other Town near 
I l it, 
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it, was (landing in the time of the 
Romans, and by them was called Q&- 
liobricA or Celiabrtga , Tantabriga, and 
Tuntobrica, and Brigantia. It is 
feated in i o Deg. 48 Min of Longi¬ 
tude, and 41 Deg. 56 Min. of Lati¬ 
tude, near 70 Leagues North Eaft of 
Lisbon, (landing on the remoteft 
Angle of this Kingdom, not two 
Leagues diftant from the Borders of 
Leon , and as near to thofe of G allies a, 
in a large Plain, on the Banks of the 
River Fervenza. This City is very 
well walled, and fortified with a 
ftrong Cattle, it has but two Parifh 
Churches, yet contains above 1200 
Families, two Convents, two Mo* 
naileries, a Cpllege of Jefuits, Houfe 
of Relief, and an Hofpital.

Manuel nam’d Rodertgo de Silva, whom boun- 
v'ts^no. teous Heaven had not only blefs’d 
res portu - with immenfe Riches, but two lovely 
Daughters, in whom were center’d 

the 
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the Perfections of their Sex, as well 
in theEmbellifhmentsof their Minds, 
as in the Excellency of their infupera- 
ble Charms: The Eldefl: of thefe was 
named Julia, the Young eft Leonora ; 
thele having fpent fome confiderable 
time in acquiring an Education fuita- 
ble to their Births and Fortunes, were 
finally freed from the Reftri&ions of 
a * Reconciliamento , and received into 
the welcome Embraces of their joy¬ 
ful and tender Parents. They had 
not long been at Liberty, e’re the 
whole Country rung of their Praife; 
and all were agreeably furprifed, to 
find that Fame had founded but 
an imperfeft Defcription of thofe 
Charms, which the oftener they 
were viewed, caufed the greater 
Admiration. Portugal could not con¬ 
fine their Fame, but the Report of

of Sergius de Gomar , a young Gen¬ 
tleman of a good Family and For¬ 
tune, who immediately came to 
examine whether Nature had form’d 
them as exquifitely Fair, as Fame had 
proclaim’d them to be : But his fatal 
Curiofity wasfoon fatisfied, for wait¬ 
ing his Opportunity, he at Mafs got 
a View of this incomparable Pair, 
and admired both fo much, that he 
was at a Lofsto diftinguifh whether 
was moft amiable, and blamed Fame 
as much for aiminifhing their Deferts, 
as he did Nature for making them 
fo juftly parallel ; that he could not 
trace out a blemifh in one, to add 
Luftre to the other, that fo he might 
be compleatly happy in one, fince 
he could not enjoy both. Continu¬ 
ally revolving thefe Thoughts, ad¬ 
miring both with an equal Flame, 
pd happy in neither, he fpent as ma¬ 
ny meIancholy'Days,as reftkfsNights. 

Love 
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Love had fo penetrated the moft fofc 
and inmoft Recedes of his Heart; 
that forfaking all Company, Sports, 
and Diverfions, his Hours were, 
wholly taken up in ruminating on 
this his unhappy State. Thus toffed 
on the fluctuating Waves of Inftabi- 
lity, fometimes refolving on one, 
fometimes on the other, endeavour¬

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She with much Modefty as well 
as Secrecy received this Letter, but 
with more Joy when (he perufed the 
Contents of it, fhe then labouring 
for him under the fame (if poflible) 
Pangs of Love he did for her ; and 
the next Day by repeated Inftances, 
as the *fpreading of her Hanker- 
chief, dropping her Beads, af- 
fured him of her favourable Accep¬ 
tance of his Letter. Gomar was not 
now a little elated with this his good 
Fortune, and looked on every Smile 
as a propitious Prefage of his future 
Happinefs. By Day the Garden 
Wall was his conflant Retreat, where 
as oft as Conveniency cou’d admit, 
he faw his charming Leonora.: The

him Roderigo her Father, would not 
oppofe fuch Propofals as he fhould 
make ; and told him it would be 
both ungrateful and ungenerous, to 
offer to take her clandestinely away, 
whom fhe was very well fatisfied 
was defigned for him, and only him ;

She defired before her Death the 
might when dead, be attired in the 
DrefsofSt. Bridget's Order of Nuns, 
with which her Mother moil: readi¬ 
ly comply’d. To her Funeral, 
were invited the chief of the City 
of Braganz,a , and all the iecular 
Prieft’s and Friars • from her Fa¬ 
ther’s Houfe to the Monaftery of 
St. Bridget , fhe was carried in an 
open Chariot, in a Coffin uncover¬ 
ed, by which means thofe Charms 
which had caufed Admiration in 
every one, and now over-whelm¬ 
ed each for their fudden Flight, 
were expofed to publick View ; nor 
now dead did fhe appear lefs 
Beautiful, than fhe was whilft li¬ 
ving, feeming only to be in a fweet 
Slumber. After the Chariot follow¬ 
ed her difconfolate Father, Mother,

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and Sifter, and next to them thd 
Relations, in order, by two, and 
two, according to the nearnefs of 
Affinity • the Rear was brought up 
by the Secular, or Parifh Priefts, 
and Friars all finging her Requiem?

€i I ioved him not as he deferved ; 
€t thefe and many more fuch kind 
“ Expredions have you ufed in his 
6C Favour, when abfent : But now 
t% alas 1 what hath he done? where- 
u in hath he offended, that he who 
ic was the mod: welcome Gued, mud 
tc now be excluded ; mull my Si- 
fter’s Death be thus fatal to me ? 
a mud fordid Riches be counterpoi- 
“ fed againd his Vertues,- O ft range ! 
“ But yet I hope not immutable 
44 Decree! Oh, Sir, remember Gcmar % 
44 remember what he is, Brave, Ver- 
44 tuous, Faithful, nay, every thing 
44 that is Praife worthy ; Surfer not 
44 Covetoufnefs to gain the Afcen- 
44 dency over your Reafon, but dill, 

44 dill,be Gomar's Friend. Command 
u me to love him more, I will drive

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I will not. Pardon my Difobedi- 
u ence, if I tell you, the more you 
“ hate, the more I love ^ the more you 
“ abandon him, the nearer and dearer 
“ he is to me: And reft thus fatisfied, 
‘ c he has, and fhall for ever have 
“ the foie Poffeffion of Leonoras 
c< Heart.” Having thus faid, fhe 
burlt into Tears, and for that Time 
left him. 

These and many other fuch Con¬ 
flicts Leonora and her Father had ; 
but he (till finding her Refolutions 
immoveable, refolves to try another 
Experiment, and therefore wrote a 
Letter to a Maiden Sifter of his, 
who lived at Coimbra, in the Pro¬ 
vince of Beira, to receive her, in or¬ 
der to try if Abfence could not work 
that Alteration, which Perfwafions 
had found ineffectual ,* to her he 
therefore committed the Careof poor 
unhappy Leonora , giving this pofl- 
jive Order, that lhe fhould be de¬ 
prive?. 
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drived the ufe of Fen, Ink, and Paper, 
and all Company except thofe whom 
her Aunt (who was called Tere fa da 
Virmondejas) fhould approve, and 
not to be trufted with them in the 
Abfence of her. 

To this miferable Confinement 
was the diftrefled Leonora, as pri¬ 
vately, as fpeedily hurried, where 
we muft for a time leave her, and 
return to Gomar , who had with 
ufual Diligence watch’d to fee his 
Leonora \ who after her Difcovery 
of her Father’s Refolution to fepa- 
rate them, appear’d no more. He 
finding himfelf as he imagined thus 
neglected, notwithstanding Leonora's 
repeated Aflurances of her Constan¬ 
cy, began for her fake to contemn, 
defpife, and abhor all her Sex ; thus 
pa(Ted Gomar fome time until his Fu¬ 
ry being abated, he applied himfelf 
to more ferious Reflexions, often 
calmly revolving on the Cruelty and 
$ I n eon!- 
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Inconftancy of his Leonora, thinking 
her to be falfe, perjur’d, wicked, 
and what not. Leonora was not 
infenfible of this, and her greateft 
Grief confided in thinking of the 
ill Opinion her Gomar would enter¬ 
tain of her innocent felf ; however, 
fhe as prudently as fhe poffibly could, 
concealed the Anguifh of her xVlind, 
and externally appeal'd as before, 
all Life and Air. Fame had founded 
her Praife here as in other Places,

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tiora s Affe&ions, which fhe feeming- 
1 y before her Governefs granted. As 
condefcending as fhe feemed to him 
in her Prefence, fhe was in her Ab- 
fence as cruel,* of which he at a 
convenient Opportunity in this Man¬ 
ner demanded a Reafon : I have 
moft Charming Leonora , faid he, 
with the utmoft Regret, obferved a 
great Difparity in your Behaviour; 
pardon me if I exceed the Bounds of 
good Manners, in telling you fo, but 
you know, Love like mine, is fearful 
of every thing that rhay tend in the 
leaft to a Rival; fome happy Perlba 
I fear, has gain’d a greater Share of 
your Affe&ions, than I can prefume 
to hope for, otherwife your Deport¬ 
ment would not be fo alterative;

Tell me, dear 
Leonora , tell me, and by all that’s 
good, I fwear, never to reft till I 
have removed thofe Objefts of Dit 
content. Leonora between Diftruft 
and Hope heard him, not knowing 
in this Exigency what to do; but at 
laft, Don SebafiUn^ faid £he, is it 
poffible you can be thus fincere ? will 
you be faithful to the Truft I repofe 
in you ? To which he with folemn 
Vows and Imprecations anfwered 
affirmatively ; then know, faid Leo- 
nora y you have a Rival, a Rival you 
cannot come in Competition with^ 
one that as far exceeds you, as the 
Chryftal is exceeded by the moft re* 
fplendent Diamond ; and toferve me, 
know, you muft ferve him. Seba¬ 
stian with an aking Heart liftned to 
her, and at laft Leonora y faid he, 
though in ferving you I draw on my 
own Deftru&ion, yet for your fake 
will I do it; do but Command me, 

and 
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and Earth nor Sea fliall not conceal 
him from me. At which, Leonora 
fmiling, faid, then muft your Ho¬ 
nour undergo a fiery Trial; the next 
Vifit you make, bring me Pen, Ink, 
and Paper, and you lhall from me 
receive Inftru£tions, how you muft 
proceed. Next Day Sebajliait came 
to pay his ufual Compliment, and 
with him brought the Inftrumencsof 
his own Deftrudion, Vvith which 
Leonora wrote the following Letter.

SebaJtUn thus freighted with hi$ 
Credentials, polls away for Leon, 
where he found Gomar , a true Mour¬ 
ner for Leonora . and after fome Fains 
taken to infmuate himfelf into his 
Acquaintance, he begun privately 
to enquire of him, if he had not 
heard of the famous Leonora da Silva y 
of the City of Braganza in Portugal? 
He anfwcr’d yes. Then re ply’d $e- 
baftian, I am going to examine if Ihe 
*,5 as fair, as reported to be. To 

whom 
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whom Gemar anfwer’d, fhe is as 
Fair, as Fame can paint her, but as 
falfe as Hell can make her; De¬ 
ceit fills her whole Bofom ; her 
Breath is peftiferous as a raging Di- 
ftemper, and her Eyes dart Death 
on her Beholders. J, unhappy I, 
am one of thofe, that have fallen a 
Sacrifice to her Enchantments, my 
Love could not be exceeded by her 
Deceit, who oft feemingly fympa- 
thized with my Paffions . till at laft 
under the Pretence of Obedience to 
her covetous ungenerous Father, 
contrary to thofe Vows we alter- 
nately had made of Conftancy, fhe 
ungeneroufly left me to mourn out 
the reft of my Days. O Sebaftian ! 
truft not Women, they like the 
yens, only will allure thee, to de¬ 
ft roy thee ! SebaJHan , like a true 
Friend, or rather generous Enemy, 
with Pity heard his Complaint, and 
gave him the Letter. Gomar read it 
with Extafies of joy, but could not 

think 
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think Fate had referved fo much 
Happinefs in Store ; nor till fully 
fatisfied from Sebaftian *s Mouth, be¬ 
lieve fuch Viciflitudes of Fortune 
pofiible: But at laft being convinced, 
he immediately difguifed himfelf as 
ordered, and pofted for Coimbra, 
once more to have an an Interview 
with thefaithful Leonora » 

Sebaflian went the next Day after 
his Return, to pay his Devoir to 
Leonora , who was now more than 
ever glad to fee him, but could not 
find an Opportunity to enquire of 
what fhe long’d to hear : But Se- 
bafitan by much Entreaty, obtain’d 
the Favour of Donna Terefa and Leo¬ 
nora, to accept of a Collation at his 
Houfe ; where after fhewing Leo¬ 
nora fome Part of it, he intioduced 
her to Gowar : How happy this 
Meeting was, Thoughts cannot 
conceive, nor Words exprefs. Go-

Se - 
bafiian ft ill continued his Courtfhip, 
which flie feemingly approved ; and 
Matters were now fo far concluded, 
that as before to Gomar , fo now to 
Sebajlim Con fen t by all Parties was 
given, and the Day prefixed : But 
Leonora as difappointed of the for¬ 
mer, which was to have been Pub- 
lick, would have this Wedding pri¬ 
vate, none to be prefent but Seba- 
(tian, her felf, and the Monk, his 
Kinfman; to which the Relations on 
both Sides agreed. But when they 
came to Church, rhe Monk was dif- 
mantled of this his Holy Weeds, and 
there affuming the Perfon of Gomar , 
was happily married to Leonora . 
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Blefl were their Hours , but ah ! they 
quickly flew :

Gomar 9 s Grief at the feeming Lofs 
of Leonora , had fo far impaired him, 
that e’re fix Months were pail, Death 
deprived him of thofe Joys, which 
Fortune had lately given him. Now 
may we view Leonora in the Height 
of Affli&ions - what fhe had before 
fuffered, were Trifles to What fhe 
now underwent ; before there was 
Hopes of what after happened, fooner 
or later a happy Meeting ; now 
thofe fleeting Hopes were gone, and 
Leonora parted from her Gomar 9 ne- 
ver, never more to meet. Sebaftian 
was not much grieved at the Lofs of 
Gomar , feeing he had made way for 
his obtaining her, he wifh’d for long 
before, and refolves once more to try 
his Fortune with Leonora \ and there¬ 
for© 
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fore after the time of her drift: Mour¬ 
ning was expired, renewed his for¬ 
mer Courtfhip : Which Leonora uith 
a refolute Coolnefs refufed, telling 
him fhe refolved to carry her Wi¬ 
dowhood to her Grave. Sebajhm 
not difcountenanced, continued his 
Addreifes, and after many and re¬

Thefe weighty Conhdera- 
tions, and a fecret Value Leonora had 
for Sebaftiari' s former Fidelity, in 
Gratitude forced her Compliance ; fo 
that they have remained an Exam¬ 
ple of Love and Honour to this Day.

River D'uero, on a rocky Mountain; 
its Walls ( which are waftTd by a 
large Brook, ) with its Caftle, and 
the City, were built by King Denis . 
This City contains 400 Families, in 
one Farilh 5 as alfo a Convent, Mo- 
liaftery, Hofpital, and Houfe of Re¬ 
lief King John IIL Ann* 1 555. ere¬ 
cted this into u Bifhoprick, worth 
to its Prelate 5400/, per Amu Ster¬ 
ling 


CHAFES, 
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CHAVES , is a fmall but pretty 
Town, founded ( as given out by 
Tradition) by the Emperor FUvius 
Vefpafia'n 9 Ann. 78. and from him 
Called Aqua Flavia ; but whence 
Chaves I cannot learn. It lies about 
two Leagues from the Borders of 
GaUicia % and within its Walls has 
about 300 Families, 1 Parifh Church, 
Monaftery, Houfe of Relief, and 
Hofpital. 

VILLA FLOR 9 was founded 
by King Dents Ann . 1286. and is a 
little well built Town, giving Title 
to an Earl, and walled round ; within, 
which are about 400 Families, in 
one Parifh, in which, is one Church, 
and ‘five Chappels; but what is ex¬ 
traordinary, neither Convent, Col : 
lege, or Monaftery, ; 


L V 1 L- 
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VILLA REAL , is about fifty 
Leagues North of Lisbon, and four 
from Lamego , betwixt the River Car¬ 
go and Rabeira, in 11 Deg. and half 
Latitude. This Town was founded 
Ann. 1289 . by King Denis , it is 
ftrongly walled, and has three 
Towers. The Inhabitants which are 
computed to about 800 Families, are 
divided into two Parilhes 5 in this 
Town are two Convents, a Mona- 
ftery, Houfe of Relief and an Hofpi- 
tal. This Place has given the Title 
both of Marquefs and Duke, which 
are now e^tinQ;. 

MVRZ^A, is feated in a Plain 
near a fmall Rivulet about five 
Leagues from Villa Real ; a very fmall 
inconfiderable Place, not worth men¬ 
tioning.

cture, two Chappels, a Convent, 
and mean Hofpital.

On the North, the River 
Duero parts it from the Province Em • 
tre Duero e Minho ; on the Weft it is 
bounded by the Ocean, and part of 
the Portugueje Efiramadura ; on the

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madura and Leon. The People here 
are generally poor, their Garb and 
Converfation mean, their Gentry in* 
confiderable, and their Jargon un* 
intelligible to any other Part of the 
Kingdom. That Parfimony fo much 
commended by the Ancients, to be 
founded among the Lufitani, as ha¬ 
ving no other Covering by Night, 
but what they wear by Day, is in 
this Province ftri&Iy obferved ; Bur 
this proceeds not from their Mode- 
ration or Temperance, but from 
Want and Poverty, the conftant 
Concomitants of Sloth and Idienefs, 
their Land with good Management 
producing Plenty. So Lazy, and 
fo addi&ed are the Natives to Beg¬ 
gary, that thofe in good Circum* 
fiances beg as frequently as the mod 
abjeft ; and at certain Times of the 
Year, Spain fwarms with thefe Lo* 
cuds ; for having plow’d their Land, 
•End fown their Seed, they go tiro- 
ling and begging abroad until Har- 
L 3 ved. 
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veil, when they who before with 
ragged Cioaths, deje&ed Looks, and 
mournful Tones, begg’d of thofe 
they were able to relieve, return 
with Joy to reap their plenteous 
Crops, In this Province are four 
Cities, and as many Bilhopricks, 
one Dukedom, three Marquifates, 
and nine Earldoms. 

Coimbra . COIMBRA , is a famous old Ci¬ 

ty, Bilhoprick, and Univerfity, feat* 
ed on the North Side of Mondego : , 
over which it has a mo ft magnificent 
Bridge of Stone, cunoufiy wrought, 
confiding of twenty nine Arches. 
This City is in b Deg, 30 Min. Lon¬ 
gitude, and 40 Deg. 18 Min, of La¬ 
titude, and about thirty Leagues 
North of Lisbon , is walled, and has 
on the Walls many Towers and Tur¬ 
rets, as alfo four great Gates an- 
fwerable to the four Winds. The 
Buildings are Lofty and Magnificent, 
adorned with a fin5 Palace for the 

Reft- 
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Refidence of the Kings of Portugal . 
King Emanuel firft built this Palace, 
Ann . 1512. which has fmce been 
beautified by his feveral Succeffors. 
(To pafs by feveral Conje&ures) This 
City was built by Attaces King of the 
Alans , Ann 417. as a Fortrefs in his 
Wars againft Herminericus the Sue * 
vtarjy King of GaUicia . The Moors 
Ann. 761. took it. After which, 
Ferdinand the Firft, of Cafiile reco¬ 
vered it, after a Siege of feven 
Months Ann. 1040. it contains near 
5000 Families, distributed into feven 
Parilhes, which have in them five 
Convents, the chief of which is Sant 
ta Cruz, the Religious therein refiding 
being chiefly Noblemen, and of the 
Order of St. Augujlin, or Cannons 
regular; this is a moft magnificent 
Pile of Building; the Cells though 
proper for great Men, are unfit for 
a reclufe Life, where Gaity and Va¬ 
nity fhould be abandon’d, and where 
L 4 Men 
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Men fhouid fequefter themfelves 
from the tranfient Glory of this 
fleeting World. The Structure of 
the Church is very Magnificent, 
richly adorned with curious Sculp¬ 
ture, excellent Painting, and fine 
Gilding : Befides this, there are 
four other Convents, and as ma¬ 
ny Monafteries, a fine Hofpi- 
tal, and Houfe of Relief. The 

Umver. XJniverfity was fettled here Anno 

iv.y J 

founded. 1555. by John the Third. King of 
Portugal, which confifts of fixteen 
fair Colleges ; to which belong fifty 
Profeflors, under whofe Tuition are 
generally about three Thoufand Stu- 
dents, whofe Allowance is about 
Forty thoufand Pounds Sterling per 
Annum , befide Donations, which ve¬ 
ry much increafes their Revenue. 
The Bifhop ot Coimbra is always 
Earl of Arganily which Honour 
was annexed to the Bilhoprick by 
Alphonfo the Fifth, Ann, 1472.0 his Re¬ 
venue 
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venue is about Six thoufand Pounds 
per Ann. Sterling* 

LAMEGO, is in 9 Deg. 22 Min* LamegQ* 
of Longitude, and 41 Deg. 14 Min. 
of Latitude, about forty Leagues 
North Eaft of Lisbon , fituate on the 
Banks of the River Baljamao , not 
far from the River Duero . This 
City Earl Henry , Father to the firft 
King of Portugal, recovered from the 
Moors, and ere&ed it into a Bi- 
fhoprick ; to its Prelate worth two 
thoufand Pounds Sterling per Ann . 

Here the Firft Cortes or Parliament 
were fummoned by King Alphenfo , 
by whom the Laws of the King* 
dom were ena&ed. This City con¬ 
tains two thoufand Families in 
two Parifhes, as alfo two Convents, 
oneMonaftery, Houfc of Relief, and 
an Hofpital. 


V1SCO, 
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Vifco, FIS CO, by the Romans called 
Ficus Aquarius , is feated in a delight¬ 
ful Plain, in 42 Deg. 45 Min. La¬ 
titude forty Leagues diftant from 
Lisbon. King Ferdinand the firfl of 
Caftile, Ann. 1088. recovered this 
City from the Moors ; and having 
taken the Moor who killed his Fa¬ 
ther, he caus’d both his Eyes to 
be put out, both his Hands, and 
one Foot to be cut off, and fo dif. 
mifs’d him. When or by whom 
this City was ere&ed into a Bifho- 
prick I cannot learn, the Revenue 
of it however exceeds, 2500 /. pr. 
Ann. This Town, is computed to 
contain 1000 Families diftributed 
into three Parifhes. in which are 
one Convent, Monaftery, Houfe of 
Relief, and Hofpital.

GVARDJ, is about 40 Leag. 
North Eaft of Lisbon, feated on a 
rocky Hill difficult of Acceff, has a

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large Caftle, ftrong Walls with 
Watch-Towers on them, in feveral 
Places, io Deg 8 Min. Long. 40 Deg. 

32* Min. Latitude. To this City are 
fix feveral Entrances, each of which 
is adorned and defended by a ftrong 
Gate. The Buildings are ancient, 
and Graceful. It owes its Foun¬ 
dation to Sancho the firft, King of 
Portugal, Ann. 1199. who called it 
Guarda, from its being a Guardian, 
or Frontier Town, againft the King 
dom of Leon , and tranflated to it 
afterwards the Bilboprick of Idanha 
Velha. , whofe Income is 3000 Pounds 
per. Ann . in this City are five Pa- 
rifhes, 1000 Families, a Convent^ 
Monaftery, Houfe of Relief, and 
Hofpital. 

ID AN HA VELHA , is an old im* 
ruined City, formerly called Ege- * clhA * 
ditania , and is ftill an Earldom, a- 
bout forty Leagues from ! Lisbon , in

AVI ERA, is a market-*Town 
in about 40 Peg. 40 Min. Lati¬ 
tude, thirty Leagues North pf Lifi 
bon, and nine from Coimbra featted 
in a Plain upon a Bay at the Mouth 
of a Creek, which divides itfelf in¬ 
to two Parts, joyned by a ftately 
Bridge, forming a Haven. Here 
are made great Quantities of Salt, 
which ferve great Part of the King¬ 
dom. The Town is walled, and has 
belonging to it nine ftately Gates. 
\ts Inhabitants amount to about, 
2000 Families, in four Parifhes, con¬ 
taining three Convents, a Monaf- 
tery, Houfe of Relief, and an Hof- 
pital. It is fince the Dukedom of 
Braganza is immerg’d in the 
Crown, reckoned the firft in the 
Kingdom ; its Dukes befides this 
Title, affumes that Ae AUna afire, as 

being 
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being by the Female-line defcehd- 
ed from the Duke of Lancaster. 

CASTEL RODRIGO , is alfo c */w 
iaext the Frontiers of Leon, feated o\\ Rodrl &° 
an Eminency, with a famous Pa¬ 
lace of its Marquiffes whofe Family 
adhering to Spain when Portugal, 
revolted, loft it and their Eftate. 

The Town is watered by the River 
Agueda , which wafhes its ruined 
Walls; here are about 250 Fami¬ 
lies in one Parifh, having in it one 
Monaftery, aimoft ruined and for- 
faken. In the Year 1644 Spa¬ 
niards laid fiege to this Town, but 
the Portugueje wearing red and blue 
Caps, like the Enghjb, the Spaniards 
terrified at the Sight, abandon’d the 
Place and left the Portugueje Con¬ 
querors. 

P INHEL, about two Leagues Pinheh 
from Qajile Rodrigo , and three from 
Almeyds , feated on the Summit of

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an high Hill, furrounded with ftrong 
Walls, on which are feven large 
Towers, the Buildings are Modern 
and Graceful, in fix well paved 
Streets, to which belong as many 
Gates, leading into the like Num¬ 
ber of Pariihes, each containing a- 
bout ioo Families, in the Town is 
alfo a fine Monaitery, Houfe of Re¬ 
lief, and Hofpi tal 1 o Deg. 1 z Min° 
Longir. 40 Deg. Min. Latitude. 

ilmeyda. JLMEYDA , is fituate about 

two Leagues from the Frontiers of 
Leon , oppofite to Cividad Rodrigo * 
10 Deg. } 1 Min, Longitude, 40 Deg» 
51 Min. Latit. Handing on an Afcent 
hear the River Coa, from whenco 
the Territory is called Riba de Coa f 
(or Bank of Co a) this Town was 
founded by the Moors , and by them 
called Talmatda , fignifying a Table, 
from the fiatnefs of the Ground, 
on which the upper Part Hands. It 
is encompafs’d with a ftrong Wall, 

and 
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and has in it a good Caftle, Con¬ 
vent, Houfe of Relief, and Hofpital. 

This Town is remarkable for a 
fharp Engagement between thetya-

QOV 1 LHAO , is a fine Town a- Covilbad . 
bout 35 Leagues North Eaft of Lif 
bon } and fix South Weft of Guarda- 
feated near the River Zjzere, foun¬ 
ded Ann. 1186 by King Sancbo , the 
Buildings here exceed any in the 
Kingdom (except thofe of its Me¬ 
tropolis, Lisbon ) being large, Re¬ 
gular, lofty, and of Stone, contain¬ 
ing thirteen Parifhes, and to each 
Parilh we may allow 100 Families, 
befides two Convents, a Houfe of 
Relief, and an Hofpital.

P 1 NAMACOR, is about nine 
cor. Leagues from Guar da an Ancient ruin¬ 

ed and almoft depopulated Town, 
thirty-five Leagues Eaft of Lif- 
bon y containing about 800 Inha¬ 
bitants, in two Parifhes, a Con¬ 
vent, Monaftery, and Hofpital. In 
this Province are feveral other 
Towns, but being old and decayed, 
omitted as not worth being taken 
Notice of. 


CJSTEL 
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CAST EL BRANCO, was a 
large neat Town fituate on the 
Banks of the River Lyra, which falls 
into Tagus feven Miles Southward- 
This Town was taken by the Duke 

Anjou in May, Ann. 1704. and has 
been fince utterly abandoned; it 
is fourteen Leagues, North Weft 
of Spanijb Alcantara, and twenty- 
four South Weft from Ctvidad Ro¬ 
drigo. 

LAS MARIN HAS, is a (mail 
frontier Town ftanding orl the 
•Banks of the Tagus , at its Conflu¬ 
ence with the Elia near the Borders, 
of the Spanijb Alcantara, ten Leagues 
from Portalegre , and * feven South 
South Eaft from Cajlel Branco , Lon.

35 Min. This Town was alfo ta- « 
ken by the Duke of Anjou Anno 1704. 

And the next Year 1705. reta¬ 
ken by the Confederates; as was alfo

Town. Pena Garcia likewife fuffer- 
ed the fame Fate, as did alfo Saha- 
terra , a Town of great Strength* 
being well walled and fortified $ 
With Lagura, and other Frontier

S a long narrow Slip of Fourth 
Land reaching from the Province ° 
Mouth of the River Mon- 
dego , on the North, to 
below the Town of Set aval , on the 
South about thirty-five Leagues in 
Length, and no where fixteen in 
breadth; on the North it is boun- 
ed by the River Mondego , which 
Parts it from Beird ; Weft it has 
the Ocean; South the Province of 
Alemtejo t and Beira on the Eaft. 

The Land here is ruoftly the bell 
in the Kingdom, the Poor know 
ho want, the Gentry are confider- 
M a able, 
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able, and the Commonalty live 
well, fo that here they feemingly 
fubfift of themfelves. In this Pro¬ 
vince are two Cities, an Archbi- 
fhoprick, Bifhoprick, Dukedom, and 
Marquifate, feven Earldoms, the 

Priory of Grand Priory of Quito* and of the 

Crato anu y ' 

Malta. Knights of Malta. 

Lisbon. LISBON , the Metropolis of 
Portugal, has employed feveral 
Writers to find out its Founder, and 
the Etymology of its Name. The 
generality (I iuppofe) from the Re- 
femblance of its Names, Oljfippo > 
Uhlfippo, and ‘Olyjfippo, with Vljffer, 
afcribe the Foundation of this flou- 
rifhing City to him. Pliny formerly 
called it Salatia, and Julia Felix ; 
Strabo, Vljjfea ; Myrlianus afferts its 
being built by Vlyjfes \ for fays he, 
in his ten Years Travels, coming 
hither he built it, and called it af¬ 
ter his own Name. This however 
feems improbable, becaufe Hiftory 

no 
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no where affirms that V'jJJes ever 
faw the Ocean ; it may rather be 
more credible, that this Town be¬ 
ing conveniently feated for Nava- 
gation, and firft inhabited by Sea¬ 
faring Men, might be dedicated to 
that indefatigable Traveller VtyJJes ; 
as Athens being a Place of War and 
Learning, was to Minerva whom the 
Greeks called aoena. Notwithstand¬ 
ing all this,' Lisbon appears to have 
been a Place of no Note, until ma¬ 
ny Years after the Eredlion of Por¬ 
tugal into a Monarchy . for in the 
time of the Romans , Emerita Augujla> 
now Merida , Pax Julia ; other wife 
called Pr&fidium Juliurn , now Beja, 
ScaUbis , now Santarem i from St, Irene 
faid to be there Martyred, Liberalitas 
Julia or Ebora y Augufla y Bracara , or 
Braga y were all preferred before 
Lisbon . The Suevi kept their Court 
at Oporto. The Gotkick, Monarchs ne¬ 
ver redded in Portugal. And un¬ 
der the Moorish Adminillration, this 
M 3 Place 
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Place was inferiour to many. What 
ever it was formerly, it now is the 
Metropolis of the Kingdom, the Re¬ 
sidence of the Kings, and the great 
Seat of the Cortes, and all Courts of 
Judicature, an Archbifhoprick, U- 
riiverfity, and the belt Port in the 
whole Kingdom, feated [in 7 Deg. 
37 Min. Longitude, 38 Deg. 45Min« 
Latitude. The Heat moderated by 
the cooling Breezes from the Sea. 
The City landing on the River Ta¬ 
gus, which conveys to the City the 
Wealth of the Etft and Weft-Indie s 9 
and the Commodities of all Euro - 
pean, Nations, whence it is by the 
Poets faid to have Golden Sands.

The Harbour lies mod commo¬ 
dious for Trade, upon the Weftern 
Ocean, being fo fpacious that 10000, 
Ships of Burthen may fafely ride at 
Anchor^ without the lead Incum- 

branceo 
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brance. To defend the Haven are 
two confiderable Forts, at the 
Mouth of the River, the firft cal¬ 
led St, JulU» on the Shoar, a large Fort st; 
regular ftrong and beautiful Struc- 
ture : Higher upon the oppofite 
Shelf is another Fort, called Torre de 
Bougio. Befides thefe two Forts for 
the Safety of the Harbour, Nature . 
has largely contributed, by pro- 
viding^its Entry with a Bar impaf- 
fable, without the Affiftance of the 
Pilots of this Place. Within this is 
a vaft Bay, until approaching the 
City, the River contrafts it felf; 
on the ftreighteft Part of which 
Rands another Fort, called Torre de Torre de 
Belem , or the Town of Beth lent, this Belem * 
is a neat pretty fquare Fort of Stone, 
in which are Mounted feveral large 
Brafs Guns; it ftands far in the 
Water at the Flood, but at the Ebb, 
is Acceffibie by Land. It receives 
its Name from a pretty Village op¬ 
pofite unto it on the Northen Shoar, 

M 4 which 
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Sfr.Jtfrow’s 

Convent. 
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which Village owes its Name to a 
magnificent Convent of Friars of 
the order of St. Jerom , began by 
Emanuel King of Portugal Anno 15 09. 
and finilhed by John the Hid King 
of Portugal Anno 1538. and is now 
theDepofitory oftheKings, and Blood 
Royal of Portugal. This Convent 
is efteemed the fineft Building in 
the Kingdom of that fort, it con¬ 
tains neat convenient Cells for two 
hundred Friars, befides all other 
Offices ; on the top of their Convent 
is a Refervoir of Water, which by 
Pipes is conveyed into each of the 
Cells. To this Convent belongs a 
fine Church dedicated to the Infant 
Jefus, or Menino JeJu , of molt cu¬ 
rious Workmanfhip, Fainting, Car¬ 
ving, and Gilding ; and it may fuffice 
once for all to allure my Reader, that 
no Nation in the World can exceed 
m the Neatnefs, and Exa&nefs, their 
Care, and Profufenefs, in adorning 
their Churches, Chappels, and 

Oratories 
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Oratories, fince in thofe very Towns 
where want feems moftly to rage, 
you fhall find their Churches though 
fmall, beautiful, nice, and dean. 

I n this Church on the right Side 
of the High Altar enclofed in a Cof¬ 
fin of black Velvet, laced with a 
broad Gold Lace, lies the Body of 
our late Sovereign Lady Catharine^ Q_ ueen 
Gonfort of Charles the Second late Catharine 

Body un- 

King of England , Here is al- buried, 

fo an Hofpital for decayed Gentle¬ 
men (who have ferved their Prince, 
and have no Fortunes to fupport 
them in an advanced Age) well en¬ 
dowed, and what is very rare in 
thefe degenerate times, not mifappli- 
ed to other Ufes. 

About a quarter of a League 
higher up the Shoar, Hands a Mag¬ 
nificent Palace, belonging to the 
Houfe of Braganza, where Queen

U nder the aforefaid Fort of 
Bethlem runs the Channel of the 
River, which again opens until it 
is near a League over, waiting the 
Banks of the City of Lisbon, which 
ftands upon feven Hills, very fteep 
in many Places, and the Streets for 
the moft part very narrow . thofe 
built on the Afcent are generally 
very clean, being wafhed by the 
Rains, which for want of Drains 
fettle in the lower Streets, andt 
make them generally dirty and very 
offenfive, becaufe of the intolerable 
Filth of all Sorts thrown out of the 
Houfes, which caufe fuch unfuffer- 
able Stenches, in the immoderate 
Heats of the Summer Seafon, that 
it is a great wonder fome contagious 
Diftemper is not bred among the 
Inhabitants of thofe abjefl Parts of 
the City. 


This 
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This City in Bignefs is not to 
compare with London , or Paris , yet 
exceeds any other City in either 
Kingdom, being in Compafs, Su¬ 
burbs and all, about feven Miles* 
containing above 20000 Houfes, 
all of large, neat, and handfome 
Structure, moftly Letticed ; Glazed 
Windows not being here in Ufe, 
becaufe of the ftrong Reflexions the 
Sun has here upon Giafs. Towers 
and Turrets on the Walls, its Num¬ 
bers fixty feven ; Gates towards the 
Sea twenty two, and fixteen to¬ 
wards the Continent. The Form is 
irregular, lying in length along the 
River, and no where near fo broad 
as long, the greateft Breadth being 
about the Middle, whence it falls 
narrow at both ends. 

The Monafteries and Churches Moaafie. 
are great Ornaments to the City, the churches 
latter of modern Strufture are rich¬ 
ly 
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\y adorned within with fine Sculp, 
ture, and Painting. The Cathedral 

Cathe * s a va ^ ^ UC heavy, of the Go- 
dial L-'U-lt thick Order, being built and endow- 

ed with g feac Revenues by Don AL 
Hcni'ques phonfo Henriques, Ann. n 8 j. in which 
]/jn Year he procured the Body of St. 
cent** bo Vincent, to be tranfported to Lisbon^ 
tllliibon. the which before ? tis faid was Inter¬ 
red in that Country called Algarbia , 
on the Holy Promontory , (lince by 
Reafon of this Relique) called Cape 
St. Vincent . This Prince went twice 
to fetch this Body, being then eighty 
nine Years old ; this Cathedral 
Hands upon one of the Hills. 

It would require a particular Trea- 
tife to defcribe all the pompous Edi¬ 
fices here of this kind, here being no 
lefs than forty Parifh Churches, 
twenty live Convents, eighteen Mo- 
nafteries, four Colleges, and feveral 
Hofpitals: I fhail however, proceed 
to give fome little Defcription of the 

Chief 
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Chief of them, and therefore begin 
with the 

Cathedral, which is extream- catbeM 
ly large containing eighty three Ora- £ h ^ w c h> 
tories or Chapels, curioufly adorned 
with Painting, Carving, and Gilding. 
at each of which Mafs is daily faid. 

The Choir leading to the High Altar 
isextreamly fine; the Stalls of Ebo¬ 
ny, the Pavement chequer’d with 
black and white Marble Over the 
Stalls is abundance of fine Carving 
and Painting, done by the moil ex¬ 
cellent Hands. On the right Side of 
the High Altar, is inclofed in a Silver 
Shrine the Body of St. Vtncent, on Sr. Fin- 
whofe Feftival are extraordinary Re 
joycings. At the Entrance of the 
Weft Door of this Church, on the 
right Hand up a few Stairs, leading 
into one of the Towers, are kept 
two Ravens in Commemoration of 
that fi&itious Story they tell the Peo¬ 
ple, of the finding St. Vincent 's Bo¬ 
dy; 
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a riba- dy ; which when they had foUticL 

led* Oto- ' ' n 

iy. they knew not where to depofite to 
his Satisfaction, until the two Ra¬ 
vens by often alighting on the 
Church, demonftrated his Inclina¬ 
tion. whence he was here with 
great Solemnity Enfhrined, and has 
been ever fince much ill Requeft 
among therm 

St. Jn. Not far from this, isa littleChurch 

Church, dedicated to St. Anthony of P*dua* 
and is reported to have been the 
Place where he drew his firft Breath - 
the Walls are painted very fine, ex* 
prefiing the ftupendious Miracles, 
faid to be performed by this Saint: 
As the Fifhes holding their Heads 
out of the Water, to liften to his 
Do&rine, whilft thofe who fhould 
have been attentive to it, fcoffed at 
it : Alfo his being perfonally in the 
Pulpit preaching in one Place, and in 
the twinkling of an Eye being at ano¬ 
ther a hundred Leagues diftant, to 

faVe 
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fave his Father from Death, who 
was going to be executed, for a Mur¬ 
der he was innocent of* where he 
caufed the Dead to fpeak, cleared 
his Father, and then went on in his 
Sermon ; for that time, Teeming on¬ 
ly to nod in his Pulpit. Thele and 
feveral other romantick Stories, fit 
ter to enlarge the Adventuresof Don 
Quixote , then to be impofed on Peo* 
pies Belief, are exquifitely painted 
upon the Walls. 

Before I treat on the Con¬ 
vents, I muft beg leave of my Rea¬ 
der, to fhew how detrimental they 
are to the Publick, and howdiffo- 
nant to their primitive Inllitution. 
Firft of all they entertain one part 
at leaft out of fix of the Kings Sub¬ 
jects, who inftead of ferving their 
Prince, in his Exigencies, like Leeches 
are daily fucking the fweeteft 
of his Blood, always contriving to 
enrich themfelves, and impoverifh 

the 
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the State ; they like the rich Man, far¬ 
ing fumptuoufly every Day. 

Convents N o r do they think it enough 
hJk't 10 privately wicked themfelves, 

de!r~ ?Dut °P erll y encourage the moft 
enormous A/ialefaflors, their Con¬ 
vents being an Jjylum for them, 
from whence formerly they could 
not be forced, but now it is not 
near fo fafe a Shelter for Villains, as 
formerly ; the Civil Powers affuming 
to themfelves Liberty to judge what 
Crimes have the Benefit of Sanftuary ; 
and if they think the Crimes very 
heinous indeed, the King’s Officers 
fcruple not to break into a Monaftery, 
and force the Offender thence, in 
order to the Execution of Juffice • 
they are indeed a little tender in this, 
and if they are miftaken in the Na¬ 
ture of the Crime, are forced to re¬ 
turn the Offender: But to fee how 
far the King’s Authority interpofes’ 
in thefe Affairs, I fhall relate one

rion^of Convents, they were defigned for 
Convents p er f onSj who would fequefter thetn- 
felt/es from the World, the better to 
attend the Service of God, and the 
Salvation of their own, and their 
Fellow Creatures Souls : but fee in 
thefe later Ages how degenerate they 
are grown, what ought to be their 
greateft Concern, is the moft neg- 
lefted, forfaking God, they ferve 
Mammon ; their chiefeft Care being 
to enrich their Coffers, indulge their 
Appetites, and if poflible encreafe 
their Senfualities, 

The Principal of the Convents in 
Lisbon , in refpeQ: of Building, is that 
Su Koch, of St. Koch , belonging to thsjefuits ; 
and no wonder, fince they have al¬ 
ways been a cunning contriving fort 
of People, ftudying. the Favour 
of their Prince to enrich them- 
felves; and whenever that has fail’d, 

a 9 
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as often oppofing him. The Habit 
they wear is a black Caffock, and 
Cloak, with a fquare Cap. 

The next is the Convent of St. Do - g t Doitii- 
mmck , of which here are indeed niikm 
two, one of Portuguefe , the other of 
Jrijb Friers ; the firft extreariily fine, 
and thelafl very neat. Their Habit 
is a white Crape Caffock, and black 
Cloak, and Cowl, or Hood for the 
Head. 

Then the Trinitarians or Friers of Trinity 
the Order Of the Trinity , very Rich nam ' 
and Magnificent, their Habit is a 
White Caffock, with a red Crofs on 
On their Breaft, black Cloak and 
Cowl. 

The Carmelites Convent is a noble Camt\ 
.Stru&Ure, containing about five hun- luti% 
dren Brethren, befide Lay Brethren, 
and other inferiour Officers and Ser¬ 
vants of the Houfe. They have a no- 
N % Mcf 
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ble large Church, and fine Cloy fters, 
because of their Grandeur unfuitable 
to the Order they profefs. 

Came?* Here are another fort of Cafme - 
lites. lites of a more rigorous Order ; and 
from there going bare-footed, called 
Dtfcdfd Carmelites; their Convent is 
not large but neat. The firfl: of thefe 
wearwhiteCaffocks with longSleeves, 
like a Batchelor of Arts Gown, with 
black Cloaks and Cowls. The latter 
wear white Flannel Caffocks, with 
fmall Sleeves, buckled about them 
with a broad Leather Belt, and 
black ihort Cloaks of a very coarfe 
Cloth over them. 

LaGraca. But far Superior to all thefe is 
the Rich and Magnificent Convent of 
the Augufline Friers, from the Fine- 
nefs Of its Buildings call’d LtGracd ; 
in this Convent are admitted none 
but Noblemen, and the younger 

Branches 
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Branches of great Families, fo that 
it is rather a Provision for youn- 
er Brothers, than a Gloyfter for de¬ 
vout Men. Here they forfake the 
Name of Padre ( Father ) for that 
of Don , being all fo call’d. Their 
Church is exquifitely fine, but their 
Sacrifty or Veftry, far exceeds any in The v e - 
the whole Kingdom, or perhaps the 
Univerfe, being curioully adorn’d 
with Reliques of Saints fet in Gold 
and Silver; befides which their is 
a fine Crofs near eight Foot high, of 
maffy Gold, fo ponderous, that it re¬ 
quires three Men to fupport it, for 
the Prielt who carries it in Proceffion; 
the Crofs part of it is richly fet with 
Diamonds, Rubies, Pearls, Saphirs, 
Emeralds, and all forts of precious 
Stones of inefiimable Value: In the 
Centre of the Crofs part, under a 
neat Chryftal of an Inch and half 
fquare, they pretend to fliew you a. 

Piece of the true Crofs, on which A P Piec * 
oiji; Saviour fufiered ; to which all viour's 
N J People Ctofs< 
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People when it is carried in Procef 
fion, pay great Adoration. Their 
Drefs is purple Caffocks and Cloaks, 
trailing on the Ground, and as they 
are Canons regular, they wear not 
Cowls, but fquareCaps; and indeed 
their Drefs makes them appear Ma- 
jefticaL 

Besides thefe, are feveral other 
| ™f s ‘ m Convents, as the Benedictines very 
Francifi large and beautiful. The Franfcifcans 
ca - nSt tho’ old, very magnificent and large, 
containing abowe five hundred Bre¬ 
thren, clothed in coarfe Clothing, 
girt about with a knotted Cord, 
wearing neither Shoe nor Stocking, 
yet as Leacherous and Wicked as the 
reft of them ; and from their begging 
are moft generally called Mendicant 
Friers. This order of St. Francis is 
branched out into feveral Parts, fome 
more auftere than others.

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In (peaking of thefe feveral Sorts of 
Friers, I muft not forget the Englifl? College ' 
College, governed by Englijb fecular 
Priefts, who admit none other, than 
thofe of their own Country among 
them, It were to be wifh’d, that fuch 
Gentlemen that happen to be edu¬ 
cated in this or any other Popijb 
Seminary, may be inftrufted in 
fuch Principles, that may not be 
deflxu&ive of the prefent happy Go¬ 
vernment of our glorious Prince 
King George , whofe wife and mild 
Adminiftration, may, without Flat¬ 
tery, equal him to the good and 
moil Illuftrious Roman Emperors, 

Titus, Trajan, and Marcus Aurelius ,

Numbers decreafe, as well in this 
as in other Seminaries ; their College 
is an old fhatter’d Building, made 
out of a few old Houfes, patched up 
together, but now, tho* flow, re¬ 
building, and will in Time be very 
handfom ; their Church is very neat, 
in which are five Chappels or Ora¬ 
tories, one whereof is dedicated, to 
Thomas Beckett, and mightily reforted 
to, both by Englijh Papifts and Portu- 
guefe \ but alals, their Supplications 
here are fruitlefs: For in the Time of 
the Rebellion at Prejlon , (to my cer¬ 
tain Knowledge) the Nuncio granted 
Indulgences to thofe, that fhould 
come and offer up their Prayers 
7ho.Bed.nt o good St. Thomas , for the Suc- 
cefs of the Pretender’s Arms, and the 
2d Day of tile Jubilee, as appear’d 
by the News-papers afterwards; the 

poor 
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poor Gentleman,notwithftanding the 
Saints Intereft, was forced to pack 
up his Alls and be gone. 

Here is alfo a Monaftery of En-

glijh Nuns, to which the prefent 
Queen of Portugal is a raoft gene¬ 
rous Benefa&refs, and frequent Re¬ 
porter, fpending many Hours at 
work with them, at that Time lay¬ 
ing afide all regal Dignity, and af- 
fociating herfelf familiarly with 
them. 

I fhall now proceed to give my 
Reader a tranfient View of the two 
yearly Procefiions, viz,. Lent, and Lent Pro. 
Corf us Cbrtjh Day, the former be- ceffion ' 
gins on the firft Friday, and ends on 
the laft Wednefday of Lent, on each 
Friday a particular Paffage ofour Sa¬ 
viour’s Sufferings is reprefented, as 
firft his Agony in the Garden, 2. 

His being betray’d. 3. His Arraign¬ 
ment, 4 His being mocked and in¬ 
ful ted by the Soldiers. 5. Hisfcourg- 
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ing. 6 . His carrying his Crofs, and 
Laftly, His Crucifixion: Each Day 
one of thefe Paffages is added to the 
former. So that on the laft are 
reprefented the whole Stages of our 
Cord’s Paflion, in Waxwork as big 
as the Life, richly adorned with 
artificial and natural Flowers, Jew¬ 
els, Brocades, &c. carried in Stages 
on Mens Shoulders, who go bare¬ 
footed, all over cover’d with black, 
and bound about with great knot¬ 
ted Cords, and are call’d Penitents, 
Eighteen tho* hired at 12 Yin terns per Diem* 
To thefe Proceflions belong a great 
Number of Men, of all Conditions, 
called Irmao’s, who are dreft in 
fhort fcarlet Cloaks, and carry each 
a large lighted Wax Taper, adorned 
with Flowers in their Hands, walk¬ 
ing bareheaded, two and two, fome 
preceding, and fome following the 
Proceffion. In thefe Proceffions alfo 
are carried the Saints, or Founders 
of the feveral Orders in Liibon> as

to thefe Proceffions alfo belong a 
Sort of People they call Penitents, 
whom they hire for a Crufado per Three

Dtem, to perform feveral Sorts 01 
Penances 5 thefe People are generally 
Soldiers, Porters, Coblers, &c , they 
are dreft in white from Head to 
Foot, fo that they are not known, 
and perform fundry Sorts of Ex- 
ercifes, one carries twenty or thirty 
Spadoes (Swords) fpread like a Fan* 
the Points bound up in Lift, and 
retting on the Pit of his Stomach, he 
bending almoft double ; then a pret¬ 
ty Diftance off him comes a fecond, 
with his brawny Back bare down 
to the Wafte, which before he fets 

out 
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out is launced, to provoke its Bleed¬ 
ing, and draw pity from the Ignorant 
Spectators, and every twenty or 
thirty Steps he gives himfelf a Stroke 
with a Difcipline. Then comes a 
Third with a Heap of Fetters at 
each Leg ( which he rattles along 
like a Goal-bird) his Knees bare, with 
a Crucifix in his Hand, to which 
every feventh or eighth Step he 
kneels, and fays a Pater no fie r and 
Ave maria, thumping his Bread: at 
the fame time. After him a Fourth 
with his Wafte Bound up in a Fillet, 
like a Collar of Brawn. Then a 
Filch with his Sides bare, which 
now and then he tickles with an 
Inftrument like a Hand-Granade, 
Buck full of Points, (as good I be¬ 
lieve as Cupping) the Blood follow¬ 
ing each Stroke. Then a Sixth with 
his Arms extended and bound to a 
a Stick or Pole, until the Blood 
feems ready to Bart from his Fingers 
ends, &c* every one barefooted ^ 
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thofe that a£t the hardeft Parts in thefe 
pretended Penances, have the largelt 
Prices, as a Quarter of a Mot acre 
per Diem , and fome half a one : Thus 
do the Clergy impofe on the Publick, 
by making them believe thefe are 
•voluntary Penitents, and do this to 
attone for their fmful Lives paft. 
The Proceffions are always doled by 
aPrieft, veiled in his Alb, and a 
rich Cope, Bareheaded carrying the 
Hoft, under a Canopy of rich Bro¬ 
cade, fupported by fix Priefts in their 
Albs and Copes, preceded by all forts 
of Mufick, vocal and Inftrumental, 
Pinging the Anthem to the Sacra¬ 
ment, among whom promifcuoufly 
walk fix little Boys, drefs’d in white 
like Angels,their Heads crown’d with 
Chaplets of Flowers, and their Shoul¬ 
ders adorn’d with Wings, dx The ill 
carrying four Nails on a Silver Plate, 
the Second a Lance, the Third a 
Sponge on a Reed, the Fourth a 
Crown of Thorns, the Fifth a Nap¬ 
kin, 
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kin, and the Sixth a foiall Crofs with 
this Infcription on a Label, 1 NRI 
and Laftly a numerous Concourfe of 
People.

Underneath the Palace 
in the Piazza, is a Place called La 
CapelU , from its leading to the King’s 
Chapel, where are Shops, in which

Commodities are fold. 

Next adjoyning to the Palace is King's 
the Slaughter houfe, where the Pro- Horned

Next or rather oppofite to this, ;

Pounds each, and Poultry by the

Before the King’s Palace in the 
Place where the Merchants meet* 

( for want of an Exchange ) is per¬ 
form the Bull Feaft. which only BuiiFeaft 
happens on extraordinary Occafions, e cn e * 
and is thus; a fmall Diftance from 
the Building of the Palace, the Scaf¬ 
fold ry extreamly nice, is erefted, 
the which, and one Side and the Front 
of the Palace, forms a Quadrangle*’ 

The King, for the Conveniency of 
himfdf and the Nobility, has a fine 

Throne 
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Throne built from one of the Palace 
Windows, thro’ which he paffes, the 
foreign Merchants have their Seats 
ere&ed under theThrone, the reft feat 
themfelves promifcuouflyaccording to 
the Prices of their Places. The Caval- 
hero or Gentleman, who is to at¬ 
tack the Bull, is always a Perfon, 
who from his Prowefs, expeCts fome 
Favours from his Portuguefe Majefty, 
as a Command in the Land, or Sea 
Service, or whatever elfe the King 
pleafes to give him - at that Time 
he entertains eighteen or twenty Ser¬ 
vants, called Bravos, who with Dag¬ 
gers and fhort Cloaks hanging crofs 
their Arms, refcue theCa valhero when 
in imminent Danger, and exafperate 
or enrage theBull,ifnotmad enough, 
to anfwer the Expectation of the 
Populace- before the Cavalhero en¬ 
counters the Bull, he comes richly 
drefs’d and finely mounted, and pre¬ 
fen ts himfelf before the King, his 
Horfe as well as himfelf, paying O- 

beyfance 
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beyfance three times; then the Ca- 
valhero rides three or four times a- 
bout, paying his Complements to 
the Beholders, and fo marches off. 
After him forty or fifty Fellows 
drefs’d like Mermaids, with watering 
Pots, water the Ground, that the 
Duft may not be offenfive to the 
Speftators, which is repeated as eve¬ 
ry Bull is kill’d ; then comes on 
the Cavalhero ftript of his Finery, 
into a light Drefs, upon a light 
plain Horfe, with his Spear in his 
Hand, riding about the Square; 
when on a fudden out ilfues the 
Bull, roaring and tearing the Ground 
up with his Horns and Hoofs, the 
Bravoes vexing and buffetting him 
with their Cloaks, by throwing 
them on his Horns, whilft they 
prick him with their Daggers, when 
at laft he in a Fury makes at the 
Cavalhero, who attacks him, and 
perhaps after leveral fruitlefs Endea. 
vours, ftrikes his Launce into his 
O Brain,. 
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Brain, (no other Place he muft aim 
at) which done, he again prefents 
himfelf before the King ; who by 
flourifliing with hisHandkerchief, de¬ 
notes his Approbation,after which the 
other Spe&ators do the fame by the 
fame Signal; none hallowing or huz- 
zay ing,but all obferving a profound 
Silence ; then comes in a Triumphal 
Carriage, attended with Mulick, 
into which the dead Bull is hoifted 
and carried off: Thus are eighteen 
or twenty Bulls killed in a Day, and 
fometimes the Cavalhero as often 
difmounted, he narrowly efcaping 
with his Life.

dit-is'd both Men and Horle in

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black, with a great Enfign in his 
Hand of black alfo, lying on his 
Shoulders, that it might trail on 
the Ground, is attended by three old 
Men, covered with blacl: on foot, 
with three Efcutcheons in their 
Hands, like Targets or Shields, reft- 
ing on their Heads, without any 
Figure on them, but all black ; then 
follow foible Citizens on Horfeback, 
who attend thefe Officers through 
the principal Streets of Lisbon ; and 
approaching the Cathedral, thofe 
who hold the Efcutcheoos afeead 
(lowly up the Steps, and one lift¬ 
ing up his Shield, with a loud me¬ 
lancholy Voice, thrice pronounces 
thefe Words, People of Lisbon, la¬ 
ment your Kjngy --—, who is now 

dead ! Then all theSpe&ators weep - 
this done, he breaks his Efcutcheon 
on the Place where he (lands, then 
proceed they on to the Rua Nova , at 
the Church of Nojfa Seaborn de Qli- 
O $ ver& 9 
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vera, performing the fame Cere¬ 
mony, and fo proceed to the Rua 
P'Effada, where at the Ca/a da Mi- 
fericordi*, they do the fame ; So all 
the three Efcutcheons being broken^ 
they return home, and the Ceremony 
is ended. 

Having treated thus far of Lif 
hon 9 the flouriihing Metropolis of 
this Kingdom, it may not be per¬ 
haps, after the Defcription of the fe- 
veral Convents andNunneries, amifs* 
if I inform my Reader of the Rife 
and Progrefs of the rnoft noted Or^ 
deis of the Monks and Friers. 

The firft Rife of thefe Spiritual

Chriftians, by the Heathen Empe. 
rors, when for their Safety they 
were compelled to live in Belarts. 
sill at length being by a long Courfe 
' " w of 
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of Solitude, rendered unfit for Con« 
verfation, they chofe to live in this 
reclufe Way, even after the true 
Caufe of it ceafed. 

From the Example of thofe perse¬ 
cuted Chriftians, arofe a Number of 
melancholy Devotees, who ignorant 
of true Religion and mutual Convey 
fation, thought the only Path to Hea¬ 
ven, lay through wild and uninha¬ 
bited Defarts; and refolving to for- 
fake human Society, fruftrated the 
Defign of Chriftianity, by having 
Charity for none but thofe that led 
a Reclufe fort of Life like them- 
felves. 

How this fort of Life was to be 
approv’d, I fhall leave to my Rea¬ 
der’s Judgment: However they were 
then Pious. Juft, and Poor; they 
might indeed be proud (even then) 
of their Courfe of Life, as believing 
themfelves more upright than other 
O 4 Men, 
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Men, but it may be obferv’d in a few 
Years how they deviated from their 
feeming Primitive Innocency, and fo 
in fucceeding Ages have continued 
Hill to do. 

The Founder of the Order of the 
Beneditfines was St. Bemet , who in 
his own Life time had the Happinefs 
to fee twelve Monafleries erected .of 
his Order, the Fundamentals of which 
are Humility and Poverty, which he 
affigns for his Monks to pra&ife in

1086. in the Defart of 
Chxrtreuxy in Grenoble , in the King¬ 
dom of France , one Bruno being their 
Leader. This Man profeffed to fol¬ 
low the Rule of St, Bennet 9 adding 
thereto many Aufterities, by way of 
Reformation ; amongft which his 
14th Rule *was, that each of them 
fhould be allotted a, little Spot, which 
for their own Ufe they were to em¬ 
ploy, and no more they were to ac¬ 
cept on any Condition foever : But 
in a fhort time their Cells became 
Palaces, and their little Spots of 
Ground extended into large Trafts 
of Land, fo that in a very few 
Years, they gain’d as much by their 
Vow of Poverty, as any other 
Order. 



The Ciftertians or Bern at dines were Ci ji ey . 
firft affembled by vSt. Bernard , who t,ans ° 
himfelf founded f one hundred and 
fixty Monafteries. They ac firft had 
no Pofteflions, but lived by- Alms, 
and the Labour of their own Hands ; 

But that Life being too Apoftolick, 
they as foon grew weary of it as 
their Neighbours, and exchanged it 
for a Life of Indolency, Luxury, 
Pride, and Wantonneis. At their firft 
Inftitution they wore black, until the 
Virgin Mary out of the great Affe- 
ftion fhebore thefe Friers * appear’d 
her felf to their fecond Abbot, with 
a white Cowl in her Hand, which 
ftie put on his Head, and at the fame 
time all the Cowls in the Choir, 
were miraculoully turn’d to the fame 
Colour: Thus did the Virgin Mary

There is another fortofReligious 
Order ki the Church called Canons, 
when began is not certain, this Or¬ 
der of Canons is divided into two 
Branches, Regular, and Secular, the 
Regular of the k tsft Date, fprung 
up to reform the other, whom in 
Derifion they named Secular; But 
notwichftanding this Diliinftion, the 
^Regularswere guilty cffuchabomi¬ 
nable Crimes, that Pope Bowiftce the 
eighth, was forced to extirpate 
them ; and for the Peace of the 
Church, places Secular Canons in 
their Room*

containing feven hundred Men, and 
fifteen hundred Women, * providing

it is always upon an Afs. They 
tvere inftituted in the Year 1207,' 
the Defign of their Eftablifhment 
was for the Enlargement of Cap* 
tives,5 their Stock was to be divided 

into three Parts., two whereof was

ty, and often cheated the poor Cap¬ 
tives of the whole, rather than di¬ 
vide the Subftance. 

The Frandfcans , or Grey Friers , p rane ^ m 
were inftituted An . 1206. by St. cam - 
Francis, whofe ridiculous and blaf- 
phemous Miracles it were endlefs 
to relate f fuch as his bearing the 
Marks of Chrift upon his Body (viz. 
Hands, Feet and Side) which Chrift 
himfelf imprinted ; his intimate Con¬ 
vention with the Virgin Mary \ his 
healing the Lame, giving Sight to

upon which his Followers extol him 
beyond Sc. John the Baptift, and af¬ 
firm, that a Roll from Heaven, t 
declared him to be the Grace of God y 
nor have they been afham’d to call 
him Jefus of Nazareth y King of the 
Jews. 

The Dominicans , or Black Briers y 
took their Rife in the Year, 121*5, 
from that Godly Butcher *St. Domi¬ 
nick y whofe cruel Zeal firft ma- 
nifefted itfelf in the barbarous Croi- 
fade, fet on foot againft the poor un¬ 
happy Jlbigenfes , above iooooo of 
whom were malFacred at once, at 
this glorious Saint’s Inftigation; for 
with the Effulion oflefs Blood, he 
could not exped to be a Saint of 
that Church, whofe Foundation is 
Barbarity and Inhumanity. He alfo

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founded that merciful Court of 
Juftice called the Inquiiition, of 
which himfeif was choCn Head : 
Nor did he want for Miiacles 
any more than his Brother St. Fran¬ 
cis, for though he had no fuch 
bodily Marks, * yet he received 
the Holy Ghoft, with the fame Glo¬ 
ry, and in the fame Shape, as did 
the Apoftles. and whereas Chrift 
being Verbum Dei only, proceeded 
from the Mouth of God, St. f Do¬ 
minick was feen to come out of his 
Bread. Nay further, he like S t.Paal^ 
was ravifh’d into the Third Heaven, 
where feeing none of his Order, he 
complained to Jefiis Chrift of it;

This order in lefs than two 
hundred Years fo multiplied, that 
they were poffeffed of one thoufand, 
6ne hundred and forty-three Con¬ 
vents. 

The Car indites deduce their Ori¬ 
gin from the Prophet Elias $ but the 
true time of their Foundation was 
Ann. m2, by * Albert Patriarch of 
Jerufalem, who gathering together a 
few Hermits that liv’d on Mount 
Carmi, gave them the Rule of 
St. Bafil to follow. When Palepne 
was taken by the Saracens , they 
flocked into Europe , where Pope Ho - 
rnrious IV. altered their Habits, and 
ordered theru to be called TheBrothars 
oj the Virgin Mary. Innocent IV. gran¬ 
ted them feveral Privileges and Im¬ 
munities, whofe Example was fol-

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lowed by Fop ejohn XXIII, he being 
thereto' moved by a Viiion tram the 
bleffed Virgin, who accused his

u ledge, that whofoever enters this 
my Order, fhall be free from Guile, 
“ and Punifliment of their Sins, and 
u eternally faved,” Urban the IVth 
and Eugenius the Vlth, were both. 
Favourable to them, and mighty Pro¬ 
moters of their Interefts* the latter 
gave them leave to eat Flelh, which 
till then they either had, or fhould 
have abftain’d from. The fucceflive 
Friendfhip of Popes encreas’d their 
Convents to a Number, not inferior 
to any other Order. And fuch good 
Ufe they made of the Virgin Marys 
Favour, in exempting them from 
the Guilt of Sin, that * Nicolaus of

Jiin . founded on a ridiculous Dream,which 
1 have taken out of their own Le¬ 
gend, and is as followeth: As Pope 
Alexander the IVth lay half afleep 
and half awake, the great St. Aufiin 
though dead and rotten fome hun¬ 
dred Years before) appear’d to him, 
under a dreadful Figure, having a 
Head as big as a Tun, and a Body 
fmall as a Reed. His Holinefs im¬ 
mediately knew the Saint, and con¬ 
cluded he muft immediately found 
an Order to this Holy Father, whofe 
Head could not reft in the Grave for 
want of a Body ; and this gave Rife 
to thefe Mendicant Augujlinian Friers, 
who being confirmed by fucceeding 
Popes, fo prodigiouily encreafed, as 

in 
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in a few Years to poffefs two thou* 
fand Convents of Men, and three 
hundred of Women.

Besides the Religious Orders al- 
ready mentioned, is one more detri¬ 
mental than all the reft, and of a 
far more modern Date, I mean the 
Jefuits, who {prang up like ill Weeds 
Jnn.i^o. Their firft Founder was 
Ignatius Loyola , a Spanifo Souldier, 
who out of the feveral preceding 
Orders, collected the Rules of this, 
adding thereunto fome extraordinary 
ones of his own, particularly this;

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the Son to his Father, who flood 
next him loaden with a heavy Crofs, 
defiring him to take Ignatius and his 
Companions into his Care, which he 
protnifed he would not fail to do at 
Rome* This peftiferous Se£t multi¬ 
plied fo fafl, that in the Year i#o8, 
(which is only fixty Years from their 
Rife ) Rabidincera proves they pof- 
feffed thirty-one Provinces, twenty 
profefs’d Houfes, thirty-three Novi¬ 
tiates, ninety-fix Refidential Houles, 
and two hundred ninty* three Col¬ 
leges. 

These of all others are far 
the naoft dangerous Vermin, as I 
fhall fbeggmg my Readers Pardon) 
fully prove; firft, they declare no, 
Villany, Treachery, or Cruelty 
can be criminal, if it tends to the 
Benefit of their Societyj therefore 
whenfoever a Nation has the Mif- 
fortune to be over-run with this hor¬ 
rid Crew, what Member of that? 

Com- 
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Community can promife to himfelf 
a Security, either of his Perfon, Ho¬ 
nour , or Eftate - 7 nay the Sacred 
Perfon of a Monarch, if an Objefl: 
of Jefuitical Spleen, is not free from 
Danger ; as was notorioufly evident 
in the whole Series of the Reign of 
King Henry the fourth of France^ 
whofe Murder they attempted f 
forty feverai times, before it was 
perfe&cd, by that bold and execra¬ 
ble Villain RavilUc , who gave him 
bis mortal Stab, May the 14th 1610. 
that the Jefuits employed the Mur¬ 
derer, is proved by that grave and 
Learned Man Father Paul , who 
lived at that time, and as Coucfel-

VijiaFei- VILLA VELHA , is a fmall Fron¬ 
tier Town upon the Banks of the 
River Tagus, juft by the Frontiers 
of the Spamjb EJlramadura . It was 
to this Place the Duke of Anjou re¬ 
tired May 1704. after the A&ion of 
$ overt era, Formofa , between two Dutch 
Battalions, and part of his Army ; 
this Town is three Leagues South by 
Weft from Cafiel Branco, nine Leagues 
North and by Weft from Portalegre 
fourteen Leagues Weft from Alcan* 
tar a in Spain, Long. 9 Deg. 39 Min- 
Lat. 30 Deg. 37 Min. 


LET 
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LEIRI A y is a City and Bifho- Leiri ' a - 
prick, about twenty Leagues North- 
of Lis bo* , in 59 Deg. 48 Min. Lat. 
on the Banks of the River Lis , which 
difcharges its felf into Lena. The 
City is walled, and on the Walls are 
feveral ftrong Towers; here are a- 
bput two thoufand Families, in three 
Parifhes, containing two Convents, 
a Monaftery, Houfe of Relief, and 
Hofpital. King John III. made this 
a City and Bifhoprick, worth to its 
Prelate 2400 /. per Annum . 


SETVBAL 9 is fix Leagues from Setuhh 
Lisbon , beyond T*gas 7 yet in the 
fame Province, in 8 Deg, Long, 
and $8 Deg. jj Min. Lat. feated 
on a Bay clofe to the Ocean, where 
the River Zjtdao disburthens its felf, 
and reforted to by mod: northen Na¬ 
tions, for the great Quantities of Salt 
here yearly made.TheTown is walled, 
pn which are many Towers, and 13 

Gates, 
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Gates, leading into .as many Entrap* 
ces into rheTown, feveral Outworks 
nv< ke it ftrong to the Land, and two 
Cditles, the one ancient, the other 
mo *ein defend it by Sea, the latter 
l u h V Philip die Hid of Spam. This 
Tu^’ii tonfiils of about three thou* 
fa *icl Families, in four Parifhes, 
which contains three Convents, two 
Monalieries. five Chapels, two Hof- 
pitals^ as many Markets, and Con¬ 
duits, to which the Water is brought 
by an ancient Aquadudd from a great 
Diftance on Arches. Our Manners 
call this St. Vbes \ the ancient Name 
of ! it was Cetobrica. 

SANTAREM , is in 8 Deg. 
2.5 Min. Long, and 39 Deg. 70 Min. 
Lat. fourteen leagues from Lisbon, 
on the North Baft, feaied on a high 
Hill, -.clofe to the River Tagus. The 
Moors from its great Height called 
it Alhaj*, {L eJ) dreadful, and it then 
was a common Frecipice for th& 

Exe^, 
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Execution of Malefa£tars, who were 
thrown down from its Summit ; on 
the South fide of it is a deep Valley, 
with a winding Afcent to the Town, 
therefore called Alhanfe (Snake ; ) on Manfe, 
the North fide are inacceflible Rocks, 
and on the Weft, pleafant Gardens 
and fruitful Fields, producing in 
Plenty Corn and Oil. The Walls of 
it were built by the Rowans, who 
call’d it ScaUbis and Julium Pr<efid/um. 

The Buildings in this Town are old, 
the Inhabitants are about three thou- 
fand five hundred Families, in nine 
Parifhes, one whereof is Collegiate; 
here are (even Convents, two Mo* 
naileries, feverai Chapels, a Houle 
of Relief, and two Holpitals. the 
Name of this Town is a Corruption 
from Sc. Irene^ as mention’d before. St. Irene . 

SINTRA , Hands five Leagues Sintra. 
Weft of Lisbon , near the Sea, at the 
Foot of the Mountains, and by the 
Cape of the fame Name, being the 

moil 
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rooft delightful Spot in the whofe 
Kingdom, the Territory fruitful in 
Corn and Wine, with a Quarry of 
curious veined black and white 
Marble. The Inhabitants are about 
a thoufand Families, in fix Parifhes, 
Containing three Convents, one 
whereof is of St. Jercm, hewn out of 
the folidRockjtheEarthbeing brought 
from otherPlaces to make theGardens; 
the whole at the Charge of King 
Emanuel; who alfo built there a Royal 
Palace for the Retreat of the Kings 
in the Heat of Summer; and here 
it was the late unfortunate Alfhonjo 
ended his miferable Confinement. 
Formerly here flood a Temple dedi¬ 
cated to the Moon; from the Moon’s 
being called Cynthia, we may fuppofe 
this Place to be corruptly called Sin* 
tra mCyntrd, 

ALCAZAR DO SAL , is Be¬ 
yond the River Tagus , ten Miles 
fro m Lisbon, to the South Eaft of the 

River

River Zjdto, and is fo called from 
the imtnenfe Quantities of Salt made 
about it. Here grows thofe fmall 
Ruffles whereof at Lisbon are made 
thofe fine Matts imported hither; the 
Town is wailed, and has an old Ca- 
ftle on a fteep Rock • here are about 
five hundred Families, two Convents* 
as many Parilhes, a Manaffery .Houfe 
of Relief, and Hofpital. The Ro 
mans built this Town, and from its 
prodigious Quantities of Salt called it 
Salacia, 

T 0 M A R, is feven Leagues Tomar, 
from Sant arm/, and twenty one 
from Lisbon , to the North Eaft, 
pleafantly feated on a Plain, near 
the River Nabao y being the chief 
Seat of the Military Order of the 
Habit o de Chrtjio ; here are about 
eight hundred Families in two Pa- 
rifhes* both Collegiate, three Con. 
vents, oneMonaftery, Houfe of Relief* 

*nd Hofpital. The Name is a Cor- 

, rupcioa 
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riiptioQ from Thomas , it receiving 
its Name from Thomas Beckett, the 
turbulent Archbifhop of Canterbu¬ 
ry. 

tihanus* JBRANT ES, is 20 Leagues 
North Ea.ft of Lisbon , feated on an 
Eminency by the River Tagus , it 
has an old Caftle whofe chief 
Strength is its Situation, the Inha¬ 
bitants are about four thoufand Fa¬ 
milies, in four ParifheS, containing 
as many Convents, and Monafte- 
ries, befide a Houfe of Relief, and 
Hofpital. This Town in the time 
of Juguftus, is fuppofed to have been 
Called TubrilU. Phillip the lid of 
Spain made it a Dukedom,' and the 
fecond Son of the Duke De Aveird 
fifft Duke of it. 

TORRES NOVAS, is nine- 
teen Leagues North Eaft of Lisbon , 
and five from Santavem , feated in a 
Place through which the River Al¬ 
mond 
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mond* runs, about a League from 
the Tagus, it is walled, and has a 
Caftle, on which are nine Towers, 
whence it receives its Name to dif- 
tirtguilh it from another Town cal¬ 
led Torres Velbas or Vedras. It con Tone re¬ 
tains one thoufand Families in four ^ orVo ' 
Parifhes, in which are three Con¬ 
vents, Monaftery, Houfe of Relief, 
and Hofpital, as alfo a Houfe of Re¬ 
tirement, called Recuilliemento, for 
penitent Curtizans. 

PJLMELJ, contains abbut ralm(U 
eight hundred Families in two Pa¬ 
rifhes, in which are as many Con¬ 
vents, fix Chapels, a Houfe of Re¬ 
lief, and an Hofpital, it is called 
Pdmela y or little Palm tree , to dif- 
tinguifh it from Palma, a Town 
in the Province of Anddufia. 

OVREM 9 has as many Inha- Our ms 
tenants as Pdimlx, ini one Collegi- 
Q: ate 
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ate Parifh, and is twenty Leagues 
from Lisbon. 

VILLA FRANCA , is four 
or five Leagues up the River, and 
faid to be founded by the Englijb, 
in the rime of Alphonfo the Ift. and was 
by them called Cornwall, and after¬ 
wards from the feveral Immunities 
it enjoys Villa Franca. 

ALLJNDRA, is five Leagues 
up the River, of the fame Name, 
and feated on its Banks, containing 
one Parifh, a Monaftery, and about 
600 Families* 

P ED ROG OJ, is 20 Leagues 
North Eaft from Lisbon , feated on 
the flat Top of an Hill, encom- 
paffed by the River, %eztre, con* 
taining in one Parifh about four hun¬ 
dred Families. 


SOVRE , 
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SO V R E, is twenty fix Leagues Some. 
North from Lisbon, and fix horn 
Leiria , feated on a Brook not far 
from the Sea, having a ftrong old 
Cafile, and an ancient Palace which 
though now ruin’d, fhews the Re¬ 
mains of a moft exquuke Piece of 
Building, this Town contains about 
eight hundred Families in one Pa- 
rifh, whofe Church is extreamly 
fine, here is alfo one Convent, and a 
fine large Monaftery.

S fo called from Alem 
( beyond) and Tejo (Ta¬ 
gus,) becaufe in regard 
to Lisbon^ it lies beyond 
the River Tagus , this Province is alfo 
fometimes called Emtre Tajo and Gua* 
diano y as lying for the moft part be¬ 
tween thofe two Rivers. This Pro¬ 
vince borders North on a Skirt of 
the Portuguese Eftramadura, and the 
River Tagus - Eaft on the Spamjb 
Ejlramadura , and Afldaloufia ; South 
on the little Kingdom of Algarve^

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and Weft on the Ocean and part of 
Eftramadura ; the greateft Length is 
forty Leagues, and the greateft 
Breadth about thirty, and in fome 
Places much lefs: The Inhabitants 
of this Province are the richeft and 
beft bred in Portugal, as inhabit¬ 
ing the beft Part of the Coun. 
try. “ They are generally Farmers, 
u and as they gather Wealth, liber- 
“ ally expend it in the Education

32 Min. on 
a Hill environed with Mountains, 
and is furrounded with a Ftrong 
Wall, on which are many Towers, 
the Work of King Ferdinand, who 
demolifhed the Old one built by 
Sertorius. It has ten Gates, and 
is a full League in compafs, contain¬ 
ing four thoufand Families, difper- 
fed into five Parifhes, in which are 
nine Convents, feven Mo naileries, 
a Houfe of Relief and Hofpital. 
Prince Henry, Jn»o. 1 ^ 59 . made it 
prJlfrcd an Univerfity, but Coimbra , having 
f'eioici the Preference this comes to little/; 
this Ciry was once remarkable for 
many (lately Stru&ures, as having 

been 
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been the Seat of many Portuguefe 
Kings, now little more remains than 
the Ruins of its priftine Beauty, 
hardly enough to teftifie its former 
State. Who was the Founder of this 
City, is dubious, but thus far we 
are certain, that Sertorius relided story of

m, and wailed it. This Sertorius 
was a noble Roman, and aflifted 
Marius again ft Sylla, at whofe ap¬ 
proach to Rome, he fled to Spain, 
where by his courteous Deportment 
lie fo inftnuated himfelf ipto their 
Favour, that they made him their 
Captain, when he with fome few 
Lufitanians, facked divers Cities, and 
four feveral times put the Romans, 
to flight; but at iaft warring a* 

.gainft Pompey , he was treacheroufly, 
by his own Companion Perpenna , 
llain at a Banquet, An. Ant. Chr. 69 . 

Julius C/efsr gave this Town the 
,Name of Liber dit as Julia, and made 
it a Municipium, or free Towrl: It 
was made a Biflhoprick by King 
CU John 
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John the Illd, but by whom an Arch* 
bifhoprick I cannot learn, the Pre¬ 
late’s Revenue is about 8000 /. per 
Ann. This City is twenty Leagues 
South Eaft from Lisbon , and was 
lately fortified by Monfieiir Mallet a 
French Engineer, with an Addition 
of two Forts to defend the Emi¬ 
nence. 

G ERV MENHJ, is an ancient 
and noted Town (landing on a Hillj 
on the Weft Bank of the River Gua? 
diana , three Leagues and half below 
Badajoz , and fourteen almoft Eaft of 
Ebora, Long. 9 Deg. 57 Min. Lat. 
38 Deg. 39 Min. This Town is 
guarded by a ftrong Caftle and Wall, 
on which are feventeen Towers. 
Ann . 1662. it flood out a whole 
Months clofe Siege before the Spa¬ 
niards could Mailer it. in this Town 
are fix hundred Families in two Pa- 
lilhes, containing two Convents, a 

Monallery 
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Monaftery, Houfe of Relief and 
Hofpital. 

PO RTALEGRE) is jo Leagues Tortd^ 
Jsaftof Lisbon, and three from Albu- gre ° 
quer%ue y (the Frontier Town of the 
Spamjh EftramttdurAy) feated on the 
fide of a high Mountain. This City 
is begirt with a ftrong Wall, on 
which are eight Towers, under each 
of which is a great Gate ; here alfo 
are ten AquaduCts, one of which 
conftantly empties it felf in nine 
Months, The Caftle is old, but ve« 
ry large and ftrong, mounting thirty- 
fix Brafs Guns, each carrying forty- 
two Pounders. The City has in it 
five Parifhes, containing three thou- 
fand Families, dealing in the Woollen 
Manufacture ; here are three Con¬ 
vents, two Monafteries, nine Cha¬ 
pels, a Houfe of Relief, and an Hof- 
pital.

ThisTown contains two thoufand Fa¬ 
milies in three Parifhes, in which are 
three Convents, a Monaftery, Houfe 
of Relief, and Hofpital.

RJZ^IL is the only Brazil, 
Part of America fubjeft 
to the Crown of Por¬ 
tugal and is of a confi- 
derable extent, the 
Coaft of it running almoft a thoufand 
Leagues, but not in one Line; but 

fir ft 
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firfi: Eaft and Weft, then North and 
South, the whole lying in between 
twenty one and twenty five Degrees 
ofSouth Latitude, which from North 
to South amount to near five hun¬ 
dred Leagues, and Eaft and Weft 
the fame ; but up the Continent they 
have made little Progrefs, fo that 
they have only a long Skirt upon the 
Sea, whilft the other Parts remain 
unconquered and unknown. 

Its Bor- The North Sea wafhes the North 
dc*s, Eaft and p art o £ the South Sides of 
it; the reft of the Southern Side and 
part of the Weftern, borders upon 
Ttvaguny. the large Province of Peraguxy, the 
remaining Part of the Weft extends 
to the other Provinces hitherto un¬ 
known • it commences at the Mouth 
of the great River of the Jmaz,ons» 
whence Eaft it runs out five hundred 
Leagues, and then turns away to the 
South the fame Length, untilit comes 
fo join the Spawjb Province Guar ^

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(the which lies in 11 Deg. * Min. of 
Latitude, and 77 Deg. 10 Min. of 
Longitude Weft from London,') from 
which it is parted by the River Capa- 
bars, two Leagues from the City of 
St. Vincent : Thus it lies all on the 
Torrid Zone, except fome fmall 
Part to the South only, w hich reaches 
but a few Leagues beyond it.

dies, but few Mines of Gold or Sil ^^ eSm 
ver 5 worth fpeaking of have yet 
been found. Of Sugar here is plen- Muchsu- 
ty fo that it is efteemed the chief 8ar ‘ 
Commodity of the Country, the 
Conveniency of its Situation, its ma¬ 
ny Rivers, and Harbours, conveni¬ 
ent for Trade and Shipping ; befides 
its wholefome Climate, makes it as 
pleafant, as profitable 5 for though 
lying between the Equinoftial and 
Tropick of Capricorn, and therefore, 
eonfequently Subjcft to burning 
Heats, yet they are allayed by the 
Eafterly Winds off the Sea, unin¬ 
terrupted 
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temipted by Mountains, or Iflands 
wherefore the raging Diftempers of 
Guinea and Angola, are rarely to be 
met with here • the Plague is here 
unknown, yet the Natives are feh 
dom free from putrid Fevers, caufed 
by the hot and moift Air, and their 
excelfively eating of Fruit* 

Tobacco. Thus far he agrees with other 
Authors: But befides Sugar, the 
next valuable Commodity is To¬ 
bacco, which is very ftrong, but if 
kept till old enough, inferior to none: 
Cotton. Cotton though plentiful, is not here 
ver Y g°°d : Here is alfo Ambergreefe, 
but fo little, that it is hardly worth 
Rofinand naming: Some Rofin and Train-Oil:

But above all, that moft excellent 
Remed y f° r g reen Wounds, and the 
Sweet-* Gravel, called Balfam of Capaiva; 
Sides’ as aRo wet and dry Sweetmeats, 
nvdfo’ Glides, Gin g er > and Indigo. 
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The Natives are divided into feve- Natives 
ral Nations or Cantons, the Chief of divided 
which are diftinguifhed by theNames 
of the Tubinumb&s, Tobajaras, Peti - 
guar as, Tapuyas, or lapuyers, the 
three firft have the fame Language, 
only differ in Dialed, but the lat¬ 
ter being fubduei into feveral pet-- 
ty Nations, differ both in Tongue 
and Cuftom. The Men are gene¬ 
rally of middle Stature, black*eyed # 
wide-mouth’d, flat-nofed, and have 
curld Hair, and generally paint 
themfelves of divers Colours; the 
Women are about the fame Size, 
well limbed, and not ill featured. 

The People up t the Continent go 
naked, but thofe near the Sea who 
converfe with Chriftians, wear a 
Cotton Shirt or Clout wrapped about 
them ; and fome of the Chief begin 
to be proud of Cloaths. The Wife 
follows the Husband wherever he 
goes, even to the Wars, he carries 
T nothing 
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nothing but his Arms, and fhe the 
Baggage which generally confifts 
of two Baskets, one on her Head* 
the other at her Back, containing 
the Houfhould NecefTaries, &c. be- 
fides this perhaps, a Child hanging 
over her Shoulders, in a Piece of Ca- 
licoe, another at her Breaft, and ano¬ 
ther at her Back, an Ape or Parrot 
in one Hand, and a Dog in a firing 
led by the other : When they travel 
they lie in the open Fields on Ham¬ 
mocks, tied to Trees or Stakes. 

Theik Dwellings are very fmall 
confifting of Hints made of Stakes, 
and thatched or covered with Palm- 
tree Leaves, all their Furniture 
confifts in Hammocks, made of 
Cotton-Network, and their other 
U ten fils as Cups Dilhes, &c . made 
of Calabafhes, Looped in the mid¬ 
dle painted red, without and black 
within, the largeft of which will 
hold eight or nine Gallons; the mea- 
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her Sort until the Poriuguefe came 
among them, had Knives made of 
Cane, hard Wood, Stone, &c. but 
now are by them furnifhed with a 
better Sort, as alfo feveral other Ne* 
ceffa/'ies > befides thefe, they have 
feveral forts of Baskets for diversUTes, 

Their general Food is Meal made of 
the Mtniiokt Root, and the Flefh of §£*' eM 
Birds, Beafts, and Fifli warmed ; 
and for Spoons they formerly ufed 
Oyfter-fhells. Their Liquor is gene¬ 
rally Water fweetened with coarfe 
Sugar, having Jkdju Leaves fteeped 
in it, which makes it headdy '> this 
they will fit drinking whole Days to¬ 
gether, until both Men and Women 
will be intoxicated with it, the fame 
they do witli feveral Other forts of 
Liquors prefs’d from divers Roots 
and Fruits, until they get drunk j 
and in their Cups are very frolick- 
fome, dancing whole Days and 
Nights together *, nor are they 
iefs fond of Brandy, which they 
T 2 drink 
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drink to Excefs and fmoke c©nti* 
nually. 

Religion. They have very little Notion of 
Religion, yet are not void of an 
Idea of a fupream Being, whom they 

The God call Tuba, which among them im¬ 
ports a fupream Being ; wherefore 
they call Thunder, Tubacu-nangA % 
(*-O a Voice founding from the 
Sovereign Effence; and Nature di- 
reds them fo far, as to believe the 
Immortality of the Soul, which they 
believe dies not with the Body, but 
enjoys much Pleafure in Singing Dan** 
cing, Drinking, &c. in fome delight- 
ful Fields beyond the Mountains, 
which they fuppofe to be enjoy’d by 
thofe brave Men and Women, who 
have (lain and eaten their Enemies; 
from whence it is reported, that in 
many Places of the main Land, there 
are great Multitudes of Cannibals ; 
But fuch (fay they ) as have been 
idle, and done nothing, are tormen¬ 
ted 
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ted by an over-ruling Power, which 
infpefts into all their A&Lons ; they 
have a fort of Priefts who facrifice 
for them, and whom they confult in 
all Affairs of Moment. The dread 
they have of Spirits is very unac¬ 
countable, fince feveral have died 
with the meer Apprehenfionofthem ; 
and to appeafe their Anger, they of¬ 
fer them Prefents of the beft and 
choiceftof their Fruits : After this 
Manner they drive Stakes into the 
Ground, and on them lay their Pre¬ 
fents ; if they find them deftroy’d, 
tfiey imagine them acceptable, but 
if not, they remove the former Of* 
fering, and add another of greater 
Value: Thus do their Prieft im- 
pofe on them, and by this Means 
drain them of their infignificant 
Wealth, they being the only Spirits 
that accept the Offering. Some of 
them pay an Adoration to Thunder, 
and other to certain Conllellations. 

Among them the Peiiguxras are 
T 3 deemed 
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deemed Sorcerers, infomuch that 
their Enemies fear them, leaft they 
Ihould bewitch them to Death. 
They have a Notion of the Deluge, 
by which they fay the World was 
drowned, except one Man and his 
Sifter, from whom the World was. 
again re-peopled. 

Several Diftempers incident to 
Europeans are not here known, all 
their Remedies confift in Simples, 
they laughing at Compolitions \ Bleed¬ 
ing they ufe three ways, by Suftion, 
Scarification, and opening a Vein. 
When any one falls fick, the Friends 
confult together, and every one de¬ 
clares the Medicine he has v benefited 
by, and what the moft of them ap¬ 
prove, is applied ■ if that prove inefc 
fe&ual, they then have recourfe to the 
laft, which is beating out the Pati¬ 
ent’s Brains with their Clubs, whom 
they eat as well as their Enemies; the 
one for love, the other for hatred.

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The Women are very Fruitful, Women * 
have eafy Labours, and feldom Mif- 
carry, as foon as deliver’d they gee 
up and away to the next River, and 
wafh themfelves . then the Hushand 
keeps his Bed twenty four Hours, 
and is nurs’d as if he had lain in. 
Mother’s lament the Lofs of their 
Children, by wringing their Hands, 
and running up and down, howling, 
flirieking, and crying three or four 
Pays, 

Thus far Neuoff agrees well with 
the former Writers, as he alfo does 
with refped to the living Creatures;

continue to fay fomething of them. 

The Gekko or Indian Salamander Gekko ' 
is a long four-footed Infed, fo ve¬ 
nomous, that the Sting of it is 
mortal, if the Part be not Inftantly 
feared or cut off.

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pents here are divers forts, among 
which the Rattle fiiake ( fo called 
from the Noife it makes with its 
Tail, confiding of a Plurality of 
Joints) is mod remarkable, which 
as it moves rattles; and fuch is the 
Nature of it, that when you think 
by flying from its Noife you are far- 
thefl from it, you then approach the 
neareft to it, 

The Guacu has a narrow Throat, 
and a vaft Belly, fometimes thirty 
Foot long, and lives by Suftion. 

The Seventh) Leguan or Land-Cro¬ 
codile, feldom exceeds five Foot in 
Length; in its Head are found fmall 
Stones, efleemM by the Natives 
good againd the Gravel, either ex¬ 
ternally worn, or internally taken* 

Here are alfo many Alligators 
fwimming in the frefh Water Rivers, 
they will meafure fome of them, 

two 
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two or three and twenty Foot in 
length, and are bigger than a Buh 
lock, full of Scales from the Neck 
to the End of the Tail, hath a long 
(harp Set of Teeth, with very long 
Claws on its Feet. It is an amphi¬ 
bious Creature, living as frequently 
on Land as Water. They will look 
when basking themfelves on Shoar, 
like great Trees fallen . will run 
faft, and are ft rang enough to 
encounter with a Horfe or Cow, 
which they will often carry down 
to the Water and prey upon, and 
therefore commonly make great 
Havock among Cattle. If they pur^ 
fue the Natives, as Hunger will 
lbmetimes force them, they run 
round in a Circle; and this Creature 
not being able to turn his unweildy 
Body, they efcape him.

The Kjtandu or Porcupine, is 
Kuandiu as big as an Ape, |3 UC w i t hout Hair, 
having ftrong Quills like Briftles, 
which when provoked, it darts forth 
with great Strength. The Jy or 
Lazy-beaft, is about the lize of a 
fmall Fox, the Headcound, and the 
hind Legs longer then the fore, and 
is called the sly (Sluggard) from 
its flow Pace 5 fince in Fifteen Days 
it will not move as many Yards, 
ifmire- The Pifmire eater (is fo called from 
ater * its feeding on thofe Reptiles) has a 

Body 
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Body like a Hair, but longer, and 
a long Tail, Snout, and Tongue, 
which it lays out, and with it licks 
up its Prey. The Armadillo or Bead: Armadillo .. 
in Armour, has a Head like a Swine, 
and is about the fame bignefs, cover¬ 
ed with Scales like Armour, whence 
it receives its Name. 

There is no lefs a variety of Bird?. 
Birds, of which the Toukan 7 or Tqukan. 
Large Bill is mod remarkable, it is 
about the Size of a wood Pidgeon, 
its Beak is prodigious large, fhaped 
like that of a Duck, about nine 
Inches long, the outfide of a bright 
Yellow, the infide of a beautiful Red, 
being very thin and light. The Cocor Cocor . 
is like a Stork, but of mod curious 
variety of Colours, f6 finely inter- 
mixt, that it furpaffes Defcription. 

The Jabaru Guaku , or Barn* birds, 
has no Tongue, but a Bill of a vad 
Length, turning up like a Bow, at 
the end, and about the bignefs of a

with a very fmall Bill, his Legs al- 
fo fmall, but proportioned to the 
reii of his Body ; his Feathers are 
fmall, but moftly black, they are 
feldom feen unlefs towards Evening) 
at which time they fly humming a- 
bout j and if they can come near a 
Fire, will not leave fluttering about 
it, until it having burnt its Wings, 
it falls into it, and is confumed. 

Parrots. Parrots here are in plenty, which 
they commonly eat, and they are 
very good Food. 

T o fpeak of the feverai forts of 
the Fifh, Fruits, Trees, and Plants, 
would fwell this Treatife beyond 
its bounds j I fball only therefore 
fpeak of them as they occafionally 
fall in my way. 
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Having thus far treated of

J R A, is bounded on 
the Weft, by a large 
Bay the Sea makes 
before the Mouth of 
the River of the Ama¬ 
zons ; North by the Ocean ; Eaft 
by the Capitania, or Captainfhip of 
Siara ; and South by the Country 
of the unconquered Natives, called 
Toupinambes . The Metropolis is 
called Para, in which is nothing re* 
markable, but that it is feated ori 
a Rock, riling five or fix Fathom 
above the Plain ; next the River it 
has no Fortifications but 9 Gabions,- 
between which are feveral Pieces of 
Cannon ; on the other fide, it is en- 

clofed 
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clofed by a Stone Wall two Fathom 
high, with a dry Ditch, about it. 

Three hundred Fort ague ft Families 
inhabit this Town, whofe chief Em¬ 
ployment are planting Tobacco, Su¬ 
gar-Canes, and gathering Cotton 
Which grows wild. The River run¬ 
ning by this Place is two Leagues o« 
ver, having fifteen Fathom Water in 
the Channel, and ten clofe in by the 
Fort. To the South Eaft of this Fort 
is another called Commota , which Commta, 
lervesto check the Salvage Nations, 
and cover the Portuguefe Plantations. 

Of late Years the Portuguese, have 
from this Captainfhip paffed beyond 
the Mouth of the River of the Ami- 
z>om , and made two fmall Settlements, 
which they have named Corretpa. Efiei• conupa 
ro ; and another on the Ifland among * l ^ E J ieiro 
the Mouths of the fame River, which 
they, nante Cdgeminhia* .

On the Continent oppofite to this 
Ifland, about three or four Leagues 
from it, is the Nation by the Indians 
called Tapoujtaparc , inhabited by Tou- tywytti 
fanambes, who have there fifteen or T(m ' pam - 
fixteen Villages. Adjoining to thefe 
is the Territory called Comma , and Comma. 
next to that Cayetd, all inhabited by Cayetti * 
the fame falvage People, in both 
which are above forty Villages, the 
Soil of which is far more preferable 
than that of the Ifland, where the 
Portuguefe refid e. Thefe Toupanam- 
bes are irreconcileable Enemies to the 
Tdpuyers their Neighbours* with 
t i Wftfoftr 
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whom they always are at Wars, and 
therefore agree better with the Por - 
tuguejej whom they fuffer to have 
Plantations among them. The French 
onee fettled in this Illand, but were 
expelled by the Portuguese . The 
Dutch have alfo, but unfuccefsfully 
made feveral Attempts. 

Claud, de Abbeville avers, there is 
no fuch River as Maranhao, and thus 
proves the Miftakes of thofe that af¬ 
firm it; hert are (fays Claud.) three 
Moumn . Rivers, the firft call’d Mounin, the 
rnoft Haft, whofe Current exceeds 
fifty Leagues* The Second Tabeu- 
Tnboucou- courou y about the fame length, and 
r °teiam. the Third Miarii four Leagues over at 
the Mouth, which Springs under the 
Tropick ; as the Natives inform us s 
all thefe fall into a Bay before the 
I {land, which Bay by miftake, is 
called the River of Maranhao*

^'glARA is not Very extenftve, 
$$ its whole Corhpafs not ex- 
ceeding twelve Leagues, the 
River Star a which rifes far up the Con-J 
tinent,difcharges its felf feven Leagues 
and an half North of theBay of Mxngo- 
rjpd. The Natives are of a larger Sta¬ 
ture,with very ihockingCountenances 
long Hair, and fwarthy Complexions; 
they have large Cavities in their Ears, 
ftretched down to their Shoulders; 
mod make Holes in their Lips and 
Nofes, and wear Stones in them 
of various Colours for Ornament® 
U 2 The 
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The Country produces Sugar-Canes* 
Chryftal, Cotton, Pearls, Salt, Co¬ 
coa-nut Trees, &c. In r6$ 6. the 
Inland was governed by its own 
King, whom they called Jlgodoi, 
but he was Tributary to the Portu - 
guefe, who had built themfelves a 
Fort upon the River, which made 
them Mafters of the Sea-coaft, and 
the Country round about. In 1628. 
the Dutch took the Fort, but were a 
few Years after repulfed, and the 
Portuguefe again recovered their Do¬ 
minions. 

Of Cocoa-Trees, this Place and 
feveral others in Brazil afford two 
Sorts, that Tree which affords 
the large milky Nuts are fome 
an hundred Foot in height, and 
generally (freight and {lender; their 
Leaves are fixteen or feventeen 
Yards Jong, and produce a Nut cal¬ 
led a Cocoa-nut, which with its outer 
Rind, is as big as a common Melon; 

the 
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the outer Rind taken off, there ap- 
pears a Shell, which generally will 
hold a Quart ; within the Shell is 
the Nut, and about a Pint of clear 
Water, which is cool, brisk, and 
well-tafted ; the Kernel of the Nut 
is good, and if feraped into the 
Nut-water, and foaked three or four 
Hours, gives it both the Tafte and 
Refemblance of new Milk, and will 
cream by long (landing. The Leaves 
of the Trees thatch Houfes; the ou¬ 
ter Rind, which is very llringy 
makes Cloth to wear. Ropes, Rig¬ 
ging and Cables for Shipping 5 the 
Shells, Cups and Fuel ; the Kernel 
ferves for Meat, and the Water for 
Drink: So that from this Tree, (as 
I may fay) they have Meat, Drink 
Cloathing, Thatching, Firing, and 
Rigging for their Ships. Thefe Trees 
are void of Leaves unlefs at the Top, 
at the Bottom of the Leaves grow the 
Fruit twenty or more in a Clufler, 
hanging by a fmallStaik,fuli of Joints. 

U 3 The 
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The other Cocoa-tree is fmall, 
jand the Nut rather bigger than an 
Almond, and ripens in a great Husk 
thirty, nay, fometimes forty toge¬ 
ther ; thefe are the Nuts of whicli 
our Chocolate is made.

it borders South on Ptraiba, Weft 
on Siara 7 and North Eaft on the O* 
cean ; it is parted into four Parts, 
by as many Rivers which run thro* 
it, viz» CunhAOy Goy&nna , 7 Muwfobu 7 
and Potigi or Pot'wgi . 

The Portug(tefe y have never much 
improv’d on this Captainfhip, not- 
withftanding it abounds with moft 
U 4 excel- 
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excellent Wild-Fowl, and delicate 
Fifh, of the which the Lake Gor la¬ 
res affords incredible Quantities. 

The Mouth of the Rio Grande, is 
in about $ Degrees 42 Min. of South 
Latitude, three Leagues from *Fun- 
ta Negra , coming from the Weft, and 
falls into the Sea four Leagues above 
the Fort called \Treyes Reyes, bearing 
Ships of great Burthen. The River 
Cunbao is only navigable for Barges, 
Treyet Hoys, and Yatchs. The Fort Trips 
Re)es ‘ Reyes, is the only one the Bortuguefe 
have in this Captain (hip. Under 
this Fort is a little Town called 
Natal. Natal, confining of about 180 In¬ 
habitants, in ninety fmall Houfes.

Neves. This Place is adorned with 
beautiful Houfes of fine Stone, fup- 
ported with Pillars of fine Marble, 
which here is very plentiful. In this 
Town ( which exceeds ail others in 
Brazil for Beauty) is kept the fu-

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pream Court of Judicature for this 
Captainfhip. Within the Mouth of 
the River are three Forts, one to 
the South called Santa Catharina , de¬ 
fended by five good Baft ions, and a 
Horn work. The Second, on a fmall 
I (land of the North Point, called 
Smto Antonio, with ftrong Walls and 
a wet Ditch. The Third is called 
Refiringa , feated on another Iftand, 
up the River. 

Two confiderable Rivers water 
and divide this Captainfhip, Raw- 
ba , and Mangoafa, or Santo Vfimtngo - 
the former lies under 6 Deg. 24 Min. 
South Latitude, four Leagues off 
Cabo Branco, and by two Mouths dif- 
embogues its felf into the Sea, being 
feparated by a large Shoal of Sand: 
In the Summer this River is very 
{hallow ; but in Winter it fwells fo 
high, that it often overflows the ad¬ 
jacent Country, and carries away 
both Men and Cattle.

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North of the River is a Bay, which 
provides a fafe Station for the largeft 
Ships, and is called Porto Lucenn* Porto Lu~ 
Jfalf a League farther North is the cena% 
River M&ngonfA, which contrary to Mangoa, 
all others, is larger towards its^* 
Source than at its Mouth. 

This Captainfhip befides its Me¬ 
tropolis, has feven other Towns, the 
Pinda. buma, containing one thoufand Vinda-h^ 
five hundred Families, the other fix Pinda 
Villages not above three hundred lna ' 
each- confifting of a long row of lit¬ 
tle Houfes, very low, but neat. 

The chief Commodities of this 
Captainfhip are Sugar, Brazil-wood, 
Tobacco, Hides, and Cotton. Near 
the River the Country is low, 
but then by a gradual Afcent, 
it affords a pleafing Profpeft of Hills 
and Valleys. The flat Country being 
moft Fertile, is divided into feveral 
Plantations, each diftinguifhed by its 

different 
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different Name, being much ferti¬ 
liz’d by the overflowing of the Ri¬ 
ver, and producing Bailey, Indian- 
Wheat, Potatoes, Annanaes, Cocoa- 
Nuts of both Sorts, Balancio’s, O- 
ranges, Limons, Citrons, Bonanoes, 
Pakenoes, &c. and all other Necef- 
faries for Life. In 1534. the Dutch 
poflfeffed themfelvesof this Country, 
but were at laft expelled by the Form 
tuguefe , who now continue Poffeffors 
of it. 

The Bon mo Tree is thirteen or 
fourteen Foot in height, and about 
four Foot round : The Leaves of the 
Tree are about eight or nine Foot 
long, and two Foot broad, termina¬ 
ting in a round Point. The Fruit 
grows at the Bottom of the Leaf, 
upon a great Stalk, in a Cod of a* 
bout fix Inches long, and four 
Inches round, of a fine yellow Co¬ 
lour, fpeckled with red; the Cod 
taken off, the Infides are white, but

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the Bern wo yellow, and foft as a ripe 
Plumb- there will grow fifty or fix- 
ty in a Clufter, upon one Stalk, and 
five or fix Stalks upon a Tree. 

The Fruit is very mellow, and ex. 
traordinary fweet and good.

TAMARIKA, takes its 
Name from an Ifland fc* 
called, being the chief 
Place of its Diftrift, which 
however extends thirty-five Leagues 
in Length, along the Sea Coaft, on 
the Continent, having on the North 
Paraiba , on the South Pernambuco^ 
on the Eaft and Weft the Ocean, 
extending to the unconquered Na¬ 
tions. 

The Ifland Itamarika , is par¬ 
ted from the Continent by the RE

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Sourthern Part of it, lying, in 
j Deg. 48 Min. South Latitude the 
Length of it North to South is a-

Sugar, Melons, &c. bolides Wood 
for firing, Timber for burning, 
and excellent Water; on it next 
the Entrance of the River is the

final 1 Fort, and a redoubt at the 
Entrance of the Harbour, which 
is at the South Entrance of the 
River, forming the Ifland, where 
Ships drawing fourteen or Fifteen 
Foot Water, may fafely ride. Se¬ 
veral fmail Rivers crofs this Coun¬ 
try, not worth naming. 

About a League and half North 
of the North Entrance to Itxmxnk a 
is the famous Point of Land called

pa ' League further North is the fmall 
Goyanna \ River Goyanna % in 7 Deg. 46 Min. 
South Latitude three Leagues up 
this River is the Town of the fame 
Name, in which the Courts of Judi¬ 
cature for the Captainfhip are kept, 
this Country aifo produces Brazil¬ 
wood, Ginger, Cotton, and Indian- 
nuts. 


Rtignaves T H e People called Fetignaves? 
inhabit here, though this whole 
Trad of Land as far as Cab Branco , 
is not very populous, as having on¬ 
ly a few Villages, inhabited by Na¬ 
tives, fubjed to the Fortuguefe , a- 
long the Coaft only : For up the 
Continent where they remain yet 
unfubdued, there are faid to be but 
few Inhabitants.* 

Besides Goyanna , they have ano* 
Cafibaru ther Settlement called Capibari , well 
inhabited, and has feverai Sugar- 
works belonging to it. Fir- 
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Pernambuco, The Seventh 
Captainjhip. 


SMERNAMBVCO extends 
P above fixty Leagues along 
the Coaft, having Itame - 
rika on the North, the O- 
cean on the Eaft, Rio de Santo Fran- 
eifeo dividing it from Seregippc , and 
on the South the unconquered Coun¬ 
try ; Weftward this Captainihip is 
divided into eight Partitions, Olinda y 
Garazu y Atracife y Moribelta> Sant 6 
Mich al de Poyulca , Serenhaim, Gonza- 
h de Huma y and Porto Calvo .

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eimdx. OLINDJ , once the Metropolis 

of this Captainfhip, is feated on the 
North part of it, at a fmall Biflance 
from Arracife, where the Harbour 
formerly was ; this was a Place of 
Note, a great part of the Produ£t 
of North Brazil, being from hence 
tranfported to Portugal. The beft Part 
of it is built on feveral Hills, pretty 
plain on the South Sides, extending 
to the Sea-fhore, which has a very 
fine white Sand ; but continues more 
fteep and craggy towards tht Land, 
and North Side ; the upper Part has 
a curious Profpefl: both to Sea and 
Land. On the Summit of the high- 
eft Hill in the Place, ftandsthe Con¬ 
vent of the Jefuits, very finely built, 
and as richly endowed, and may be 
feen fome Leagues at Sea : Not far 
from this is a Convent of the Capu¬ 
chins ; and nearer the Sea one of the 
'Dominicans : Befides which, here arc 
two Parochial Churches, one dedi¬ 
cated

cited to the Infant Jefus, called Me¬ 
rino Jefu 9 and another to St. Peter . 

Here were about two thoufand Fa¬ 
milies, befides Clergy-, Slaves, 
but the Dutch having formerly de- 
ftroyed it, what now remains is ve¬ 
ry inconfiderable. About a League 
from 4 this decayed City near the Wa¬ 
ter-fide is a Villagewith many Ware- 
houfes, called EJclavo . The prefent 
Metropolis of the Captain [hip is cal- Efctivd 
led after its Name, being the fame 
the Dutch built, and called Maurice - 
Tom, as may be feen in GattinPs 
and Car If -s Voyage to Congo .

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Santo SANTO PAVLO f (lays GattL 
raulu ' na and Carli) is a Place of Delight, 
where any Foreigner is welcome, and 
may foon meet with a good Wife, 
that will keep him free from Care ; 
but when he has accumulated Wealth, 
he mull never move from thence. 

Kaphri- PJBJ RIBI, is a River riling 

feveral Leagues Weftward, and then 
divides its felf into two Branches, the 
Affogahsc one called Ajfogados , running to the 
South, and the other J^apabtribi to 
the North, and fo falls in the River 
Biribi or Salt-water, near the Illand 
of Antonio Vaz. The Captainfhip of 
Pemmbuco abounds in feveral forts 
of Fruit and Failure, which makes 
the Plenty of Cattle confiderable. 
The lower Grounds next the River 
produce much Sugar. During the 
rainy Seafon, the Heat is here 
more tolerable by Day, than the 
Cplds by Night.

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Seregippe, the Eighth 
Capainjhif). 


&&&&E-REGIPPE, otherwife 
^ 5 I? called Caragi, from a fmall 
«^*to$te#jb Lake of that Name in it, 
extends about twenty-three 
leagues along the Coaft, the River 
of Santo Francifco dividing it on the 
North from Pernambuco, as does Rip 
Red on the South from Bahia de todos 
os Santos, the Ocean being on the 
Eaft, and the unconquered Nations 
on the Weft. The principal Town 
in this Captainfhip is called Seregippe, 
qr Villa de bon Sue cep, and is feated 
X 4 at 
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at the Confluence of four Rivers, 
Maleita, Tapawunde f Commentabunda % 
and Monquab/ty on a rifing Ground 
four Leagues from the Sea, which 
the Dutch when there, fortified ; but 
it now is become an inconfiderable 
Place. Within this Captainfhip is 
the Mountain Tabaina, where feveral 
Samples of Ore have been found, 
though not very confiderable Ad¬ 
vantages have rifen from them. 

On the backfide of this Captain* 
fhip to the Weft, live the Natives 
called Tapajas, or Ttpuyers, divided 
ye**' into feveral Clans, under as many 
Kings of their eleSing. They 
are both taller and ftronger than the 
other Brazilians, of a dark brown 
Complexion, with black Hair hang¬ 
ing down their Shoulders, and their 
Foreheads fhaved as far as their Ears, 
all the reft of their Bodies they keep 
fhaved, the Kings and great Men 
lhave their Heads in the Form of a 

Crown 
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Crown, and were long Nails on their 
Fingers, Thumbs, and Toes. The 
common fort keep their Thumb Nails 
Ihort, not being permitted to let 
them grow; becaufe long Nails as 
they are accounted an Ornament, dif- 
tinguifh the Quality from the others; 
there being no Diftinftion in Garb, 
becaufe Men and Women go ftark 
naked, the Men tying their Privities 
up in a Bag, which they are very 
careful not to expofe., the Women 
covering theirs with Leaves, or the 
Branches of Trees, and the fame 
over their Pofteriors, both fo care, 
lefly, that they almoft areexpofed to 
view. The Men adorn their Heads 
with Feathers, and make Holes in 
their Ears big enough to thru# their 
Fingers thro’, in which they wear 
the Bone of an Ape, or a Stick 
wrapped up in Cotton ; Holes alfo in 
their Lips and Cheek?, in which they 
were fine Stones ; and in thofe of 
fheir Noftritecarved paiated Sticks. 

they 
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they paint their Bodies brown, and 
flick abundance of Feathers about 
them ; their Shoes are made of the 
Rind of the Tree Aguay : Some of 
them ufe no Bows nor Arrows, but 
throw their Darts with their Hands 
fodexteroufly as to fplit aStraw;they 
have Clubs made of Brazil-wood, and 
Trumpets of the Bones of their de- 
ceafed Friends or Enemies ; they are 
the worft Soldiers among the Bra¬ 
zilians. They neither fow nor plant, 
bur feed on what providential Na- 
turefends, as Roots, Fruits, &c* the 
wild Beafts they kill, and their Ene¬ 
mies they flay in Battle they eat. If a, 
Woman happens to mifcarry,they im¬ 
mediately devour the Foetus, Ha¬ 
bitations they have none, but rove 
about within certain Bounds or Li- 
mits, for the moft partin Woods. 

A s foon as a Woman conceives, 
fhe abftains from her Husband until 
Delivered, which is without any 

Help, 
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Help, but what Nature affords; 
with a certain Shell fhe cuts the 
Navel-ftring, boils the After-bur¬ 
then and eats it. If a Woman be 
convided of Adultery, her Husband 
puts her away ; but if he finds her 
in Adultery, he kills both her and 
her Paramour, and by their Laws i$ 
no way accountable. 

A s to their Religion, enough has 
been already faid, they not caring 
to hear of any other but the Paga- 
nifm profefs’d among them, they ftiH 
preferve their brutal Liberty, and 
remain inveterate Enemies to the 

Fortuguefe.

cing much Cotton ; it is divided in¬ 
to feverai Branches, and runs a- 
long the Continent above fourteen

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into it ; among which afe three 
more confiderable than the reft. 

The Bay opens to the South and runs 
up to the North along the Ifland 
called Taperica , helping to fecure 
the Mouth of it; on the Point 
whereof ftands the Fort of Santo Fort&a- 
Antonio , and a fmall Town called n io. 
Villa Velha % or the old Town; within Villa Vei* 
which a Point of Land makes an Inlet ha ' 
of a femi*circular Form, on which 
ftands its Metropolis. 

SANTO SALVADOR , Dam - Santo 
pier places in 13 Deg. of South Salvador * 
Latitude, and befides what has al¬ 
ready been laid of the Bay, fays 
there are feveral Forts about it, one 
whereof ftands upon a Rock out at 
Sea, betwixt which and another 
Fort built by the Dutch^ all Ships 
mult pafs : there is another Fort on 
the Hill alfo, where the Town 
ftands. The Town contains two 

thou- 
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thoufand Houfes, thirteen Churches 
and Chapels, two Hofpitals, three 
Convents, and a Monaftery of 
Nuns of the Order of St. Clare; 
the Palaces belonging to the Arch^ 
biihop and Governor are as poor-r 
ly furnifhed, as they are nobly 
built. 

This us the Refldence of abun¬ 
dance of rich Merchants, who im¬ 
port Serges, Bays, Hats, Stockings* 
Bifcuit, Wine, Wheat, Flour, Oil, 
Cheefe, Salt, Beef, and Pork, Iron, 
Pewter, Looking-Glaffes, and Toys5 
in lieu whereof, they export Sugar, 
Cocoa-nuts, Tobacco, Snuff, Bra¬ 
zil-wood, and other Woods for 
Dying, untann’d Hides, Tallow, 
Whale Oil, &c. The Country 
&bout it is fiat and fruitful, pro¬ 
ducing all things Brazil affords.

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This Captain Chip extends fixty 
Leagues along the Sea-coaft, and 
runs as little a way up the Conti¬ 
nent as any of the former; on the 
North it is bounded by Rio tit W, 
which parts it from Seregippe ; on the 
Eaft by the Ocean, on the South by 
the Captainfhip of llbeos •, and on. 
on the Weft by the Indian Nations: 
This is reckoned the richeft and molt 
populous Part of Brazil.

‘Seven Leagues up the Coun¬ 
try is a Lake of delicate Water, 
every where three Leagues over, 
and fifteen Fathom deep. 

On the back fide of, or Weft of 
this Government, and that of Bahia, 
live the Tupwambes, Caetas , and Tu - 
fimqums, which laft originally came 
from Pernambuco; but fince them are 
come a more barbarous fort of Peo¬ 
ple called Guamures , from whence 
no one knows . they devour their 
own Offspring, and rip up Women 
with-child to eat the Faetus, and 
drive Flocks of Men like Herds of 
Cattle to devour them. They are of 
a Gygantick Stature, and are faid to 
have been expell’d their native Coun¬ 
try by their Enemies; they wander 
up and down having no fettled Habi¬ 
tations, 
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tations, lying like brute Beads in the 
open Fields, their Weapons are large 
Bows with long Arrows, they never 
fight openly, but lie in Ambufcade, 
taking Men by Surprize $ by thefe 
Means they much opprefs’d the For* 
tuguefe , and at laffc almoft deftroyed 
the Town of l/heos y until Anno 1581* 
they took Courage, and having re¬ 
ceived fome Succours, in fome Mea- 
fure deftroyed them, fo that they 
have fince done but little Harm*

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Town in this Captainfhip bears the 
fame Name, inhabited by about five 
hundred Families, all Portuguefe. 
This Town is feated on the top of a 
high Rock, near which is very high 
Land, to the North plainer, and to 
the South ending in a flat Strand. 
In the Town is a fmall College of 
Jefuits , who inftruft the Youth, and 
labour to convert the Natives. This 
Town underwent the fame Fate as 
Ilhtos by the inhuman Gunmans, 
who utterly deftroyed another, calr 
led Amnro ; fo that there is now only 
this Town, and a little one called San- 
ts Cruz, left. The whole Livelihood qf 
the Inhabitants confifts in carrying 
Provifions along the Coaft to fell, 
they having little Sugar or any other 
Commodity to deal in. 
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E/pirito Santo, the Twelfth 
Caytainfhip 

SPIR 1 T 0 SANTO, 
lies in about 20 Deg* South 
Latitude* fixty LeagdeS 
North from Rio de Janeiro, 
and fifty South from Porto Segkro , 
on the Eaft it has the Ocean, dn the 
Weft the Tapiguas, and Aphpetatigdi ; 
its Metropolis is called 

ESPIRITO SANTO , inha¬ 
bited by about two hundred Fa mi* 
lies; the 'Jejaits have alfo here a 
fmall Convent* and along the Coaft 
$rg twenty fmall Forts. 
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This Captainfhip is efteem’d the' 
beft furnifhed with all Sorts of Pro- 
vifions of any in Brazil, here being 
incredible plenty of Fifh, vail 
Store of Game in the Woods and Fo- 
refts; befides which, the many Ri¬ 
vers that crofs the Land, render the 
Soil every where very fruitful, the 
Noble River Par alb a divides this 
Province from that of Rio de Janeiro, 
falling into the Sea, in about 21 Deg. 
and half South Eat. about which 
live a People called Paraybes, differ- j> arn yi es% 
ing little from the other Natives. 

Here are three Rivers called Paratba ; 
that in the moft Northern part of 
Brazil is already fpoken of. The Se¬ 
cond comes from the Weft, and the 
Third between St. Vincent and Rio de 
Plata, 

The Town ftands on a Bay on the 
right Side, at about three Leagues 
from the main Sea, without Walls, 

Caftle, or any other Fortification.

10 DE JANEIRO, was 
fo named from its firft Dijf- 
coverer John de Solis, who 
difcovered it in the Month 
of January, Ann . 1509. But the 
French who Ann. 1555. under Village 
non , endeavour’d to fettle here, called 
it Ganabara. The Mouth of it is in 
23 Deg. South Latitude. The Land 
of Brazil which hitherto from Rio* 
Grande , runs chiefly South, now at 
Cabo Santo Tomar , where this Go¬ 
vernment commences, turns off and 

lies 
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lies almoft Eaftand Weft, only a lit¬ 
tle inclining to the South, or beneath 
the North-eaft and South-weft. fo 
that the North-eaft Side of this Cap- 
tairifhip lies to that of Efpirito Santo 
the South-eaft to the Ocean, the 
Captainfhip of St. Vincent , and the 
North-weft to the Barbarians. 

The French (who as I faid before, 
made a Settlement here Ann . 1555.) 
were beaten out by the Fortugaefe , 
who built the Town of St.Sebaftim , 
on a fmall Bay, which is about two 
Leagues from the Sea, on a Plain 
environed about with Mountains, to 
which there is an eafy Afcent. The 
Town lies in Length the whole ex¬ 
tent of the Bay, but has very little 
Breadth, with no Walls or Ram¬ 
parts, only four inconfiderable Forts 
to fecure it from the Enemy ; the 
firft from the outfide of the Bay, the 
fecond from an Ifland on the Weft 
fide, the third on a Rock to the South-' 

weft 
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weft, and the fourth on the North- 
weft. The Town is divided into 
three parts, the firft may be called 
the upper Town, where che j fefuits- 
College and beft Church ft and s- 
The Second, the lower, in a Valley 
called St. Anthony's -Ward. And the 
Third on the Edge of the Bay towards 
the Monaftery of St. Bene did. The 
j Ufa its teach Latin, Philofophy, and 
Divinity, and having the Charge of 
inftru&ing the Natives, who live 
near the Town, in two great Vil¬ 
lages conlifting of about two thou- 
fand Souls converged from Paganifm 
to Chriftianity. Here are forne few 
Sugar-works belonging to the Place, 
but the principal Trade is Cotton, 
Brazil-wood, and Provifions, of 
which their is great Plenty. The

The little Town of S t.PAVL* 
lies fome Leagues up the Country, 
feated on an Eminency, at the Foot 
whereof run two Rivers, the one 

running 
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running from the South, the other 
from the Weft> which meeting here 
fall into the Imambl. The Town 
contains about one hundred Houfes, 
a Parilh Church, two Convents, one 
of Beneditfine, the other of Came* 
life Friers, and a College of Jefuits. 
Thelnhabitants chiefly employ them- 
felves in Pafture and Tillage. The 
Summer Heats are allayed by cooling 
Breezes from the Mountains, but in 
the Winter it here often freezes. 

The Soil produces good Wheat, and 
the Paftures are excellently well fur- 
nifhed with Grafs for Beads and 
Cattle, fo that nothing is here wan¬ 
ting, but Salt, Oil, and Wine. 

About a League North from the 
Town runs the River lnumbi , capa¬ 
ble of fmall Barks, and well flored 
with Fifh, coming from the Streams, 
which continually flow from the 
Mountains of ParanepAcaba, and run 
to the Weftward,

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paranepi- Qn the aforefaid Mountains of Pa* 
ranefUcaba are fome Gold Mines, 
which were at firft thought confi. 
derable, but afterwards came to lit¬ 
tle or nothing ; fince which there is 
another Vein found on the Moun- 
btrifnca- tains of Barafucaba or Ibinacaiba ,

tiacaba. about thirty Leagues from the Town 
of St. Paul , on which Account was 
raifed the little Town of St. Philip ; 
from thefe Mines confiderable Quail- 
tities of Gold have been, and ftill 
are brought to Lisbon , notwithftand- 
ing the miftaken Notion of the Spa¬ 
niards, from the Rio de la Plata, ha¬ 
ving beaten the Portuguefe , and pdf- 
fefs’d themfelves of the Place ; whicfe 
Report \^as falfe and groundlefs. 

To the North of this Province live 
Tupinea^ the Tupineambas, before fpoken of, 
has. who y et remain inveterate Enemies 
to the Portuguefe. And on the ad¬ 
jacent Mountains far up the Country, 

are 
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are the Tupikinfis, extending therci- 
felves almoft to the Sea Side, and in 
Peace with th q Port aguefe. To the 
South of thefe are the Ctrios, be¬ 
longing to Peraguay, and there¬ 
fore not to be farther mentioned 
here. TKe Jefaits in their anntial 
Letters from thefe Parts, fpeak 
concerning a favage People which 
tail themfelves Miramuminos or Mo- 
rumirens , Vagrant, Fierce and Cruel * 
who as they deteft and abhor, fo 
prove very prejudicial and injurious 
to the Portuguefe • not being to be won 
by Fear nor Favour* A great Part 
of this Country has been depopulated 
by the Portugueje Rigour and Cruelty 
towards the Pagan Nations, notwith- 
ftanding their Religious Men, ufe 
their utmoft Efforts to obftruft their 
treating thofe People fo barbaroufly ? 
or lending them into Slavery ; yet 
- they are fo far from being diverted 
from their Inhumanity, that becaufe 
the Friers are confided in by the Na- 
7L tivesj 
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tives, they have ufed that Difguife 
to deceive the poor Natives, and may 
juftly be (aid to be Wolves in Lambs 
Cloathing. 

Thus far of Brazil , come we now 
to fpeak of the Azores or Terceyra 
lflands, which as nearer America 
than any other Part of the World, 
are mofl proper here, though they 
rauft be efteem’d part of Europe , 
though diftanced from Bortugd above 
250 Leagues, 
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Tbe Azores or Terceyra 
lfiandf. 

H E S E Iflands arc in Numbet 
Number Seven, befide t ua uon- 
two fmail ones.

He finally got 
to Lisbon , where by boafting of this 
Difcovery, he gave the Fortuguefe 
fuch Hints of their Situation, that 
they immediately fet fail, and took 
Poffeffion of them; nay Anthony 
Gonzdo in his Treatife of the Dif¬ 
covery of the World, affirms, that 
Prince Henry went with them. 

We are alfo informed, that upon 
the Account this Merchant gave his 
Countrymen at his Return to Bruges, 
they fet upon an Expedition thither, 
and planted a Colony, whofe Pofte- 
rity do ftill remain in Fayal, which 
was the Ifland they occupied.

Leagues more to the Weft, and has 
its Name from being the third of 
thefe Iflands in Situation ; but it is 
the firft in Dignity, and therefore 
communicates its Name in general 
to them all.

$4 the largeft of them, but in reality 
is not ; being only fifteen Leagues 
over. The Soil is fertile, and the 
very Rocks producing Vines, of 
which good Wine is made, though 
not comparable to the Madera, or 
Canary Wines.

nient to refrefh their Ships, in the

The Air of thefe Iflands is gene¬ 
rally clear and wholefome, but fo 
Iharp as to corrode Iron, and con- 
fume Stone, wherefore the Inhabi¬ 
tants build of the finefl: Flint. 

It was of Old the Opinion of the 
Seamen, that as foon as they had 
pafled the Azores, in failing from 
Europe , all the Fleas, Lice, and o- 
ther naufeous Vermine died- Now 
we come to the Portuguefe Dominions 
in Africa .

The Fire being extinguilh*d 9 the 
Soil prov’d fertile and pleafant, which 
foon invited the Fortuguefe to fettle 
upon it 5 and in Procefs of tidie the 
Inhabitants encreafing, they built 
three Towns, the chief of which 
FurcbaL is called Furchal , which was after- 
wards erefted into a Bifhoprick;

Seafons; in fome Places they lay in 
'June and Julj, in others in December 
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land January, when they want to lay 
they go afhore, and with their Fin-, 
make a Hole in the Sand about two 
Foot and half deep, wherein they 
lay their Eggs, eighty or ninety at a 
time, then they cover them up with 
the Sand they had fcraped our of 
the Hole, and leave them foi the Sun 
to hatch. Thus they lay two 
or three times in a Seafon ; then go 
off to Sea, and leave their young to 
fhift for themfeives ; who as foonas 
they get out of the Shell and Sand, 
retire to the Water The Eggs are 
round, about the Bignefs of a Duck’s, 
with a white tough Skin over them, 
but no Shell. Thefe Turtles will 
weigh from two to four hundred 
Weight.

Here is no Town, only a fmall 
Village eonfifting of abbut thirty 
Houfes, the reft fcatter’d about the 
Ifland, which produced all Sorts of 
Fruits in Perfection. fome Goats, but 
no Corn. Here is no Trade, which 
make the Inhabitants miferably poor. 

S. Lucia. SANTA LVCIA, ftand South 
of both the laft, and is bigger than 
the other two put together, high 
and hilly, well watered, and wooded, 
yet has but very few, if any Inha¬ 
bitants.

The Soil being rocky produces very 
little Grain, or Pafture ; yet here are

Santiago SANTIAGO, is the fargeft and 
beft of thefe Blands, and lies Weft 
of Majo. In it is a Town cal-

Near the Shore where the Ships 
ufually Anchor, is a fmall neat Fort; 
This Bland is them oft fruitful among 
them, abounding in Hogs, Fowls, 
Guinea Hens, IVfonkies, Maiz, Oran^ 
ges, Limons, Dates,#Water-Melons, 
Plantains, Bonanoes, &c. Here is 
good Water to be had, but very 
troublefome fetching it ; and Wood 
is very dear, by reafon of its Scar* 
city. The Natives of this Place were 
formerly Portuguefe , who were ba- 
nifhed for Murders, Thefts, and ci¬ 
ther Villanies, but now they are 
moftly BUck, by reafon of their Con- 
_ verfe with their Women Slaves

FOGO and BRAVO , are two ar d 
inconfiderable Iflands, South of San- S " IW0 * 
tiagoy in which is nothing worth ob* 
ferving but their Barrennefs* 

Some affirm, thefe Iflands to be Govgones.. 
the Gorgones in Mela, the Gorgades of 
Pliny, and others, the Hefperides of des* 
Ptolomy i Tfie fiift Difcovery of 
them in later Ages was by Anthony 
Note , a Genoeje in the Portuguefe Ser¬ 
vice. moft of the Inhabitants are 
Blacks, except fome few Portugueje , 
who bccaufe of their Misfortunes 
A a know 
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know not how to live elfewhere, and 
therefore here pafs their Days in Pe¬ 
nury and Want, having neither Trade 
nor Succour from abroad, unlefs 
thofe few Ships that touch there for 
Water, Sair, Goats, Turtles and 
Fruit. 

On the Coaft of Barbary in the 
Province of Duquella , or Ducala> 
Mazagam. is Fort MAX.A GAM , feated on 
a Rock, in the Atlantick Ocean, 
fo contiguous to the Shore, that at 
low Water it feems to be joined to 
the firm Land, and ferves fometimes 
for a Refuge for Chriftians from Mi- 
quenes . This was once a Place of 
Note, containing above five thoufand 

Houfes, which now are reduced to 

$ 

lefs than five hundred, and thofe but 
poor ones. It is walled and contains 
twentyTeven Towers, feated on the 
River Vmarabea , and is three Miles 
diftant from Azamor. 


In 
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In the Dukedom of Bamba, in the 
Kingdom of Congo, they have a 
Town named PAVLO DE LO* 
AN DA, This Town lies on the 
Coafi: of the Dukedom, and the Por* 
tuguefe have poffefs’d it ever fince 
the firfl: Difcovery of this Country, 
and its Converfion from Paganifm 
to Chriftianity. The major Part of 
the Inhabitants are Blacks and Mu- 
lat toes ; the latter bred between the 
Portuguefe and the Blacks that live 
here. This is the chief of the Por¬ 
tuguefe Dominions in thefe Parts. 
The Dutch onbe took this Place, but 
were afterwards repulfed. Here re- 
fides the Bifhop of Congo and Angola , 
With a Chapter of eight or nine Ca¬ 
nons. Here alfo are three Convents' 
the fefuits, difcalced Carmelites , and 
Francifcans ; the Jefuits beep Schools, 
and all of them labour ih inftrufting 
the Natives. The Houfes of the 
Europeans are built of Lime and Stone, 
A £ i a m

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and are tiled ; thofe of the Natives 
Mud-walled and thatch’d. Of the 
former there are three thoufand, of 
the latter many more, becaufe fome of 
them have two or three hundred 
Slaves apiece, he who has moft being 
richeft; they generally work abroad* 
and pay their Mafters a fet Rate per 
Diem for their Liberty. When their 
Mafters go abroad, two carry him in 
a Hammock, and a third holds an 
Umbrello over him. The genera¬ 
lity of the Women govern the Men, 
and fcarce ever go to Church ; yet 
never fail of appearing at Publick 
Diverfions. The Mulattoes are wick¬ 
ed, proud, and haughty, infulting 
the poor BUcks without Mercy ; nor 
are the Europeans lefs guilty of that 
Crime, making no Scruple to fell for 
Slaves the Children they get by 
them, lying with them as much for 
that Purpofe, as the fatiating their 
exceftive Lulls ; the Blacks are all 
Slaves to the Chriftians, The Cur¬ 
rent 
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rent Coin here is what they call Ma- 
cent as , being Pieces of Woven Straw, 
as big as Sheets of Paper, this ferves 
in lieu of Copper ; Inftead of Silver 
they ufe Cotton-cloth, about the 
Bignefs of two Hankerchiefs, which 
are current for 18 Pence , as is a finer 
fort for three Shillings and Sixpence , 
the bed Sort is called Birami , and 
anfwereth Gold, Value Seven Shil¬ 
lings and Sixpence ; they are obliged 
to ufe this Method, Gold, Silver, 
and Brals Coin being here prohi¬ 
bited. 

Near Dongo in the Kingdom of 
Angola 9 is a Town called MAS¬ 
SING HAM, (i.e>) Conjunction, Miffing* 
becaufe it (lands at the Conflux of 
the two Rivers, Lucala and Coanza. 

Here the Portuguefe have built a Ca¬ 
ttle, and reign Matters ; the Houfes 
are handfome and ftrong, built of 
Stone.

Here are vaft 
Numbers of wild Beafts, efpecially 
Elephants, which are fo numerous, 
they can hardly keep them out of 
the Corn. The BUcks here have 
frilled Hair, and thick Lips, go na¬ 
ked, covering their Privities only 
with a Clout, or Rind of a Tree, 
painting the reft of their Bodies with 
Birds, Beafts, Trees, &c. of vari.

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ous Colours, and boring their Lips, 
in which they hang Ivory Toys *, 
they eat all forts of FleCh, efpecially 
that of Elephants, and even the Men 
they take Captive in the Wars; they 
are falfe, brutal, and fit for nothing 
but Servitude; their Wealth con- 
fills in Gold, Ebony, Ivory and 
Slaves; their Religion is yet (as I 
may fay) to choofe. 

CVAMA or gVAMA, is a River Cuam.

having fubdued the Caffres , and

Tangier, TANGIER , is one of the ol« 
deft Cities of Jfrick , in the Pro* 
vince of Hash at, in the IQngdom of 
Fez , at the Bottom of a Gulph on 
the Weftern Shore, near the Streights 
of Gibraltar, in former times of 
great Repute, and in 1662. an Uni- 
verfity. 

It was given as a Dowry with

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it too Chargeable, demolifhed it, An¬

Djfcove- ft firft difcovered this Country, by the

A- 
bout ten Years after. King Emanuel 
fent out Kajojues de Gama, who dou¬ 
bling the Cape, and failing North¬ 
ward along the Shores of AJricky 
as far as the Kingdom of Melinda , 
received from the King thereof, both 
Pilots, and Inftru&ions, to bring 
him to Calicut, where he found all 
true which Cananilla had before re¬ 
ported. Full of good News, at the 
end of 2 6 Months from his firft 
fetting out, he returned to Lisbon , 
received with great Joy andTriumph. 
Anno 1502. furnifil’d with thirteeen 
Ships and three Caravels, he let for¬ 
ward again, being followed by EJle- 
*vao de Gama , with five large Ships 
more, by which great Strength he 
made himfelf Matter of divers Ports, 
and by that Means laid the Founda¬ 
tion of the great Power, the Fortu• 
guefe have attained to in the Eaftern 
Parts. He was feconded in this 
great Enterprife by Ferdinando de AL 

meda, 
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'mt&Ay and Alphonfo de Albuquerque^ 
and other noble Adventurers of the 
Realm of Portugal , who continued 
daily to improve, from the Founda¬ 
tion he had laid. 

As INDIA is divided into feve- 
ral Kingdoms, namely four Capital 
ones, viz, Pegu to the Weft, Avea 
to the North, Siam to the South, and 
Cochin-China to the Eaft, each of 
which contain many lefler Kingdoms. 
I Chall mention the Ports or Factories 
the Portugueje enjoy in Order as they 
are fituated. 

And firft TVTTJ or GVTV - 
NEG AJR-TVTTA, is fituate in the 
Kingdom of Cabaia, which is Tribu¬ 
tary to the King of Siam, on the 
Banks of Indus oppoflte to Borneo ; 
this is a large Town of great ] rade, 
chiefly frequented by the Porfagut/e , 
who are the only Europeans that hav e 
here a fettled FaQory. Heie they

come down the Water from Labor , 
returning Pepper in exchange, which 
they bring up the River from their 
other Factories. 


bht. DIV , DION, or DIVE , is fi- 
tuate in the middle of the South 
Coaft of the Peninfula of Cambdja , ill 
about 20 Deg. 40 Min. North Lati¬ 
tude, looking towards Perfia j but 
On the Eaft Side thereof, near the 
Mouth of the River Indus. The Pori 
tuguefe got Polfelfion of it, An. 15 35. 
and fortified it with ftrong and im¬ 
pregnable Citta.dels, by the Confent 
of King Badurius, who' complied, 
thereby to obtain their Aid againft 
Merhamed , the Mogul,, whoinfefted 
his Country with an Army of five 
hundred thoufand Foot, one hun¬ 
dred and fifty thotifand Horfe, a 
thoufand Pieces of Ordinance, and 
five hundred Waggons, loaded with 
Powder and Shot. This Place was fo

glorious a Jewel in the Crowd of 
Portugal , that John Bottelius ba- 
nilhed to India for feveral enormous 
Crimes, had his Enlargement and 
Pardon granted him, befides a Pen- 
fion, for carrying the firft News of 
its being taken s to King John the 
Third, which with great Courage 
he perform’d, through that large 
and tempeftuous Ocean, in a fmall 
Veffel of eighteen Foot long, and 
fix broad, to the great Joy of the 
King, but greater Admiration of the 
People,, Scarce Were they fettled in 
this their new Poffeflion, but be ^”*^ 537 . 
fieged by Solyman B*jja, Adimral uegcd. 
to Solfman , called the Magnificent , 
who was thereto incited, from their 
aiding the King of Per ft a, but more 
probably from their diverting the 
Spice Trade from Alexandria. In 
fiiort Solyman had fo ill Succefs, that 
having affaulted it in vain with his 
Land Forces, he was obliged in fuch 
Confufion to raife the Siege, that 

he 
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he left his great Ordnance behind 
him. This City is fmall, being a- 
bout a League in Circumference, cut 
off from the main Land by an Arm 
of the Sea, and w as formerly as be¬ 
fore obferved 3 very confiderable on 
account of its L ade to Perfia , but is 
now very mnrh declined, neither 
City nor Foi t being much noted* 

• oat GOA , in the Kingdom of Decan, 

is feated in a Peninfula on this Side 
the Indus , in a fmail Jfland called 
THJoar , toward the Mouth of the 
River Mandova, on the Weft Shore 
on the Cape of Malabar , Longit. 
104. Deg. 15 Min. Lat* 15 Deg. 
40 Min. it is a Sea-Port, a noted 
Empory, and one of the chief Keys 
which unlock the Indies ; for Num¬ 
ber of Inhabitants, Magnificent Stru¬ 
ctures, and Pleafantnefs of Situation, 
defervedly efteem 7 d one of the fineft 
Places in the whole Country. Here 
is a fine Arfenalj and Harbour for 

the 
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the Indian Fleet, fo ftrongly fortified, 
that altho’ hardly befet by IndM&n , 
with a numerous Army, yet it could 
not be forced. This is the ordinary 
Refidence of the Portuguefe Viceroy, 
who hath here his Chancellor, Coun¬ 
cil and other Officers, for the Go¬ 
vernment of this, and thofe other 
Places in India belonging to the For - 
tuguefe Crown. This is alfo an 
Archbifhoprick, the Archbifliop of 
which, is Primate of the Indian 
Churches planted here by the Portu - 
guefe , and therefore called Arch* 
bifhop of Goa, Primate and Metro-; 
politan of all India. Here are fede¬ 
ral fair Churches, fpacious Streets, 
and fumptuous Convents and Mo- 
nafteries. The Cathedral is very 
large, and arched with a lofty Roof, 
fupported by a Variety of ftately 
Columns, finely adorned with Sculp, 
ture and Gilding. The City contains 
within its Walls above three thou- 
fand Families, of which the Perta¬ 
in b guefe 
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guefe are the feweft in Number, for 
the Women fo mix with the Men, 
that the Mejlizas and Canartnes are 
moft numerous. Goa was taken by 
Alphonjo de Albuquerque, who for his 
Reward was made its firft Viceroy. 

The Ifland whereon this City 
ftands, is about eight Leagues in 
Circumference, which being encom- 
paffed with high Hills, renders 
the Place exceflive hot, and the 
Air unwholefome : The Ifland is 
enclofed with a high Wall, for¬ 
tified with Baftions and Redoubts, 
at the Turnings of the River. On 
the Top of the Hill near the Chan¬ 
nel, is a long Wall planted with Can¬ 
non, and oppofite to it a Fort called 
i bofadT' Nojf* Senhora do Cabo, and half a 
Cabo. League farther up the Channel, is 
Us Reyes, another Fort called Les Reyes ; here 
it is the new Vice-roys on their Ar¬ 
rival, fir If take PofTeflion. Adjoining 
to this Fort is a fine Monaftery of 

Francifcans , 
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Francifcans, and within Cannon* {hot 
of it is another Fort called G offer Diaz> } Qilper 
becaufe built by one of that Nance, Dta ^ 
Brother to Bariholomao Dtaz ,, who 
found out the way to the Indies , 

Ann. 1487. beyond thefe Forts the 
River gradually contrasts its felf to 
the breadth of a Mile ; the Banks 
whereof being planted with Variety 
of Trees, affords a molt agreeable 
Profpefh 


Half way up the River on the 
right Hand, is Pajfo de Dungi, for- Pajfo ie 
merly the Refidency of the Portu - Dun * u 
guefe Vice-roys. 


The Houfes in Goa are built with Buildings 
Stone, and for the moft part very in Goa ' 


magnificent, but efpecially the Vice- Viceroy’s 
roys Palace, which is very fpacious, a acc * 
forming a Quadrangle. The Arch- Archbi- 
bifhops Palace is very fine, confift- a ' 
ing of feveral large Galleries and no¬ 
ble Appartments; but he generally

Convents 
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for the Benefit of the cool Air, re- 
fides ax his Palace in the Country* 
which ftands upon a Hill on the 
Side of a River coming up to Go*. 
The Fr a v c if cans have one of the fi¬ 
ned Convents in Goa 9 or perhaps 
elfewhere, It is but fmall, but the In- 
fide looks like one entire Mafsof Gold, 
it is fo richly adorned with it; about 
the High Altar and the eight Orato¬ 
ries on the Sides. There are many 
other, fine Churches and beautiful 
Edifices in this City, as the Convents 
of the Dominicans , Auguftinians , Dij- 
cdeed Carmelites, Je/uits , and Capu¬ 
chins , befides Monafteries for the 
other Sex. The Laiety is governed 
by the Vice-roy, and the Clergy, 
which compofe one half of the Inha¬ 
bitants by the Archbifhop. Here is 
alfo an Inquifitor-General, whofe 
Court was the Terror of thefe Parts 
when Goa was in its Glory. The 
Sovereign Court confifis of eight 
Judges, who adminifter Juftice in 

all 
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all Civil and Criminal Caufes, and 
determine all Appeals from any other 
Settlement in India. The chief Mer¬ 
chants and Tradefmen of Goa, are 
Pagans and Mahometans, and have 
a certain Part of the Town allotted 
them, but are not allowed the pub- 
lick Exercife of their Religion, 

S A LSETTE, is an I(land near saifette. 
Goa, on this Side the Ganges , where 
th ePortuguefe have two Forts, Aguada 
and Reyes, 

BJRDES or BARDAS , is an B.ndes. 
Ifland alfo North of Goa , farm’d out 
by the Portuguefe , towards the Main¬ 
tenance of the Ecclefiaftical and Tem¬ 
poral Officers of Goa , This Illand 
is full of fmall Villages, inhabited 
chiefly by C 'anarines, who are for the 
moft part Chriftians, and trade in 
Cocoas, of which they have vail 
Plenty.

* C HA V L, is a Sea port Town, 
adjoining to Golconda % at the Mouth 
of the River of the fame Name, in 
the 18 Deg of South Latitude, here 
is a very good Harbour, defended by 
a Caftle, by moft thought impreg¬ 
nable ; infomuch that Nifxm&locco 
affaulting it with a very great Army, 
was forced to quit it. The Trade 
of this Place is diminifhed by the 
Englijb and Dutch , yet th e.PortJUguefi 
ftill retain it, and are at a vaft Ex¬ 
pence in maintaining the Garrifon. 

DA MAN or DA MA 0 N, Rands 
about twenty Leagues from Surate t 
and is a celebrated Port of AJia, on 
the Weft of Malabar, in the King¬ 
dom of Gazalate , upon the Cpaft of 
the Gulf of Cawbaia, in the 20 Deg. 
of Latitude. This is a Place of good 
Trade and Strength, the River to

belonging to them. The Town is 
fortified by a Wall, wherein are four 
regular Baftions, and at the Entrance 
of the Haven a Fort.

Jfia, in the Kingdom of Bifnagar, 
upon the Weft Shore of the King' 
dom of Canara, toward Malabar , Lorn 
git. to$ Deg. Lat. 12 Deg, 30 Min. 

This is a Town of great Wealth and 
Trade being the greateft Port for 
Rice in India, fupplying not only 
European Ships, but the whole Coaft 
of Malabar , fortified with a ftrong 
Caftle, once deftroyed by the Fortu- 
guefe , but afterwards recovered and 
repaired by the King of N&rfwga, to 
whom it now is fubje£t; the Fortu- 
gueje have a rich Factory here, and 
carry on a prodigious Trade. 

CONONOR or CAN A NOR, is comm. 
the Metropolis of a Kingdom of that 
Name, well built and beautiful, with 
a fair Haven, as fafe, as it is fpacious, 
where the largeft Veffels may ride 

with 
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with the gi eateft Safety ; wherefore 
this Place is much frequented by fo¬ 
reign Merchants, but efpecially the 
Portuguefe. , who for the afluring of 
their Trade, had here (with the 
King’s Leave) a Cittadel ere&cd and 
well Garrifon’d • which the Dutch 
took from them Amo 1 66$. and pof- 
fefs it to this Day. 

Cbak . C HA LE t is a ftrong Place in the 

Kingdom of Calicut , formerly pof- 
fefs’d by the Portuguefe ; but in the 
Year 1601. recovered by the King of 
Calicut , who befieged it with an Ar¬ 
my of ninety thoufand Men, againft 
whom it held out a confiderable 
time ; but they at lad being aimofl: 
ftarv’d were forced to furrender. 

Codin. COCHIN, is a Bifliop’s See, and 
the Metropolis of the Kingdom of 
that Name, (uuate on the Mouth of 
the River Maugat, by which it is 
encompaffed almoft like a demy I- 

tland 
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fland, of great Trade in regard of 
its Heaven, which is both fafe and 
fpacicus ; by the Affillance of the 
Portuguefe , this Nation has freed it 
felf from the King of Calicut , to 
whom before they did acknowledge 
SubjeQion ; to return which Favour 
the King of Cochin permitted the Por¬ 
tuguefe to ereSfc a Fort on the Haven, 
tofecure their Trade. This King be¬ 
ing as it were the Pope, or chief Bi« 
fhopof all the Bramines, is as much re¬ 
verenced by all the Kings of Malabar 
(as is the Pope by fome of the Prin¬ 
ces of the Weftern Parts) who look 
upon him as the Head of their Super- 
ftition, and pay him many annual 
Duties. Here once were foveral fine 
Churches and Edifices, namely, the 
Church and College of the Jefuits,,. 
having a lofty Steeple ; alfo the Ca¬ 
thedral, once a noble Piece of Build¬ 
ing, adorned with two Rows of PH. 
lars, and a lofty Steeple; the Churches 
and Convents of the Auguflinian y 

Domi* 
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Dominican^ and Franfcifcan Friers, 
drc. all which (fince the Dutch Anno 
1662. had the City furrendred to 
them,) are demolilhed. 

Hugur: * HVGVE LIy is a large and 

rich City of Bengal, in an Ifland of 
the Ganges, Lat. Deg, 45 Min. 
Long J05 Deg. 45 Min. the Por- 
tugueje have here a Caftle to fe» 
cure their Trade, which was very 
coniiderable, until the Dutch fettled 
their Fa&ory here ■ fince which 
the Portugueje Trade has daily de- 
creafed. 

Porto PORTO GRANDE , and PORTO 
wTporto PEgVENO, are two Towns be- 
Pepieno longing to the Portugueje f but defti- 
tute of Forces, Defence, or Rules of 
Government. In fhort, Places like 
the JJylum built by Romulus , to

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which fuch as dare not (by in their 
own Country, or any well governed 
City, ufed to refort, priviltdged 
there to live in ail kind of Licen- 
tioufnefs. 

M ALA C A y the chief City of Malacal 
the Kingdom, of that Name was 
formerly called Muficam , or at leaft 
built very near it, from whence 
this Trad is called by Strabo, Terra 
Mujtcana. The City is feated on 
the Banks of the River Gaza , which 
is here fuppofed to be fifteen Miles 
broad : By the frequent Over Bow¬ 
ings of which, and its nearucis to 
the Line, the Air is very un *hole- 
fome, and the Country therefore 
meanly peopled ; the Count v is 
twenty Miles in Compafs, of g cat 
Wealth, all Countries dlmolt lidd¬ 
ing hither, for Spices, Gold, Sil¬ 
ver, and Precious Stones. The 
moft noted Empory or the Bail, 
infomuch that Louis Barthtma, who 

was 
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was there before the Portuguefe knew 
it, averred it was Traded to even 
then by more Ships, than any one 
City of the World ; yet fince thd 
Portuguefe poffeffed it, the Trade 
has incredibly encreafed. The Peo¬ 
ple (as in all this Trad) are of an 
Afh Colour, their Hair hanging 
carelefsly about them, very Bar¬ 
barous, and Savage, efpecially when 
they meet in the Night. 

This Trad in former times 
was fubjed to the Kings of Siam. 
when but about the Year 1258. became 
founded. a Kingdom of it felf 5 founded by 
Parami/era , and fome other of thei 
Javan Nobility, who flying the 
Tyranny of their own King, came 
hither, and were kindly received 
by Sangafmga , then reigning under 
the Siarmte. inSincaPara, Him they

ga Ham. perhdioully murdered, and fet up 
Parami- P aram tjera in his Head, but he be- 
f era Kin §* ing routed by the King of Siam, was 

forced 
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forced to feek a new Dwelling, and 
after’two or three Removes, pitch* 
ed upon the place where MaUca , 
now ftandeth, which City (being 
pleafed with its Situation) he is faid 
to have founded. TheTradeof Sinca~ 
fur a, in a fliort time removed hi¬ 
ther, which fo encreaied the Wealth 
and Power of its fucceeding Kings, 
that joining with the Moors, they 
call of all Subje&ion to the Kings of 
St#m, 

Incensed with which, the King of 
Siamite An. 1500,. fent out a Fleet of ou?an 
two hundred Sail, to diftrefs it by a ~ 
Sea, and an Army of three thoufand Maiaca. 
Men, and four hundred Elephants, 
to befiege it by Land ; but before 
he was able to effedl any thing, being 
hindred at Sea by adverfe Winds, and 
at Land by the Infoienc;es oi his mu¬ 
tinous Soldiers, the Portuguefe Amo 
15 11. Under the Command of Aibu- 
querque, ftepp’d in between, and 

pof- 
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klnhy' poteflfed themfelves of it, and built 
tv.ii‘0, there a Fortrefs, and a Church. 

tuguefe. 

And though Alodrnus, the Son of 
the expell’d King, th QSaracens % Hoi• 
landers, the Kings of Jobr, andAcben, 
(two neighbouring Princes) alien- 
vying the Fortune of the Portuguefe, 
have feverally endeavoured to de¬ 
prive them of this their Conqueft, 
yet did they keep it in defiance of 
all Oppofition made againft them, 
for the Space of one hundred and 
twenty nine Years, when the Dutch 
took it from them Anno 1640, after 
a clofe Siege of fix Months; this was 
the fecond Government depending 
on the Vice-roy of Goa, becaufe of 
the Cuftoms paid here by all the 
Ships that went to the Eaft; this 
City (lands on the Weftern Shore, in 
Longitude 127 Deg. 25 Min. Lati¬ 
tude 3 Deg. 40 Min, 


D JANG A, 
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D 1 ANG A,> a Town of Arracban, Diang*. 
In the Kingdom of Pegue , forty 
Leagues North of Arracban, was ta¬ 
ken and deilroyed by the Portuguefe^ 
in the Quarrels between them and 
the King of Arracban, Amo 160%. it 
is now a poor defoJate Place, inha¬ 
bited by none but Pcrtugueje Fugi¬ 
tives. 

SVNDIVA , is fituate in an Suntiva. 
Ifland to which it giveth Name, fix 
Leagues off from the Continent of 
Bengal, to which it formerly be¬ 
longed. The Portuguefe fubdued the 
the whole Ifland, Am. 1602. But 
the King of Arracban two Years afo 
ter; deprived them of their Conqueft, 
and added it to his own Kingdom ; 
the Ifland is thirty Leagues in Com- 
pafs, very ftrong and fruitful, and 
the Town well fortified.

SI RUNG, receives its Name 
from its River,being ftrongly fituated 
on the Banks thereof. This Town 
was given by the King of Arrachan 
to the Portuguefe , and by them com¬ 
mitted to the Cuftody of Philip de 
Britto , Anno 1600. or thereabout ; 
who having fortified it againft the 
faid King, and his Affociate of Tan- 
gu y for thirteen Years; he was at laft 
forced to furrender himfelf Prifoner 
to the King of Aw a, by whom he 
was fpitted alive, and the Town de- 
molilhed. 

NEGJPATAN, lies in 11 Deg. 
North Latitude, near the Mouth of 
a River, which falls into the Bay of 
Bengal at this Town ; it was but an 
inconfiderable Place, till the Portu¬ 
guefe built and fortified it with a 
Wall, twelve Baftions, and a nume¬ 
rous Artillery. The Portuguefe how¬ 
ever (to their Shame be it fpoken) 

fur- 
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furrender’d it to the Dutch, Anno 
1658. on their appearing before it 
with five hundred Men, without ma*. 
king the leaft Oppofition. 

MASVLAPA TA N, is a Ci- MafuU- 
iy and Sea-Port in the hither India, * atan ' 
bn the Shores of the Bay of Bengal, 
in the Kingdom of Golconda, Lat. 

16 Deg. 30 Min. Long. 8i Deg. 
formerly fubjed to the Portuguefe ; 

RA RC E LO R, was once fub- t&mloK 
jeft to the Portuguefe , but now to the 
Dutch . 

CRANGA NOR, a City upon Cravgx- 
the River Arcet two Leagues from mr% 
the Ocean, and feven Leagues North 
of Cochin, it was a Bifhoprick while 
in the Poffeffion of the Portuguefe , 
but Anno 1667. the Dutch took it 
from them, and put it and the King¬ 
dom (of which this was the Metro- 
C c * polls) 
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polis) into the Hands of the King of 
Calicut . 

Maym. M A T M, a Town 6f Deem in the 
Eaft Indies, where the Englifb and 
Portuguefe have Factories; but the 
Town is fubjeft to the King of 
Decan. 

Mafcata. M A SC AT A, is a wealthy Ci¬ 

ty oi Oman, and a Province of Arabia. 
Felix , having a very good Harbour, 
defended by a very ftrong Caftle, 
which with the City, is fubjefl: to 
the Portuguefe . 

Maim. BASS AIM or B AC El M, 
lies in 19 Deg. and half of Latitude, 
and being fur rounded by a fmall 
Channel, forms a fort of an Jfland. 
The Portuguefe in whofe Polfeffion 
this Port is, have built therein fix 
Churches, befides Monafteries, and 
a College of Jefuits , having befides 
feveral neighbouring Villages under 

their 
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their Jurifdiction. This Place is the 
Relidence of the Portugue/e Capta’m- 
General of the North of India, who 
has a Sovereign Power over the Go¬ 
vernor of this, and all other Nor¬ 
thern Settlements, 

CAMBATA , is a City lying Cambay a , 
in 22 Degrees 50 Min. Latitude 
and 10$ Deg. Longitude, and is 
the Capital of the Kingdom of 
Gazur&t (ituate at the very Bottom 
of the Gulf of the fame Name ; it 
is bigger then 'Surate and had once 
a better Trade, which is fince re¬ 
moved to Surate. The Portuguefe ha¬ 
ving once been (until expelled by 
the Moors) Mahers of this Place, 
is the Reafon of my mentioning 
of it here ; the City is begirt with 
a Brick-Wall, adorned with feve- 
ral Towers; the Streets are fpaci- 
ous, and the Houfes neat, built of 
Brick dried in the Sun. In this 
City are the Sepulchres of the Princes 
Cc 3 of 
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of Cambay a, as alfo a large old 
Caitle. 


G 0 G A, is fituate on the Weft 
fide of the Gulph of Surate in 
51 Deg. of North Latitude, an in- 
confiderable Place where the For - 
fugueje % Shipping bound for Goa y 
generally Rexdevouz,. 

CHATIGAN , lies near the 
Mouth of the molt eafterly Part of 
the Ganges ; here the Portuguefe , 
formerly fet up for a kind Sove¬ 
reignty, and affociating with Py- 
rates and Banditti of all Nations, 
formed a Government of their own, 
owning no Subjection to their na¬ 
tural Prince, nor the Prince of the 
Country ; and fo for feveral Years 
continued, until their daily Rob¬ 
beries by Sea and Land fo inter¬ 
rupted Commerce, that the late 
Mogul fent an Army againlt it and 
Extripated them. 


CET- 
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CEYLON , is an Ifland fituate 
between 6 and 10 Deg. of North 
latitude and between 79 and 
Zz Deg. of Longitude from the 
Meridian of London , it is about two 
hundred and fifty Miles in Length 
from North to South, and about 
two hundred in Breadth from Eaft 
to Weft, much refembling the Shape 
of a Ham. It is from the hither Pe- 
Iiinfula of India, about fifteen 
leagues, was fwhiift under their 
Junfdi&ion) the nobleft Acquifi- 
tion belonging to the Portugueje , 
it being the only Spot in the World, 
which produces in great Quantities 
the beft Cinnamon. 

The chief Towns which were 
fubjeQ: to the Portugueje were Colum- Cohmbo. 
bo y fituate on the South Weft part 
of the Ifland in 7 Deg, of Latitude. 

About the Year 151©. the Portaguefe 
fortified this and feverai other Places 
Cc 4 
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on the Coaft of Ceylon and thence 
began to difpute the Sovereignty 
with the King of Candia, when the 
Dutch offering to affift the King, he 
accepted it, and took Columbo , in 
the Year 1656. The Dutch fecur’d 
this, as they 7 indeed did all the other 
Towns, and greatest Part of the 
Country too, that produced plenty 
of Cinnamon. As a Reward for, 
their Services, and fo deprived the. 
King of the very Cinnamon it felf. 
which fo enraged him, that from 
that time he became their mortal 
Enemy, and would not for feveral 
Years, receive fo much as an Ambaf, 
fador from them. 

Negumbo NEGVMBO , is about eight 

Leagues North of Columbo and in 
the Year 1644. was taken from the 
Portuguefe by their very good Friendsi 
the Dutch . 



The Ifland of MANAR , lies Manar* 
on the fame Coaft, about twenty, 
feven Leagues North of Negumbo ; 
this the Dutch deprived the Portu- 
&uefe } of alfo in the Year 1658. 

j fJFFANAPATAN, as well W*n*W 
as the aforefaid Iflands, is now in 
the PoiTeflion of the Dutch; the 
Metropolis bears the fame Name, 
and was regularly fortified by the 
Portugueje , who furrendred it to the 
Dutch , Anno 1658. the mcft Nor¬ 
thern Point upon this Coaft, is cal¬ 
led by the Portuguefe^Punta, dos Pedras, 
or the Rocky-Point.
